Baitelof Pharſelia.' The Officer or Co- 
lonel who cominanded'the Legion was 
called Legarus ;- and he" had under him 
Tribunes i coinmanded Cohorts,and 


Centurions, Centuries: ' As to their or- 
der'of Battel/, Ceſar drew his men i 
alays it two or three Lines , has. 
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aut triplici acie ,' even when he ſpeaks 
of ſingle Legions.,. which we cannot 
coneeive without imagining they made 
two or three. diſtin& bodies of one Le- 
| gion, as now we form one Regiment 
into ſeveral Battalions. *Tis true in- 
deed ſome Writers explain this after a- 
nother Manner; but without diſputing 
their opinion, we will follow this me- 
_ thod as the moſt probable, and having 
moſt reſemblance to the. modern Diſci- 
pline. The Romans therefore formed 
their firſt Battalions of their . youngeſt 
raw. Souldiers, which they. called Bo- 
Haſtati; the ſecond were .thoſe who 
had ſerved ſome years, and, were na- 
med Principes.: the old Souldiers were 
in the rere, and. there was the Poſt of 
the Eagles, which were the -Enſigns 
Colonel and the: other . Enfigns of the 
Legions. Theſe, old Squldiers, called 
Triarii , waited the Succeſs of the firſt 
Bettalions,, with one Knee 'upon' the 
ound, and kaning upori their Buck- 
ers:- and. ſtill: as the firſt bodies were

But this being little to our preſenc 
purpoſe, let it. ſuffice to fay, that as he had 
too much wit not to take warning by Exam- 
ples paſt, he took care to reform his Con- 
duct and his Manners; he therefore applyed 
himſelf wholly to Pompey, whom he fin- 
ding leagued ſo abſolutely with Czar, durſt 
not attempt the breach of - their Alliance, 
judging very well (as he himſelf has expref- 
ſed it) that it would have been bur folly to 
have hoped it, and inſolence to have propo- 
ſed it 3 He therefore ſent his Brother into 
Ceſar's ſervice, and maintain'd that way an 
Lone and fair Correſpondency.

Pon this return of Cicero , there aroſe {0 
RO Feet a want and ſcarcity in the City, 
Eſpecially of Corn, that the People were ga- 
thered together twice, and almoſt ready to 
ſtone the Conſul,threatning to fire the Tem- | 
Ty of Concord where the Senate was aſlem- ; 
led 3 Chains beſides exaggerated their mad- | 
neſs, by laying all to Cicero's charge, fo that 
that night they demanded the diſtribution of | 
Corn from Cicero, with great noiſe and cla- 
mour, and the next day again at the very 
door'of the Senate-houſe, which obliged him 
to propoſe, that Pompey might be Commiſſho- | 
nated to manage the Proviſions of Rome, with 
an abſolute Authority, both by Land and 


Sea for the ſpace of five years. Nor could 
he better acquit himſelf of the obligations 
had to Powpey, than by papying into his 


1ands-the whole ſtrength of the Common- | 
wealth, and in confideration of the preſent | 
exigency, his advice was approved of. But 
it was believed, and C/odizs took upon him # 
to declare it publickly, that the want of Corn | 
was no better than a deſign contrived be- 
twixt them both, for the bringing about that | 
purpoſe, ſince immediately; upon putting 

_ the bufines into Pompey's hands, there ap- - 
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peared all 'the Plenty imaginable, "and "the 
Authority remained in him five years. * In 
the mean time, as Ceſar 'sConquelts eſtabliſh- 
ed him great reputation at Rome, {o his Hu- 
manity, and other excellent qualities, abſo- 
lutely gain'd to him the hearts and: affecti- 
ons of. the Souldiery under his Command; 
neither did the. buſineſs of his Wars abroad 
employ him ſo much, but that he had-aneye ]. 
too towards his affairs 'at home. He took 
care to ſend Magnificent Preſents'to the La- 
dies , and all thoſe that were in any Autho- 
rity ; the Voluntiers, who went -with him 
into Gal, were entertained by him with a 
thouſand obligations ; and returned home 
full of the Praiſes of his Generofity.' ' He re- 
turged afterwards to Winter in ah, a'great 
part whereof, by the name of the CGi/alpine 
Gaul , was under his:command, which is at 
preſent all Lombardy entire, contents 
Piedmont, Mlain, the State of Venice-in Italy; 
in ſhort, all as far as the River Rubicon. Pom - 
per, Craſſus, and almoſt all the. Magiſtracy of 
Rome went to viſit him at Lxcca, where he 
then reſided. They went attended with: 
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Twelye whereof carried the Axes before the « fort of 
Conſuls, and the reſt waited upon the other y ug 
0 ar according to their quality ' and cy.ser. 
ranx. It was in this place that the Trium-. jeants. 
virate took new meaſures for their more 
frict union, and the ſtrengthning their Au- 
thority: Theyteſolved that Pompey and Cra/: 

fas ſhould demand the Canfulſhip for the 
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folloing year, and that Ce/ar ſhould hold 
his Government five years . So that 
this Union, which they diſguiſed under the 
name of Friend(hip, was, in effect, noother 
thing,than each Man's private Ambition; and- 
therefore we ought the leſs to wonder, if the 
ſame reaſons that united them now , were 
now. the cauſes of their diviſion afterwards, 
when each. of them began to think he was 
ſtrong enough to ſet up for himſelf. Now 
this reſolution of theirs alarm'd all thoſe of 
8 the Senate who wiſhed well to the Publick ; # 
= 7 Eornclius and * Marcellingr, one of the new Conſuls, 
| Marceti. @lked very highly upon the occafion,demand- 
” ms. ing of Pompey and Craſſus, in prefence of 
the People, if they pretended to the Con- | 
ſulſhip, to which Pompey reply'd fiercely, that 
he would doe as he himſelf thought beſt ; 
but Craſſus anſwer'd in more modeſt terms , 
faying, That he ſhould according to 

what he jncged moſt for the advantage of 

the Republick. This Diſpute (as was uſu- 
al on the like occaſions) was improved al- 
moſt to blows. And the Senate gave or- 
_ ders far a common habit of Mourning to 
| be worn, as in caſes of a Publick calamity , 
and the reaſon they gave for it was, that 
the Proceedings of the Triumvirate were - 
dangerous to the Government Eſtabliſhed , 
and contrary to Law. Indeed, as for Pom- 
pe7, he: found out a way to give ſufficient - 
marks of the Nature of his Ambition. ' He 
had been affronted, to the laſt degree, by 
Cloains, the buſineſs of Ptolemy King of 
eAgYp . 
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Vol. T. © firft Triumvirate, ug © 
Aoypt. This Prince having been driven - 3 
_— his Kingdom by the Rebellion of -his 
Subjects, was come to Reme to demand af. 
ſiſtence, and great Intrigues were ſer on foe 
+ for the Command of ſuch -an Expedition, 
for Protemy offer d very large Capitulations 
Lentwlas, the then Conſul, and Pompey, were 
thoſe whopurſued ic moſt warmly, and ſeem- 
ed to haye the ſtrongeſt Intereſt ; But Cledte 
#5, Who loved neither the one nor the other, 
| ed them both. So that when the Peo. 
were afſembled upon that occaſion, he 
appeared , follow'd by thoſe ſort of Men, 
whom Cicero call'd Clodizs's Working-tooks 
(it may be, becauſe rhey had helped him 
to demoliſh his Palace ) and there: interrup- 
red the diſcourſe of Powpey with ſhoutings 
and clamours ; and on the other fide, when 
ever Clodius ofterltto ſpeak, Pompey's party 
were as noifie ar nei s, and ſung 
out Jewd Lampoons againſt. Clodizs and*his. 
| Siſter.. This Chdss took occaſion to: re- 
venge, not unpleaſantly; for, turning about 
to thoſe who were of his fide, he begun to 
ask of them, Who was the moſt effeminate 
Commander in Rome ? they an{wered, Pom- 
pey. Who:was the Ladies Captain? Pom- 
pry. Who ſtarved the People? Pampey. ' And 
yet, Who had a mind to go into «Arp e 
Pempey. And then, when he demanded of 
them, Who they would fend? they. an- 
twerd, Craſſss: who indeed, for all the 
friendſhip between him and Parpey, had 
privately managed bis own Inereſt thar 
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way having Clodins for him among the Peo- | 
ple, and'Caro in the Senate. Cloains indeed” 
took care to be well paid for his pains 3 but.

wealth. Anthony and Caſſius oppoſed [this 
Decree, by that means raiſing freſh debates, 
which were- managed with a great deal of 
ſharpneſs, fo that the Aſſembly did not ſe- 
patate untill it was very late. The night 
was employed .in Pompey's private manage- 
ment amongſt his Friends, and C-rios among 
the other Tribunes. The next day P:/o the 
Cenſor, and Roſcins the Pretor, demanded

The 
Inhabitants of Branduſium diflatisfhi'd with 
Pompey's Souldiers, and provoked by the ruine 
of their Houſes, adviſed Ceſar of their re-

2 ſhort time he found that. he: had a very 
conſiderable Army. He applyed himf 
therefore to exerciſe his Souldiers, with 
4n able Fleet tro make himſelf. Maſter ar 
_ Sea, and to furniſh himſelf with Darts, En- 
- gines, .arftl all ſuch Equipage as was neceſla- 
ry for hirh., - He reckoned much. too upon, 
his Army that was in Spain, compoſed all of 
very good Legions; hoping that if Ceſar 
loſt not his Reputation, he might art leaſt loſe 
there the beſt of his Souldiers; which muſt 
indeed have ſucceeded as Pompey imagined, 
had he himſelf been ar the head of that Ar- 
my, or had he ſent any of his beſt Officers 
to command it. But Ceſar, who knew the 
condition it was in, ſaid with his uſual con- 
fidence that he went to find an Army with- 
our 2 General 3 but that he ſhould come 
back and find a Genera] without an Army: 
Afranins, Petreius, and Varro commanded in 
Spain for Pompey, and underſtanding by Yibui- 
lins Rufus, that Ceſar was upon his march to 
attack them ; upon this advice they reſol- 
ved that Petreizs ſhould join with Afranixs, 
and that Yarro with his Troops ſhould guard 
the inner part of the Countrey. They making 
choice of Lerida for the Poſt 'where they 
would attend the coming of  C2ſar.. Afra- 
nius had three Legions, and Petreins two 
- bthers, with four and 7 Cohorts ? 
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the Natives of the Countrey, and five thou- 
ſand Horſe. Ceſar had cauſed the paſſages 
of the Pyreneans to be poſſeſſed by three 
Legions, Commanded by Fabixs, who after 
having put to flight ſome of Afraninvs his 
Troops that guarded thoſe Defiles, was ad- 
vanced .into Catalonia, Ceſar followed him 
with three other Legions , three thouſand 
_ which __ accompanied _ - 

onqueſts, and as many Gallick *Cavalry, 
compoſed all of the nobleſt and braveſt 
Men'of that Nation, beſides the Gaſcons and 
the Buſqves. There ran at this time a report, 
that Pampey would come by Mavritania to 
put himſelf at che head of his Army, which 
cauſed Ceſar to uſe extreme diligence, and 
to affure himſelf of his Troops by an ex- 
taordinary way of proceeding. For he bor- 
row'd certain ſums of Money of all his Of- 
ficers, which he diftributed amongſt his 
Souldiers, by that means engaging his Offi- 
re their own proper intereſts, and his 
ouldiers by his liberality. _

CHAP. XXII. - 


. Czſar jyns his Army, and marches againſt Pe- 
' treius and Afﬀranius. 


y Ev is a City of Catalovis, within * Ilerdy; 


twenty miles of the Zbre, fituated 
upon an advanced ground between the Ri- 
vers Segre and Cinga, Fabins had advanced 
himſelf between Joe two Rivers, and had 
cauſed two Bridges to be laid over the Segre 
four thouſand paces diſtance from each other, 
for the convenience of Forrage. The Ene- 
mies Generals had done the ſame thing for 
the ſame reaſon. So that the Cavalry of 
.both Parties were-every day engaged. There 
-happened at the ſame time a fierce fight be- 
tween'two of Fabins's Legions, and Afranias 
with four of his. The two Legions were 
commanded by :Plancas, and had certainly 
been pur tothe :rout, had not Fahins come 
up 10itheir relief with all his Troops; Cefar 
inthe mean while marched to joyn hi 
with eight hundred Horſe, and. in two da 
-made ithat Road which :reaches from the 
.Pyrencans down to:the .Segre, After that he 
thad meoce:theitant the places, 
and of the Countrey, and that the:reſt of this 
Troops were:arrivetd, he gave orders rfor:the 
repairing-of one of thoſe Bridges which the 
Riverthad broken:down,:and:left ſur Cohorts 


with-all his . to -the Bridge, 
and his 'Camp. = 4 
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The Hiſtory of the Vol. I. 
three Lines, till he came within view of the 
Enemy. Afranius appeared with his Troops 
in Battalia, upon an eminence where he was 
encamped, and where Ce2/ar could not: at- - 
tack him, which obligd him to poſt. him- 
ſelf four hundred paces onely from the foot 
of the Mountain. The Romans never uſed 
to encamp without retrenching themſelves 


within a Ditch, and a Paliſade, which the 


Legionary Souldiers could throw up in an 
inſtant, every one of them beſides his Arms 


carrying a ſtake upon his Shoulders for the 


making of the Paliſade. This was their firſt 


-work ; and this they ſupported with Earth 
-and Turf for the forming of a Rampart. 
Ceſar that he might not be diſturbed in in- 


trenching, left his two foremoſt lines to re- 


-main in Battalia, while the third wrought un- 
- der the ſhelter of the two others, and threw 
-up a Ditch of fifteen foot breadth, ſo that 


face of the Camp which looked towards 


'the Enemy, was fortifi'd e'er Afranius could 
perceive it. Then Ceſar cauſed his Troo 
to retreat by the two ends 'of the Trench. 
_ His whole Army were all that night at their 
Arms, and the 'next day he drew up three- 
' Legions in Battalia behind the Ditch. As it 
was a hard matter to get Turf, he contented 
himſelf to cauſe a Trench to be thrown up 
_ the other ſides of his Camp, by the 
*Chree 


Legions who were not at their Arms. 


The work was completed in a few days, 
.though Afranius and Petreigs made ſome at- 
tempts to hinder it, but unſucceſsfully, fo

CHAP. XXIV. 


The Battel of Lerida- 


Etween the Eminence where the Enemy 
was Encamped ; and the Town of Le- 
rida, there was a Plain: of about: three hun- 
dred paces, and in the middle of that Plain 
a {mall advanced ground, Ceſar endeavou- 
red to get pormion of this Poſt, and forti- 
file himſelf there,, by that means to take - 
away from the Enemy the conveniency of 
their Bridge, and their communication with 
the City, from whence they furnithed them- 
ſelves with all their ſubſiſtence. He cauſed 
three of his Legions to advance, which he 
poſted in three different places, giving orders - 
co the firſt Battalion of that Legion which 
was neareſt to the advanced ground to run 
all together, and poſſeſs themſelves of it. 
. But the Cohorts of Afrazius his advanced 
Guard, who had leſs way to go, got thither 
firſt, and repulſed C2/ar's Men. They were 
{ſeconded with other Troops {o that the Bat- 
tel grew hot in that place. The- manner of 
fighting on - both ſides was very different. 
FL3 Afra- 
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Afranins his Souldiers accuſtomed to Wars 
againſt the Barbarians, who never keep their 
ground, charged fiercely at-the firſt, and ad- 
vanced with a great deal of Courage, but 
they took no care of their ranks, but opened 
themſelves in fighting, and when ever they 
were preſled hard, thought it no diſhonour, 
to give ground, and abandon their Poſts, and 
this Ceſar ſays happened in regard that Soul- 
diers eaſily learn the Diſcipline of thoſe pla- 
ces where they have longeſt ſerved. Ceſar's 
Men on the contrary thought it was for their + 
Honour to fight Embodied,and to keep their * 
ranks, and never to quit their Colours: nor 
their Poſts. | 
In the mean time the manner of the Ene- 
mies fighting ſurpriſed them by its Novelty, 
my believed that they ſhould be hemmd in, 
and the whole Battalion moved with a 
_ deal of diſorder, and the aſtoniſhment 
ad certainly reached the reſt of the Troops, 
who were not accuſtomed to ſee themſelves 
puſh't by their Enemies, had not Ceſar aflu- 
red them by his preſence. He cauſed a Le- 
gion to £0 on entire, and it was the ninth, 
which put a ſtop to the Attempts of the 
Enemy, and charged them fo hotly, that 
they retreated under the walls of Lerida. But 
that Legion enraged with the affront they 
had received, engaged themſelves too incon- 
fiderately in ſo ron 2 place, upon the 
ſteep part of the riſing ground, upon which 
the City was built. 4f-avins his Souldiers 


geturned to the charge, and as they had got- 
ren 
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+ ten the advantage of the place; and Ce/ar alſo 


had recruited his Men, the Battel laſted. 


five hours upon that ſpot with great diſad- 
vantage to Ceſar's Party, who were forced 
to felt up hill, and where every Dart from 
the Enemy did execution, which laſt obliged 
them to run up with their Swords in their 
hands, and with ſo much -vigour, that they 
puſhed the Enemies Party which were in 
the Trenches, and the others alſo in the fame 
place. By this time Ce/ar's Horſe were 
with difficulty advanced to favour their re- 
treat which they. made without any diſorder, 
Both Parties attributed to themſelves the 
Honour of the Victory. Ceſar, becauſe his 
Troops had maintained the fight for five 
hours in ſo diſadvantageous a Poſt, and that 
they had with their Swggds in their hands, 
put the Enemy to flight. And Afranivs for 
that his being leſs in number, had had at 
firſt the advantage, and that he ſtill remai- 
ned Maſter of the Poſt for which oy 
fought, and which he cauſed to be fortified. 
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CHAP. XXV. 


Cxlars Army reduced to great extremities by 
'.- the overflowing of two Rivers. Cicero and a 
great many other Senatours go to find out Pom- 


' A N Accident which happened two days 
' after this Battel, gave him ſtill greatet 
hopes. The Rains which fell'in abundance, 
and melted the Snow upon the Mountains, 
{ſo (welled up the two Rivers, that the Rapi- 
dity of the Waters carried away both Ceſar's 
Bridges, {o that he ſaw himſelf ſhut up 
between two over-flown - Rivers ', and 
could receive-neither Convoys of Proviſions, 
nor thoſe powerfigll ſuccours which he ex- 
peed out of Gaz! and aly: This was at 
the beginning of Summer, when the Corn 
was not yet ripe enough for the making of 
Bread. Belides Afranius his Spaniards being 
well acquainted with the Countrey; and ac- 
cuſtomed to paſs the Rivers in Goat-skins , 
which they always carried with them to the 
Wats, continually met and fell upon Cafar's 
Men; when ever any of them were ſtragling 
or out from the reſt. A4franizs, on the other 
{ide, had great ſtore of Corn, and other Pro- 
vitions,which he ſtill fupply'd himſelf withall. 
out of that part of the Cooey which lay 
behind his Camp, and which had not yet 
been ravaged. Ceſar attempred to repair his 
Bridges, but the largeneſs and violence = the 
| ED vers 
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Rivers rendered all his endeavours fruitleſs; 
beſides, that the Enemy diſturbed the Work: 
with -flights of Darts from the other ſide of 
the Segre : by- this time the ſaccours from 
Gazl were atrived, conſiſting of Archers and 
Cavalry , compoſed of the beſt and choſen 
youth 'of Gaz!, all Sons of Senatours,, or 
Knights, whom Ceſar had honoured with 
thoſe' dignities. According to the cuſtome 
of that Nation, they brought with them 
great Equipages, abundance of Chariots and 
Slaves, but all in no order, and without com- 
mand. They arrived, in this condition, u 

on the Bank of the Segre, which they ould 
not paſs; And Afravius being adviſed of the 
difficulties they were in, paſſed over with 
three Legions, and all his Cavalry., to far- 
prize them. The ſight of the Enemy made 
the Gawls to rally , and form themſelves in- 
to a Body, which ſtood and received the F- 
nemies Horſe with a great deal of Bravery ; 
but ſeeing the Colours of the Legions ap- 
pearing, they retreated towards the Moun- 
tains, without any more loſs than 200 Ar- 
chers, a few Horſemen, and ſome: Servants 
that were with their Equipages. In the mean 
time the want of Provifions grew to a great 
height in Ceſars Camp, and his Souldiers 
were very much diſcouraged, as well with 
the fears of future miſeries, as with the ſenſe 
of the preſent. A Buſhel of Corn was ſold 
for Fifty pence, and Fortune ſeemed abſo- 
lately to declare her ſelf for Afranizs, whoſe 
Troops enjoyed all manner of plenty. _ 
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he and Petreixs gave an account by Letters, 
to Rowe, of the advantage they ha gotten 5 
And thoſe of Powpey's Party went in ſhoales 
to pay viſits to Afranizs his Wile,and congra- 
tulate with her upon the news: A great ma- 
ny. Senatours, who had till then ſtood neu- 
ters, went to find out Pompey, ſome in hopes 
to make their Court to him, by carrying him 
the firſt account of ſo good Tidings; others 
to get what ſhares they could in the fruit of 
a Victory, which they already aſſured them- 
ſelves of, by the ruine of Ceſar. Cicero was 
one of theſe laſt in ſpight of the wholſome 
advice of Atticxs, the endeavours of his beſt 
Friends, who were then with Ceſar, and Ce- 
ſar's own Letters to him, wherein he con- 
jures him, for the ſake of their Friendſhip, to 
remain Neuter.

ation of mize which would moſt ſenſibly grieve 
me, A Manof Honour who laves his Countrey, 
and its Peace, ought to avoid the taking of any 
ſide in the diſorders of a Civil War. The mere 
conſideration of danger hath hindered many men 
from following thoſe opinions, though they might have 
perhaps approved of them. For you, who know by 
my condutt the extent of wy Soul and my Friend- 
ſhip, you cannot doe better nar more for your Honour 
than to avoid the engaging your ſelf, by any means, 
in theſe Broils, But theſe realpns were not 
of ſuch prevalency with Cicero, as the 


he received from Spain. Therefore hewent

to find Pompey, who was very glad to ſee him, 
but gave him no Employment, being not ve- 
ry well atisfied with him, for that he had 
obſerved in bim ſome regret to. be engaged 
ſo unſeaſonably, and which he could not 
forbear giving inſtances of by his Raileries ; 
For when Pompey reproached him, that he 
_ in Lo any late / —_— 
T ao net your affairs in ſuch forwaraneſs. 
And another time, when it was told him , 
that ſeven Eagles had been taken in Powpey's 
Camp, and that it was a happy Omen. Ut 
would be very lucky indeed ( (aid he) if we were 
going to make War upon the Magpies : ſo that 
Pompey could not reftain telling of him, That 
he ſhould get him gone into Czar 's Camp, where 
' he wonld have leſs reaſon to feſt, and more to be 
Afraid, At laſt, Cato having temonſtrated 
td him , That he ought to have preſerved the 
Nentrality which he at firſt made profeſſion of , 
and that the Inconſtancy of his proceeding was un- 
worthy of a an, as he was well acquainted with 
the Maximes of True Philoſophy. Cicero took 
the firſt opportunity of retiring, and never 
came up to the Battel of Pharſalia,

Mo E Joy of Pompey's Party was not ve- 
ry long-liv'd, but quickly changed with 
the Fortune of C:/ar; who, after having 
yainly endeavoured to rept his Bridges , 
ave orders amongſt his Sou{diers for the 
Guiding ſome of thoſe ſort of Veſlels, the 
uſe whereof they had learned in the Brir:/þ 
Expedition. The Keel and bottom of theſe 
Boats was of Light Wood, and: the reſt with 
Ozier, covered over with Leather : he cau- 
ſed them to be tranſported in the night up- 
on Chariots, 22 miles from his Camp, agd 
ſo paſſed over his Souldiers tothe other Ro 
of the River, who poſleſled themſelves of 
an advanced ground, where they retrenched 
before the Enemy could get any notice of 
their deſign. Theſe Troops were followed 
by one Legion, and in two days a Bridge 
was built in that place. "The Succours and 
Proviſions which came from Gaz! paſſed eaſ1- 
ly over, and their Souldiers were refreſhed. 
Ceſar then cauſed his Horſe to go over, who 
{urpriſed the Forragers, a great number 
whereof they flew, routing their Guard 
which conſiſted of Spaniards, and carried a- + 
waya conſiderable booty. At this-time the 
face of Aﬀairs ſeemed utterly changed. The 
 valour of Ceſars Horſe had fo amazed the 
Enemy,

Enemy, that they never after durſt venture 
out to fetch in Forrage, and the Towns of 
Henufia, Callahora, Taragona , Tacca and Vich 
coming over intirely to his party, ſent him 
Proviſions. 1targavia another City near E- 

bre followed their example, and one Cohort 

of that City , which was in the Enemies 
ſervice, revolted to Czfar's Camp.. He then 
cauſed an Intrenchment to be thrown up thir- 
foot in depth, by that means to. make 
Segre fordable, and ſpare his Horſe the 
pains of fetching a long circuit to find the 
Bridge. Pompeys Generals began now , in 
their turn, to be afraid of the want of provi- 
ſions, becauſe that Ceſar was much too ſtrong 

for them in Cavalry. So they reſolve togo 
into Portxgal, where the People held the 
Name of Pompey in great Veneration. For 
this deſign they furniſhed themſelves with 
what Boats they could get in and about the 
River Ebre,and carried them to OFogeſa. This

LJ the news. of this, Afranins retur- 
AL ned to the Camp, and retired him- 
{elf to his Tent, reſolved againſt all events. 
Petreius did not ſo, he cauſed ſeveral of his 
Slaves and his Guards to take their Arms, 
and with ſome Spaniſh Horſe ran to the 
Trenches, driving thence Cez/ar's Men, and 
cauſing his own Souldiers to retire. Thoſe 
of Ceſar rallied, ſeeing that he ordered 
' thoſe Spaniards to charge them, and after 
having loſt ſome Men , retreated to. their 
Camp. Petreixs being entered into his, went 
from Quarter to Quarter, and aſſembling his 
Troops together, conjured them with tears 
in his Eyes to remember Pompey their Gene- 
ral, to whom they had ſo mighty abligati- 
ons, and demanded from them a new Oath 
of Fidelity, he took it firſt himſelf, after- 
wards obliging Afranins to it, and all the 
other Officers, and in fine, all the Souldiers 
one after another.

his eſcape by Sea ;, C2ſar pardoned them in 
favour, as he ſaid, of their Name and Anti- 
' Quity, rather than for any other merit, u 
.condition, that they ſhould ſurrender to him 
all cheir Arms and Engines of War, and give 
him all the Money that was in the City; fo 
after having left two Legions there in Gar- 
riſon , and ſending the other into Tat, he 
departed for Rome, where the news of his 
Conqueſts had cauſed him to be choſen Dic- 
* Fmilius. tatour, by Marcas * Lepidus , who was then 
Pretor z but that good fortune, which ſeem- 
ed hitherto to be inſeparable from his Par- 
ty, forſook him in Africa, whither Curio was - 
one from Sicily with two Legions and 500 
Horſe. This. young Man, full of fire and* 
courage, but without much experience in 
War, had to doe with Arrives Yarns, a Lieu- 
tenant of Pompey's, afſiſted by that .Quintillins 
Varus whom Ceſar had ſet art liberty, when 
| he had taken him Priſoner. in Corfiniuw,, and 
7uba King of Mauritania. This Prince was a 
particular Enemy to C#rio, by reaſon, that 
when he was Tribune he had propoſed the. 
reducing of his Kingdomnr into a Province : 
Duintillius being acquainted with Curios Soul- + 
diers, when they: had ſerved in Corfinium, tri- 
ed at firſt to debauch ſome of them ; bur 
Curio preſerved their Faith by his Eloquence, 
and the conſideration of the Nameand Vic- 
tories of Gn and to keep them in em- 
ployment, led them on to attack-the Camp 
of Attins |, arns, near Utica 3 the. Battel WAS 
very 


Volt firſt T raumoirate.. 12g 
very bloudy , and at laſt Czſar's Men be- 
came Maſters of - the Camp 5 Faras was 
wounded , and Cxrio laid Siege to Utica , 
when. ?«ba arrived with great Forces with- 
in Twenty five Miles of the place. Cxrio 
was much too weak for 7«ba, and expe&- 
ing the coming up of new Troops , his de- 
ſign was not to expoſe himſelf to a Battel ; 
when the 4frican cauſed a report to be ſpread 
that ſome Important Afairs called him back 
into his Countrey, and that he would ' leave 
Sabarra, one of his Lientenants, with part of 
his Forces, to raiſe the Siege of Utica C#- 
ri0S Youth ( faith Caſar ) animated with 
courage, and the good ſucceſs of his firſt ex- 
F?loits , made him. too eaſily to believe that 
report; ſo he reſolved for fighting, and went - 
to find Saburra upon the River Bagadra, 
where he was encamped. Art his firft cor- 
ing he Auptils the Enemies Numiadian Horle, 
whereof heimade a great ſlaughter 5 and as 
he underſtood. that - Sab»rra Commanded 
thoſe Troops, his preſent joy and future hopes- 
hindred him from ſeeking any farther Infor- 
mation : So, with: his Troops , wearied as 
they were, be: marched dire&ly upon the E- 
nemy.  7«4a, hearing of this, ſent "Two thou- 
ſand-Galiick and Spaniſh Horſe, which were - 
of his Guards, to his : Lieutenant, with: or- 
ders to ereaegin fighting,) towards him. He 
was but/f1x Miles from Sab»vra, and Marched 
that hour with. his whole-Army-and Forty E- 
lephanss 5: Sab#rra following the King's: Com- 
mand, drew-up hisMenift Battalia,and made: 

vn iq 7 ":8 
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2 kind of tetreat,which cauſed Cario to attack 
him very fiercely ; and though for mere wea- 
rineſs a great many of his Horſe had aban- 
doned him , Sabwrr« would 'make no. op- 
poſitien but with his own Cavalry againſt 
Cario's, which conſiſted onely of Two hun- 
dred Horſe, and with this Squadron, where- 
ever he attacked them, he made the Enemy 
give way : The Cohorts of the Legions had 
the ſame acceſs, but the Enemy always Ral- 
bed in expeRation of ?-ba's Succour. At 
tft the Romars, finding themſelves hemmed 
in by- the numbers , which all of a ſudden 
increaſed: upon them, Cario began to ſee his 
faulr z He would have made an attempt to 
have gained a Mountain with his Foot, but , 
Sabrrrs oppoſed him with all his Horſe. 
Then Dwnitins, who commanded Cyrio's 
would have perſuaded him to- have ſaved | 
himſelf with what Cavalry he had left, pro- 
miling not to forſake him. Cas 7, Gves 
Curio, cok Czar in the Face, after having loft 
an Army which he hath truſted to my Condutlt ? 
At theſe words he threw himſelf amongſt 
the midſt of his Enemies , where he was 
ſlain , the reſt of his Troops were cut in 
pieces, and 7»bs uſed the Vitory with fo 
much Inſolence, that he cauſed all the other 
Cohorts who were in the Camp, .and to 
whom Farss ook pop his word for their 
ffety, to be killed in cold bloud. ' So Ce- 
ſar loſt two Legions, and all 4fick entire , 
which rds remained for Parey's Par- + 
ty, whoſe hopes, by this defeat of Cario,over- 
came his deſpair for the loſs of T_

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Cajus Triarins ; Cajus Caſſins , Cajus Marcel: 
las, Scribonias Libo, and Marcus Oftavins, all 
theſe Commanders had their particular Squa- + 
drons: and received Orders from Biblus what 
executed the Office of Admiral : Befides 
theſe Forces, Pompey had drawn great Sums _ 
of Money out of Aſia and Greece; And to + 
recompence himſelf, in ſome manner, fot che 
lo of Spain, had cauſed Dolabella and Ca- 
Jus Antonias , who commanded for Ceſar'on 
the Coaſt of 1hria, to be attached. Dolabel- 
la was eaſily routed, and Cajws, who came 
to his ſaccour , not being ſtrong enough to 
keep the Sea, was driven into the I{land of 
 Corchra, where Oftavins and Libo belieged him. 
He defended himſelf very well ; but ar laſt 
his Souldiers preſt by Famine, and cotrupted 
by Pleio, one of their Centurions , ſurren- 
dred themſelves to 0Zavins, and betrayed . 
alfo their Commandant into his hands. Some 
Officers , who thought to ſave themſelves 
over Land, being purſued by the Enemy ; - ' 
flew themſelves, and not -one Man of 
thoſe 'Troops eſcaped. Theſe advantages , 
which daily kept up the reputation of his 
Party, ſtill engaged more perſons of conſt 
10n-to- come and. join themſelves with 
Pompey, ſo that he found he had in his Camp 
above zoo Senatours, whereof he compc 
ſed a body, and they aſſembled themſelves - - 
itt the form-of a Senate. ' In one of theſe - 
Aſſemblies, by the advice of Cato, it was de- 
termined, that no Roman Citizen ſhould be: 
put to'death ont of Battel, and that no Town 
Ns | ſubject 
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ſubject to the Reman Empire ſhould be fack- 
ed. In effeR, this Laudable and Honoura- 
| ble Decree drew the good wiſhes of the Peo- 
ple upon the Anthours of it, and gave the re- 
 putation of great Juſtice and Humanity to 
their deſigns,and was the occaſion that the for- 


# tune of Ceſar hung for a long time doubtfull, 
' and it was upon this pretence alſo, that Bra-- 


tus afterwards Conſpired againſt him 3 
Brutas had a great deal of reaſon to hate Pom- 
pey, who had cauſed his Father to be pur 
to death. Nevertheleſs, that Severe Ver- 
'tue, whereof he made profeſſion, and the 
example of Caro, who was his Uncle and Fa- 
ther-in-law, ingaged him in that party which 
he thought had the moſt Juſtice on its fide. 
And though he would never ſpeak to Pom- 
pey, nor indeed ſo much as falute him , he 
nevertheleſs diſdained not then to ſerve un- 
der him, to ſhew, that -he could ſacrifice his 
particular reſentments to the Intereſt of the 
Republick. Pompey received him with a 
great deal of Joy, and did him ſignal ho- 
nours. But Bratxs, in conſideration of his 
youth, would take no employment , but ra- 
ther choſe to leave-the Commands-to thoſe 
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-who were above him in age as well as dig- 


- nity. 
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CHAP. XXXIL 


A Mutiny amongſt Calar s Troops 3 he redaces 
then to their duty by his Eloquence and Refoln- 
tion, He is choſen Conſul with Servilius, and 
makes new Laws. wn 


; ot the meanwhile, Ceſar being ſtill at dar- 
A /ziles, received news,that the Souldiers of 
the ninth Legion were in Mutiny at Plas- 
Jance againſt their Commanders, demandin 
their diſcharges, and the Money which ha 
been mans” x to each of them at the begin- 
-ning of the War. But. that which ſtuck in 
their ſtomachs, was, that they were prohibi- 
red the: liberty of 'Plundering , which t 
hoped to have obtained from the need whicl 
he hadof their ſervice. It was Ceſar's Max- 
ime, never to condeſcend upon thefe occaſ1- 
ons, but to ſupport himſelf by a reſolute 
Condu&, and the Authority which he had 
"gotten. So he poſted to Plaiſance with ſome 
roops, and calling the: Matineers together , 
- T know uit, ſays he, what ill fortune oppoſes the 
' end of 'my good Intentionss, Bat IT aefire to have no 
- ethers to bear witneſs than your ſelves of the dili- 
gence which I have uſed in War, which if. it be 
prolonged, it has not been my fault, but the fault of 
my enemies, who fly before us. After the Conqueſt 
of Gaul, -where every one of you, under my Con- 
autt, got both Riches and Honour, we began this 
War by Common Conſent, nor was it the effett of 
. aty private deliberations... We have begun and - 
ric 


ried it on unanimouſly; but now when it 1s arri- 
ved. to its greateſk height , you ſeek for a pretence 
to abandon me, and inſtead of obeyng your Officers 
20 would command them, This is that which 
obliges me to throw off that mildneſs and humani- 
ty which I have hitherto uſed, to put in pratbice 
the Maximes of Petreius 3 and 1 command tn- 
ſtantly a Decimation of the Nimh Legion , who 
bath rebelled againſt} my Orders, The Muti- 
neers, as much confounded at theſe words 
2s if they had been Thunder-{trucken, threw 
themſelves at his Feet, and, with Tears in 


their Eyes, geed for Pardon, all their Ok- 
id the 


ficers thing : Ceſar, for fome 
time, was Inexorable, but at laſt ordered, 
they ſhould caſt Lots, and the Lots fell onthe 
Chief Murineers , to the number of Six and 
twenty; but Cz/ars Anger being over ; he 
was contented that. onely Tg. of the 
moſt notorious of them ſhould ſaffer , who 
were Executed upon the Pace : afterwards 
It was found, that one of theſe was Iono- 
cent z and for that he could not be reſtord 
to life, Ceſar cauſed him who had accuſed 
him falſly to be put to death alſo. Then 


(after a great many Indeavours to perſuade 


him to it) he gave leave that the reft of that 
Legion which he had broken, ſhould tif! 
ſerve under him. After this he went to Rome, 


where he held the Comitia, or Aſſemblies 


of the People, in quality of Dictatour ; he. 
kept that Dignity onely Eleven days , and 
cauſed himſelf to be choſen Conſul with 
Servilias Iſanricus ; and, as his Deſign was to' 
x. } "ex make 
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make himſelf as many Friends as was poſſi- - 
ble ; in purſuance” of that purpoſe he pro- 
poſed ſeveral favourable Laws; the firſt was 


concerning the borrowing of Money for the 
War, as it uſually happens, having ruined 
all Credit, and rendred a great many Men in- 


ſolvable, Ceſar ordained , that an eſtimate 


- ſhould be made of Inherirances, at the ſame 


value they. bore before the War, and that 
Creditours ſhould take them according to this 
eſtimation,ſo he took away their fear of a ge- 
neral Bankruptry,and 4, the Credit of 
the Debtours. Beſides, he drew to his party 
all ſuch as expected to be favoured in this 
eſtimate, which was the end of that Law. 
The other Law was, for the calling home 


thoſe who had been Condemned during the 


time that Pompey preſided in the paſſing Sen- 


tences of Juſtice. Ceſar made alſo {ſeveral 
other- Ordinances, and after having quitted 
the Name and Dignity. of Dictatour , de- 
parted for Brunduſinm. 
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CHAP. XXMIIL 


Czxſar with part of his Army goes into Greece : 
ſome diſcourſe of Peace, but to no purpoſe. Two 
Armies draw towards one another near Du- 


raZzO. 


H*- had already ſent Orders to Twelve of 
his Legions and all his Cavalry for 
their Rendezvous at Brandsfium; the Legions. 
were grown very thin by the Wars, and the 
Marches they had madeas well as by the Di- 
ſeaſes of the Autumn, which this year pro- 
ved very epidemical. In the mean while, 
for want of Shipping, onely five of them 
could embark ; who amounted to no more 
than Twenty thouſand Foot, and Six hun- 
dred Horſe. He told his Souldiers , That as 
they were within a day of bringing all their toile to 
an end, by a glorious Vittory, It was neceſſary to 
leave their Servants and Equipage in Italy, to 
the end that a greater number of thoſe Men, who 
were fit for ſervice, might have room to Embark, ' 
that they might aſſure themſelves of the fruit of 
their Vittory, and of his acknowledgments. They 
all cried out, that he ſhould lead them where 
he pleaſed ; ſo they went on board with 
great Joy, and in ſpight of the rigour of 
the ſeaſon, upon the Fourth of 7annary, Ceſar 
[+ amy Anchor. This much ſurprized the 
icers of Pompeys Navy, who could not 

| 9-4 themſelves that Ceſar would venture 
Troops at that time of the year when 
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the Seas were ſo dangerous. But Ceſar ti- 
med it fo well, that he made his paſlage in 
one day , and came into a Road at the foot 
of hol Mountains, which are called the Cea- 
rauiam Mountainsz he made choice of that 
place, becauſe ir was far from the Ports which 
were poſleſſed by his Enemies ; when, after 
having landed his Souldiers, he ſent back the 
Ships to tranſport the reſt of his Army un- 
der the Command of Calemy. Bibnlus was 
at Corcyra with a Hundred and ten Ships , 
and at the firſt news of C2/ar's paſlage pur 


. himfelf to Sea, and meeting Ceſar's Veſlels 


wpon the return, took Thirty of them, upon 
whom he diſcharged in Malice, for he burnt 
chem all, wich the very Seamen that were in 
them, and with his Fleet rook poſſeflion of 
all the Ports and Roads between | Sulomninm 
and. Orica : He placed every where up and 
down very Ras Guards, and lay himſelf 
on board, notwithſtanding the danger of the 
ſeaſon. In the mean time Ce/ar took poſlel- 
ſion of Orica and A4poltenia, who, at ſight of his 
Troops, furrendred themſelves; by that means 
to cut off from Bibrius all conveniency from 
Land, fo long as he ſhould ſtay to deprive 
him of the advantage of the Sea. Ceſar, who 
always took great care to juſtifie his Arms , 
and make known the {ancerity of his Intenti- 
ons, had ſtill in his hands Yibulins Rufus , 


whom he had twice taken. Prifoner, firft at 


Corfinium, anda ſecond time ih Spain. Him 
he fent to Pompey, with whom Rufrs had ſome 


That 
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That Fortune ſeemed hitherto to have diſtri- 
 bured equal wo and oo ot mg Im 
parties, by that means, it poſſible , to br1 

them to ſome accommodation. But as phos 
of them was obſtinate in his opinion, let Ar- 
| bitratours be choſen between them , who 
ſhould be the Senate and the People of Rowe ; 
that if Pompey would renounce his Intereſt, 
and in three days diſmiſs his Troops, he him- 
ſelf would doe fo alſo. Rafxs charged with 
theſe Orders, departed.with all diligence, and 
rid Poſt to adviſe Pompey of Ceſars arrival , 
that being the main thing which obliged Rufs 


tomake indeed ſuch haſte, for he knew very 


Well Pompey would not commit fuchan Errour 
as to take the Senate and the People for Ar- 
bitratours, who at that time were abſolutely 
for Ceſar. Bibulus at the ſame time made 
another Propoſition ; which he knew very 
well how to evade, which was, to make a 
Truce, and permit Powpey's Ships to fetch 
from the Land Wood, Water and other Re- 
freſhments that they wanted: to which C#- 
ſar anſwered , That as they guarded the Sea a- 
gainſt him, he would guard the Land againſt 
them; that if by the means of a Truce, they wonld 
have the ronueniency of the Land, they ought to 
leave him the liberty of the, Sea, and draw off their 
Squadrons which guarded the Coaſts, His de- 
ſign was, to gain time for the Tranſporting 
the reſt of his Troops: but Bib»ls, who 
knew it very well , would accept of no 
.'Truce upon {ſuch Conditions. Pompey was in 
Macedonia, where Rufvs joined with him, and 
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fearing leſt Ceſar ſhould take from him D#- 
razz0, Marched with his whole Army to fave 
that place where all his Ammmnitions were 
lodged. It was in this March that he un- 
derſtood the difference between new Levies 
and 01d Souldiers ; For as he made very great 
Journeys, abundance of the Men , either 
through lazineſs, or not being able-to ſupport 
the Fatigue, abandoned him; and atthe leaſt 
noiſe that Ceſar was coming, were in conti- 
nual diſorder, and appeared as if they were 
defeated already. Pompey nevertheleſs came 
firſt to Durazzo, where b- Intrenched himſelf - 
- upon the River of A4pſe, and where Labjenxs 
*found out an expedient for the confirming of 
his Troops He cauſed the whole Army to 
be drawn together, and in the preſence of all 
the Souldiers, Sware that he would never for- 
fake his General, but follow him through all 
his Fortunes, all the other Officers took the 
fame Oath, and then the Souldiers one after 
another.Ce/ar being prevented Dy the Enemy, 
came alſo and Incamped himſelf on the other 
fide of the River, to cover the City of A4pol- 
lonia , and both of them in this manner re- 
mained for ſome time, expecting -the Suc- 
cours that were to come up to them, | 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. XV. 


Cxfar expoſes himſelf alone in 4 Skiff to go and 
find the reſt of his Army. 


(les Legions who remained. in Zaly, 
were moſt of them old Souldiers, who 
had ſerved a long time under him. At the 
firſt orders which they received for their 
Rendezyous at Brundyfium, the propoſing of 
ſtill new toils made them begin to mur- 
mure, ſaying, That they had worn ont their 
bodies, and drained their veins in Calar's Ser- 
vice, that the weakneſs to which they were reduced, 
and the wounds which covered them ought to make 
him ſenſible that they were neither immortal nor 
invulnerable ; but in the mean while they were 
dragged from War to War, till the very Iron of 
their Armour -was waſted with wearins, and 
abundance of other diſcourſe which old Soul 
diers that have done good Service will ven- 
ture upon. Ineffe&t they took no care to 
g0 tO Brandyfium, but when they underſtood 
that C2ſar had paſſed the Sea, and was near 
the Enemy; the love which they had for him 
could not conceal it ſelf, all their murmurings 
were-turned into reproaches and complaints 
opal their Officers, that they had not mar- 
ched them ſoon enough, they curſed their 
ſloath, and ſpent whole days _ the rocks 
of the Coaſt, in looking if they could ſee 
the Veſſels returning for their Embarkment. 
Ceſar for his part was as much uneaſje Oe? 
- ha 
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_ had writtenat firſt to Calenus the danger he IN 


had in paſſing ; all the Coaſt being poſleſſed 
with the Enemies Veſſels, and that advice 
fayed his Troops ; for Calenws having cauſed 
them to Embark on board thoſe Veſlels 
which he had left, Ceſar's Letter obliged 
him to ſtay, and one onely Veſſel that mi- 
ſtook his orders, fell into the hands of Zi- 
bulus, who again cauſed all that were on 
board to be ſlain, to terrify others by that 
example. At laſt Bibulus dying of an ill- 
neſs which he got at Sea; leaving no Com- 
mander in chief to ſucceed him, the Guards 
began not_ to be kept {0 exactly as before. 
Ceſar {aw that opportunity favourable for 
_ the paſſing of his Troops, and was almoſt 
deſpairing that they were not atrived ſo ſoon 
as he would have had them, forhe had writ- © 

ten ſeveral times. At laſt his impatience drove 
him upon an action which nothing could ex- 
cauſe but the confidence which he always had 
-in his good Fortune, neither has he made 
any mention of it in his Commentaries, nor 
of another Action of his, which Suctonixs 
takes notice.of, where he underwent no leſs 
danger, but had more neceflity for it. It 
was thus, the Gals having in his abſence be- 
ſieged his Legions, he took a Gallick habit, 
and in that diſguiſe went through the Corps 
aa Guard, and the whole Enemies Army to 
- come to: his Camp, and it is very remarka- 
ble, that this General who could fo freely 
hazard his own Perſon, never marched his - 
Army but with the greateſt caution umagina- 
e 


ble, and after having firſt exactly informed 
humſelf of all the Defiles and other pat 

thar were upon his way. Ceſar therefore 
now diſguiſed in the habit of a Slave, with- 
out making any of his people acquainted 
with his defign , put himſelf on board a 
Fiſher-mans Bark that was in the mouth of 
the River Ap/e, they were to ' go out' that 
night, and his ig being, when they were 
our at Sea, to make them row directly to 
Brunduſium, they went away at the begin- 
ning of the night, bur a Riff gale of wind 
blowing in upon the mouth of the River, 
mderhe Sea very rough in that place; the 
Maſter of the Bark made feveral attempts, 
with his Mariners to row out to Sea, but 
as the ſtorm and the wind encreaſed, he or- 
dered to forbear. Ceſar onely oppoſed this 
defign, and becauſe the man was afraid of 
the danger, of a ſudden diſcovering himſelf, 
and ſeeing that the Fiſherman knew him, 
Fear nothing, ſays he, for than carrieſt Celar 
and his Fortune, The Mariners encouraged by 
Ceſar's preſence,behaved themſelves {o well, 
that they overcame the violence of the waves, 
but the Sea was ſo rough, and fo high with- 
out the mouth of the River, that they ima- 
gined they maſt be all loſt, and were 2t laſt 
forced to return to land. Ceſar went back 
' tohis Camp, where his Souldiers running in 
whole - ſhoals to his Tent, with a great 
deal of tenderneſs reproached him, ſaying, 


- © . That the diſeracd them by going to ſeek out-new 


Forces to fight the Enemy which they had before 


them, 
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colrage enough to overcome whenever he would 


wouchſafe to put himſelf at the head of them, 
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CHAP. XXXV. 


The happy arrival of Czxlar's Troops in Greece. 
Czxlius and Milo raiſing diſturbances in Ita- 


ly, are flain. 


T was not without reaſon that Ceſar was 
42 fo diſquieted for his Troops in 1raly. Scri- 


$®»ins Libo, was gone from Orica with 5o 


Ships under his Command, and pofted him- 
felf in an Ifland near Brandsyſam, where he 
ſeized upon ſeveral Merchant Ships which 
were in the Road, he made alſo ſeveral de- 
ſcents into the main land, and with ſuccels, 
upon this advantage he ſent word to Pompey, 
that with his Fleet onely he could hinder 
C:ſar's Troops from paſſing into Epirzs, and 
that in the mean while the other Veſlek 
might be refitted. Cez/z7 had alſo received 
other news from Rome, which made him very 
-uneaſie. Cz##s, of whom I have ſpoken 
before, being diſcontented, with that Party 
-in which his hatred to Atrrizs, and Cxrios

juſtice: very few came to make their Com- 
plaints, and all Senatours oppoſed the under- 
taking, which obliged him to leave Rome 
under pretence of g0ing to find out Ceſar, 
but it was to join himſelf with 24, who 
was returned into tal, and had gathered £0- 
gether a on number of Gladiatours and 
Peaſants, they reported what they did was 
by order from Pompey, but Ceſar's good For- 
cune delivered him at one blow from this 
inconvenience, 44 and Celixs being killed 
at the ſame time. - £/o beſieging a little 
Town in Calabria, and Celins by fome 
Gallick and Spaniſh Cavalry whom he 
would have- perſuaded to deſert.  Antoni- 
5 and Calenxs, put Libo alſo to flight from 
before Brandyfinm, after having taken one of 
his Gallies, with thoſe Shallops that belong'd 
ro their Veſſels fortified with Hurdles in the 
manner of a Parrapet, and Manned with 
ood Souldiers. Then they Embarked their 
ew. and departed from Zrundufium, the 
weather being very fair, and the wind South. 
Ceſar had written very earneſtly to them up- 
on this occaſion, commanded them to 
come and land at Apollonia, they made their 
lage in a days time, and when they were 
arrwed within fight of Apollonia, and Dw- 
. r4R&0, Coponins went out with the Rhodian 
Squadron which he commanded, to hinder 
their coming in. The wind was fayourable 
to Ceſar's People, and began to A 
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the moment thar the Enemy. appeared.  Co- 
poris was nevertheleſs re ole to follow 
them, and Ceſar's Generals, who. were for 
avoiding a fight at Sea, put themſelves into 
the Haven of Nimphis,three miles above L:ſſo. 
This Haven was ſheltred from the South- 
Eaſt wind, but .was expoſed to the South, 
and by extraordinary good Fortune , the 
wind. which had been at South for two 
days together, changed to the South-Eaſt in 
the very moment that they caſt Anchor, ſo 
thoſe of Ceſar got fate into a good Haven, 
and Coponias's Squadron was driven upon the 
Coaſt with ſo much violence, that all his 
Veſſels periſhed, the Souldiers and Seamen 
were moſt of them drowned, and the reſt 
fell into Ceſar's hands, who afterwards gave 
them their liberty. Two of Avntorizs's Ships, 
Who could not follow the reſt;came to an An- 
chor near Liſſo, whom Ottaciliss Craſſus, who 
Commanded for Pompey, cauſed to be at- 
tacked with Shallops, and other little Boats. 
One of the Ships had in her 220 new raiſed 
Levies, and the other zoo old  Souldiers, 
the new raiſed men being terrified with the 
number of the Enemy,ſurrendred themſelves 
£0 Gtracilius upon his Parole, who neverthe- 
les with horrid perfidy, put themall co the 
Sword ; but the Veterans amuling the Ene- 
my by a feigne 2 rgoy aw _made,the 
Seamen run their Veſſel a ſhore, where they 
ſaved themſelves, and after having repulſed 
and beaten fix hundred Hole, whom. 0tz4

Never- 
thelefs Yatinins, Ceſar's Lieutenant, endea- 
voured to renew the Conference upon the 
River of Ap/e ; and on Pompey's behalf, YVar- 
ro had promiſed there ſhould be a Meeting 
to that _ All the Lieutenant-Gene- 
Tals'of bs Parties agreed upon a day for 
"Conference 3 when they came to the place 
appointed, Labienns advanced, and after ha- 
ving ſpoke ſomething upon the Subject they 
were to treat of, he' was interrupted by a 
great number of Arrows and other Darts, 
which were ſhot at C2/ars Lieutenants.

vow 1n their power. He was extremely {ur- 
priſed at it, and ſaid, That he did not think 
he had had wild Beaſts to deal »withall, Neither 
m_ os thout racy amy = Ca- 
V n to ſuffer for want of Forrage, 
both the Beaſts and the Men dying in his 
Camp, had corrupted the air, and ingendred 
Diſeaſes ; beſides, they wanted water; for 
Ceſar had. either ſtopt or turned the courſe 
of the Rivers which uſed to ſupply them, 
his own Men having ir in all abundance, and 
enjoying a very good air, ſo that the advan- 
tages and diſadvantages being equally diſtri- 
buted between the two Armies, they paſſed

other. Pompey had obſerved by the lights

Fortifications, where his Souldiers kept their '

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At this terrible SpeQtacle, all thoſe who 
were on Board: Pompey's Ships made a hideous 
out-cry ; but ſeeing the Aigptia» Gallies ad- 
vancing towards them, the care of their ſafe- 
2 made them give over-their pity, and ſave 

emſelves with all the fail they could make; 
under a fair Wind, which opportunely freth- 
ned upon them that minute. Such was the 
end of Pompey the Great, who, after having 
eſcaped ſo many dangers, where he might 
have fallen with honour, came at laſt to loſe 
his life miſerably by the hands of three or 
four: Villains, who were ſoon after puniſhed 
for their Crime by Ceſar.

plundered in the name of Powpey', he'un- 
derſtood he was retreated into the Ifland of 
Cyprus , not in the leaſt imagining that he 
could have a: deſign of going into. Egopr. 
'Thetefore that he might give him no time to 
Fortifie himſelf, he went to Rhodes, where he 
Embarqu'd with two Legions, which were 
reduc'd to 3z00 Men, and 800 Horſe. And 
though thole Forces were not very conſide- 
table, yet-the confidence which he had in his 
Victories, and the high reputation they had 
gotten him, could not perſuade him, but that 
whereyer he' came he muſt meet with awe 
and-obedience. So he went direQtly to 4- 
Jexandria without ſtaying for the reſt of his 
Troops, to whom he {erit orders immediate- 
Iy to follow him; upon his LING. be was 
entertained: with the News of the Death of 
Pompey, whoſe Head was preſented him, and 
theRing, which, according to the cuſtome of 
the Age, he was wont to make uſe of for a 
Signet.

they drew. it out: of the River. Gammear 
was wholly -Maſter of. the Nile, which ran 
through that part of the City which the 
Heron were poſſeſſed of, {o he cauſed 
all che Cannals to be ſtopt up which carried 
the Water to that fide where he was Maſter, 
and then by Wheels and other Engines, he 
cauſed a great quantey of Sea Water: to be 
taken up, which he put into the Cannals, 


- from whence Ce/ar's Quarters uſed to be 
ſupplied with freſh Waters, - immediately 


the chief Ciſterns were corrupted with that 
falt Water, which cauſed a great. aſtoniſh- 
ment amongſt Cefar's - advanced Guards, 


when they compared the taſte of the Water 


which they drank with that in the Ciſterns; 
which were not ſo near the Enemy, but at 
theſe alſo became falt like the others, and 
accident had almoſt made them deſpe- 
rate. They murmured amongſt themſelves, 
and accuſed Cez/ar's obſtinacy, for thinking 
that he was able to fight at once both wir 
Men and Elements. But heaſſured them by 
his Diſcourſe and his Authority, and cauſed 
Wells to be digged all along the Sea fide, 
whereof he was Maſter, and where he found 
ſufficient ſtores of freſh Water.

N the mean time the four and- twentieth 
| Legion was arrived for his relief. . and 
came to have landed near Alexandria. Ceſar * 
went out with all his Ships to meet them; 
- and in his return was {et _ by the A- 

gyptian Fleet, but ſeconded by the Ships-of 
Rhodes,eafily put them to the rout,takingone 
of the Enemies Veſlels, ſinking another, and 
killing a great many of their Men, fo thar 
had not the night come on too faſt, he miſt 
have been Maſter of their whole . Fleer: 
Ganmede did all that he was able: to take 
away the Terrour which this ill- ſaccefs had 
raiſed amongſt them, and put to Sea-again 
another ſtronger Fleet, with which he came 
to attack Ceſar. The fight was very fierce; 
but'the Valour and Ono of Enphra- 
or, who. Commanded the Ships of Rhodes, 
turned all to the advantage of the Romans; 
"who took two A&gyptian Gallies, and ſunk 
three, the reſt ſaved themſelves nander the 
Peer of Pharos, Caſar being onely Maſter of 
the Tower, which was the reafon that at 
-one and the ſame time he made. an Attack 
-upon the Iſland, and = Peer with _ 
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horts of light armed Foot, -ahd the Gallick 
Cavalry, which he had choſen out of all his 
Troops. The Attack ſucceeding, the Iſland 
and the Peer were taken, and the Agyptians 
driven beyond the Bridge, Ceſzr immedi- 
ately cauſed it to be fortified , and with 
tones ſtopped up the paſſage under the 
Bridge, that none of the Enemies Barks ' 
might go through. As they were buſte at 
this work, the Enemy came from the City- 
ward with Barks and Shallops to attack the 
* head of the Bridge, and the ſides of the 
Peer. Cefar was upon the Peer in Perſon to 
encourage his Souldiers, when a great num- 
ber of the Mariners and Seamen belonging 
to his Veflels, came thither without any or- 
der, partly out of Curiofity, and partly out 
of the deſire they had to come to a Battel. 
At firſt they behaved themſelves well enough 
with throwing ſtones, and with their {lin 

Bur the Zgyptians taking notice of the 
diforder they were in, reſolved to come 
down and attack them ; upon this, theſe 
Men ran again on Board their-Veſlels as un- 
ſeaſonably as they had left them. Their flighr 
raiſed the Courage of the Agyptians, who 
purſued them with great Cries, and which 
{o terrified the Romans that defended the 
Bridge,and who believing they were furroun- 
ded by their Enemies, thought of nothing but 
of ſaving themſelves in their Veſlels. The 
confuſion was. great, and-in this Rout the 
Enemy killed at-leaft four hundred Legio- 


aries. Ceſar after having tried: all his en- 


deavours 
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Men, was at laſt forced to go on board his 


Ship, but as he perceived the number: of 


thole that followed him, and the danger that 
might thence ariſe, he put himſelf co ſfwim- 
ming, but with fo great Le gon of niind, 
that he loſt not one of 

he all the while held out of the Water with 
one hand, to preſerve them from wetti 
nor his Coat Armour, which he carried in 
his Teeth. So ſwimming about two hun- 


dred paces to his Ships, he ſent out Shallops - 


and Barks to the relief of his People, ſome 


- of them were ſaved, but his own. Veſſel as. 


he had foreſeen, was ſunk by the number of 
thoſe who were in her, and who all peri- 
ſhed. This Diſgrace inſtead of abating their 
Courage, ſerved onely to. provoke Ceſar's 
Souldiers, which appeared whenever they 
came upon Duty for the raiſing of the 
Works, and forced the Agyptians to have 
recourſe to Artifices. They ſent Deputies 
to Ceſar to demand of him their King, fay- 
ing, That they were weary of being Commanded 
by a Girl, and the Tyranny of Ganymede, and 
+ that they were willing to make Peace with the 

Romans winder the Authority of their lawfull 
Prince. | Ptolemy on the other {ide perfectly 
inſtructed in the arts of Diflimulation,. ns 


le& by his own Genius, than the Leſſons 


which were given him by his Governours, 
with tears in his Eyes begged of him to 
oy him with him, ſaying, That the preſence 
of Calar did mere _ bim than his King:

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dom. Ceſar was not ignorant of the perfi- 
diouſneſs of theſe People, but: he believed 
he onght in generoſity to give them their 


Prince, to the end he might either coy upon 
ghte with 


them by that favour, or at leaſt 
more Honour againſt a King, ſo he: reſtored 


him to his Army, where he was no ſooner 


artived, but he renewed the War with (0 
much earneſtneſs, that it ſeems (fays Hirtine) 
the tears which he ſhed when he left Ceſar, 
were tears of joy. In the mean time Ce/ar's 
Friends were upon their march through Hria 
to his relief, and the Agyptians, who were 
adviſed of it before him, ſought all occaſions 


to hinder the Convoys from coming to him 


by Sea, which was the occaſion of another 
Sea Battel, where the brave Exphranor peri- 
ſhed with his Veſlel, they being too far ad- 


-vanced; nor well followed. But the #- 


gyptians enjoyed not this advantage long, 


for Mithridates of Pergama, who was V 


conſiderable for the greatneſs of his Birth 
and his Authority, and of great Reputation 
in War in Cilicia and Syria, -had raiſed an 
Army for Ceſar's Service, who came with 
theſe Troops to .attack Pelfium, which he 
took by ſtorm. That City was the Key of 
<Azgypt by Land as the Pharos was towards the 
Sea. From thence Mthridates advanced to- 
wards Alexandria for the relief of Ceſar, 
which forced Ptolemy to divide his Troops to 
defend the paſſage of the Ni/e. That River

|; Carter who very well underſtood 
& the Roman Diſcipline, received the 
firſt on-ſer of the Zgyptians in his Trenches, 
and when he ſaw them in diſorder, fallied, 
and killed a great number of them before 
they could get to their Veſſels which were 
upon the Nile. Ceſar and Ptolemy were both 


adviſed of what had happened' much about. 


the ſame time, and immediately began their 
march, one to join himſelf with 24thridater, 


and the other- to hinder him. The King 


went in his Ships along the' Nile, and. Ceſar 


to avoid a Sea fight in 'the Chanel of the. 


Riyer, went and made his deſcent above the 
"mouth of the: River, towards the Coaft of 
Afa , and with his uſual diligence came 
..\ to join thriadates, o_ being the leaſt 
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_ Camp, where the Forkitication was ſt 
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incommoded by the King By. this means 
matters were reduced to the hazard of a Bat- 


tel. Ptolemy was advanta y incamped 
in a Poſt which had the Riyer Nile on one 


{1de, behind him a Precipice, and on the 
other ſide a Moor or Marſhy ground. 'There 
was. a River or Canal between the Agypti- 
an Camp and Ce2ſar's Army. The King com- 
manded all his Cavalry, and a detachment 
of choſen foot to defend that paſſage, the 
Banks whereof were very high. The Ro- 
mans were feveral times repulied, at laſt the 
fhame to ſee the Agyptians fo long maintain 
the fight againſt them, obliged C2/ar's Gallick 
Horſe to enter the Channel in ſeveral places, 
they opening themſelves a paſſage, while 
the Legionaries got over upon great Trees, 
which they had cut for that purpoſe, which 
bold undertaking confounded the Agyptians, 
who with ſome loſs made their retreat to 
the Kings Camp. The next day Ceſar cau- 
{ing all his Troops to paſs over, made an 


attack upon their Camp along the Banks of : 


Nils, which being the eafteſt place for that 
purpoſe, was the reaſon that the Lan 
had drawn thither their beſt -Froops, and 
neglected the other part which they thoughe 
inacceſhble. This Ceſar quick underſtood 
by the ſtout refiſtence which he here mer 
withal, he therefore drew out ſome Cohorts 

under the Command of Car/alexws, one. of 

his ancienteſt and beſt Officers to attack their 


They there found little re iſtence, by-veipon 
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that on-ſet was ſo contrary to expectation. 


By this means they entred,and put the whole 


F#gyptian Camp into diſorder. Immediate- 
ly every one thought of nothing but hisown 

fety, and in this confuſion the King him- 
{elf getting on Board a Veſlel, was drow. 
ned with' all thoſe that followed him, and 
who by their numbers ſunk the Ship. Af 
ter this Victory there was nothing found in 


eFoypt' able to reſiſt Ceſar. The City of 


Alexandria was the firſt that ſubmitted, ſo 
he made his entry as Conquetour, and par- 
doned the Citizens in favour of Cleopatra, 
whom he eſtabliſhed Queen with her youn- 
ger Brother Ptolemy, according to the intent 
of their Father's Will, driving out Ar/ice 
and 'Ganymede, The following days he de- 
dicated to rhe love which he had for that 
Princeſs, and the rejoycings for his Vittory: 
Some Aurhours report that he went up the 
Nite with her in a Magnificent Galley, and 
that 'he had gone as far as <#rhiopia, if his 
Army had not refuſed to follow him. Ar 
Jaſt he left her with Child of a Son who was 


afterwards called Ceſario, and departed from 


_ eAfpypt to g0 into Hria with his {i1xzth Legion 
againſt Phone the Son of Mithridates, the 
others being left in «Agpr by his order to 
hinder the revolt of thatnew Conqueſt. 
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CHAP. INL 


Cato retires into Africa, and Cicero into Italy, 

where Cxfar Pardons him. Pompey s Sons 
go znto Spain 3 Cato joins himſelf with Scipio 
and Juba. Some broils at Rome. 


PH E Death of Pompey was ſo far from 
bringing this War to an end, that it-ſer- 
ved onely to diffuſe it almoſt over all the 
parts of the World. Cato was at Durazu0 
during the Battel at Phar/alia,where he Com- 
manded a Powerfull Fleet : From thence he 
went into the IfJand of Corfira, meeting there 
with Cicero who had not been at the Bartel , 
and many other Senatours, who had eſcaped 
thither from it, amongſt whom was the El- 
deſt Son of Pampey, Cato,who always was for 
governing himſelf according to the preſcrip- 
tion of the Law, offered the Command of 
the Army to Cicero, who had been Conſul z 
who, not thinking himſelf fit for ſuch a 
Charge, refuſed it ; which provoked this Pow- 
pey's Son, and all the young Men of his Party 
againſt him. They called him Traitour, and 
drew their Swords upon him ; So that had 
ot Cates Authority interpoſed and ped 
him, they had certainly lain him : he eſca- 
ped in a terrible fright to Brandy/inm , from 
whence he Wrote to Oppius and Balbus, who 
were with Ceſar, to excule the choice he had 
made of an unfortunate Party : and though 
his Brother 2uinw , by ſome provocation, 
+ SE RE... 7 
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without mentioning the Caule, had accu 
him to Cefar ; and though immu his Son 
had done him very ill offices, nevertheleſs 
Ceſar pardoned him , and treated him very 
kindly in his return to 7a. The others 
rook different Parties, and Caro retreated into 
Africa, where he expe&ted to meet with Pom- 
pej, whoſe eldeſt Son he ſent into Spain.” Caf 
ſus Longinas, whom Ceſar had left re, Was 
very much embroiled with thoſe People , 
and with his Soldiers themſelves, whom he 
had uſed fo ill, that he was wounded as he 
fate in his Tribunal. This affair had very 
great cata and Marcelkus, though Ce- 
far's Friend , had declared himſelf againſt 
Longinus , and made War upon him, when 
Lepids arrived on Caeſar's part, to inquire.in- 
to the cauſe of their Diviſion, LZonginas refu- 
ſed to obey : But as he retreated by Sea , 
with what Boory he had got together in 
his Government, he pa hed in the Mouth 
of the Ebre. © Theſe Diviſions gave time to 
young Pompey to practiſe upon thoſe People, 
and many of the Roman Souldiers , who (tilt 
retained a great veneration for the Name of 
his Farher, and to gather together ſome 
time afterwards a confiderable Army. Whe 
Scipio had joined himſelf in. 4frica with King 
7uba and Attins Faras, and by that means 
enabled himſelf to renew a dangerons War 
in that Province, being affiſted by Ten- 
thouſand Men which Cato brought him. 
The youngeſt of Pompey's Children had

ways obſerve his Orders, Caſar anſwered, That 
| that would be the beſt way of ſhewing himſelf a 
Friend, That what he ſaid of Dejotarus, had 
no relation to the affairs in hand, ſince all the 
world knew that he received not leſs joy in pards- 
ning thoſe many particular injuries which were 
done to himſelf, than in revenging ſuch as had 
been offered to the gps This was becauſe 
Pharnaces, pufft up with his Victory, had 
_ the ONS CR. as ich were int 
1s Provinces with great Cruelty, putting 
the men to death, and caſtrating the Boys. 
Ceſar added moreover, That he ought to quit 
Pontus, and reftore their Goods again to the Ro- 
mans; after which he might accept perhaps of 'his 
Preſent, being a Crown of Gold, which he had 
refuſed.

igues and marches reduced to a little more 
-2 thouſand men, one belonging to De- 
warns, and-two. of thoſe which had been 
bein under Domitins. With theſe Forces he 
advanced as far as Ziela, a City of Pontas, 
near to which AMthridates had heretofore 
got the better of the Romans. This ſeemed 
a favourable Omen to Pharnaces, who was

1000 paces from the Enemies Camp, this 
Prince deſpiſing the ſmall number of the 
Romans, and the Troops which he had once 
beaten, quitted his Trenches,and came to at- 
tack them; when Ceſar ſeeing him in the 
Valley, which ſeparated the two Camps, 
where his Battalions were one- above ano- 
ther, becauſe the place was narrow, and 
where, ſays he, no man of common ſenſe 
would ever have engaged himſelf, he deſpi- 
ſed his want of Experience, but when at 
the ſame time he ſaw him coming up the 
Hill, where he was poſted, admiring his 
Courage, or indeed rather his Raſhneſs, -he 
gave the ſignal of Batrel. This ſurprizal 
cauſed at firſt ſome diſorder amongſt the 
Romans, which was augmented by thoſe 
Chariots armed with Scithes, which marched 
at the head of the Enemy, and rendred the 
Battel very bloudy ; but when Ceſar's Peo- 
ple, and eſpecially the Veteran Legion; had

A EFTER the death of Cato, Utic 
LY. ſurrendred to Ceſar, he pardonec 
the Inhabitants, but as many as fell into his 
hands of the three hundred thar had uſur- 
ped the quality of Senatours, he put t9 
death. So Africa being intirely brought 
into ſbjetion , he returned to Rowe to 
Triumph for all his Victories. At firſt, 
to obtain the favour of the People, he 
dave them-to underſtand in a ſpeech he 
made them, That his laſt Viftory had gained 
the Repnblick a Countrey ſo rich, and of ſuch an 
extent, that it was able to furniſh 600000 
Buſhels of Corn, and 2000 pounds of Oil yearly. 
 Aﬀeer this he ordered the preparation for his 
Triumph upon four ſucceſſive days, the firſt 
defrened for the Triumph over Gaz!, ſhewed 
to the Romans in a great many Tables the 
names of 300 Nations, and 800 Cities Con- 
quered by the death of a Milion of Foes, 
whom he had defeated in ſeveral Battels. 
Amongſt the Priſoners, appeared that Yercin-* 
gentorix, who had raiſed up all the Gauls 
againſt the Romans, and who had attacked E 
Ceſar at the ſiege of Alecia, followed by 
300000 fighting Men , | befides threeſtore 
' and ten thouſand that were in the place be- 
fieged, all the Roman Sduldiers followed 
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' and of great underſtanding, 


their General Crowned with Laurels, and in 
that Equipage he 'went to'the- Capitol, the 
ſteps whereof he mounted upon his kyees, 
forty Elephants being ranged on each fide, 
carrying great Candleſticks, filled with Flan- 
beaus. This ſhew laſted till night, by rea- 
ſon that the Axeltree of 'his Triumphanr 
Chariot broke , which -had like to have 
thrown down the Conquyerour art the time 
when he thought himſelf at the higheſt Pina- 
cle of his Glory. The ſecond Triumph 
was over eAzzypr, where appeared the Pictures 
of Ptolemy, Phetings and Achillas, which very 
much rejoyced the People of Rome. The 
third ſhewed the defeat of Pharnaces, and 
the flight of that King, which - cauſed grear 
ſhouts of Joy amongſt rhe-Romans, and 
many Ralleries upon the Conquered, and 
here it was that he made uſe of.that Inſcrip- 
tion * whereof we haye ſpoken. But when 
in the fourth Triumph they ſaw. the Ay 
tions of Scipio, Petreins, and Cato himſelf, 
who was painted tearing his Bowels, they - 
ſighed as much for ſorrow,” The Son of 
Tuba, who yet was very young, was carried 
amongſt the Priſoners, and that 'Prince

Cxſar goes into Spain, where he defeats the two 
Sons of Pompey, the oldeſt whereof is ſlain, 


Uring the time of theſe rejoycings; the 

two Sons of Pompey fortified themſelves 

in Sp4in,and as that People ſtill paſſionately af 
fected the memory of their Father, they ſoon 
got together a powerfull Army; they hadalf6 
very good Officers, and amongſt the reſt 
Labiens, which obliged Ceſar to go in pet- 
ſon to oppoſe their proceedings. He was 
then the third time DiRatour, but e&'er he 
would depart, reſolving to take a general 
review of the Inhabitants of Rome, as the 
Cenſors had formerly done, he found onely 
150000 heads of Families remaining of 
320000 which had been numbred befote 
the Civil War, which now had waſted the 
greater half of them, Ceſar nevertheleſs ar- 
rived in Spain ſooner than he was expected. 
Cneins, the eldeſt of the two Pompey's, had 
beſieged the. City of Ulea, and' Sextes the 
younger Brother was in Cordova with a ſtrong 
Garriſon. Ceſar to raiſe the ſiege, and give 
ſome jealoufie to Cneins, advanced towards 
Cordova with what Troops he had with him, 
and thoſe- others that were in the Province 
_y_ the Co _ IG and TR 
leutenant Gener is procenclng eding had 
its effe& accordingly, for Cycins ſolicited 
by Letters from his Brother, raifed the 
(iege from before U/hoa, and came to _ 
Ceſar, 
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Ceſar, who after having vainly nduavontedt . | 


-to draw him to Battel, went to: inveſt A4te- 


ca, that being the place of moſt impor- 
tance, which held out for the Powpey's. 
Cneins being deceived by thoſe fires -which 
Ceſar had kindled in his Camp, diſcovered 
not that he was marched, till it was too late 


- to follow him,” ſo he retreated to Cordova to. 


refre{h his Troops, and came afterwards to 
take poſſeſhon of ſome hills near Cefar's 
Camp, but the Camp was ſo well fortified, 
that he could attempt nothing upon him. 
The fiege laſted a long time, and the belie- 
ged defended themſelves very well, which 
obliged Cyeius ſeveral times to endeavour 
the patting of Succours into the' place, to 
which purpoſe he made divers skirmiſh 
and indeed not much to his diſadvantage. 
Ar laſt thoſe of the Garriſon ſeeing them- 
ſelves preſſed, undertook by a moſt horrible 
Treachery to cut the Throats of the Inhabi- 
tants, and then make a general Sally for the 
forcing the circamvallation of Ce/as Camp. 
The Maſſacre 'was put in execution, but 
their Villany ſucceeded not, for they were 
beaten in their Sally, and driven back into 
the Town with great ſlaughter. Ar laſt 24: 
#«utizs, who Commanded there in chief, de- 
fired that he might Capirulace, and ſurren- 
dred the place almoſt in the ſight of Cneizs, 


' Aﬀeer this, Ceſar drew nearer with his Camp, 


and they diſputed for the ground by ſever 
Works which they cauſed to be thrown up, 
and which ar laſt occaſioned a great Battel, 
UN _- - where 
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wherein Ceſar's Cavalry were forced to give 
ground to thoſe of the Enemy, which ad- 
vantage ſeeming a kind of reparation for the 
loſs of Aterna, very much raiſed the courage 
of Cyeins, fome of his Letters being inter- 
cepted, wherein he gave account, That Cx- 
far had onely with him raw and munexperienced 
Souldiers, that he durſt not put himſelf upon the 
hazard of Battel, but that nevertheleſs means , 
ſhould be found to force him to it. With this 
imagination he went to incamp himſelf near 
* Fspalis. Tn the mean while C2ſar poſſeſſed + $Seyin; 
himſelf of two Caſtles, and knowing that | 
Cneius was incamped in the Plain of Afunda, 
he marched his Army thither. The two j 
Generals were equally impatient to come to 2 
an ingagement, ſo that Cneivs drew up his 
Troops in Battalia, by break of day be had 
poſted himſelf very well upon a Hill, both 
{ſides whereof were defended, one by the 
City of 24#nda, and the other by a little 
River and a Marſh, the exa&tneſs of their 
order (hewed his Troops to great advantage, 
eſpecially his Horſe, who were very w 
armed, the River alſo being upon his right 
hand, and ſeparating the Hill, where he was 
incamped from the Plain, which was five 
Miles in length, and reached as far as Ceſar's 
Camp. He alſo had drawn up his Troops 
in Bartalia, and expected when the Ener 
ſhould come down into the Plain to fight 
him. But as they never ſtirred above a 
thouſand . paces from the City.

HF would needs Triumph at his return; 
4. .& but that Triumph was by no means at- 
tended with any joyfull Acclamations of the 
People, who were grieved to fee the Me- 


mory of their beloved Pompey inſulted over: 


After this; Ceſar applyed himſelf to regu- 
late the ſtate of the Commonwealth, and 
pardoned all thoſe who had born Arms a- 
gainſt him. He cauſed alſo Pompey's Statues 
to be ſet up again, and Cicero obſerved very 
properly upon that occaſion, ſaying, That 
Czar by reſtoring Pompey «s Stataes ſetured his 
own, , He publiſhed ſeveral Laws; as that 
which limited the expences of Feaſts, which 
he cauſed to be ' obferved with all ſeve- 


rity. Another toviching the uſe of Litters, - 


embroidered Robes and Pearls, which'-he 
confined onely to certain Perfons. ' That 
which allowed the right of a free Citizen 
to all People of Quality of whatſoever pro- 
feſhon, beſides, a great many other very 
good Ordinances; - He fate m Judgment 
with wonderfull diligence and applicarion; 


and without ſuffering _ to be _ | 
C 
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ced in favour of any of the Criminals. 
Moreover, to_ ſhew that nothing ſhould e- 
ſcape his care, he undertook to regulate the 
Roman Year, which was at that time very 
much confounded, and as it conſiſted but of 
ten. months, according to the eſtabliſhment 
of Romulus, and Numa had taken care to 
add two others, conſiſting of ſ1xty five days, 
nevertheleſs the year wanted eleven days 
and a quarter, and though ſeveral remedies 
had been ſought for the reforming of that 
Errour, it happened out in ſucceſſion- of 
time that the Feſtivals came in ſeaſons quite 
contrary to their Inſtitution; as for example, 
thoſe for the Vintages in Spring, and thoſe 
of the Harveſt in Winter. Ceſar, after ha- 
ving conſulted upon this occaſion the. moſt 
able Aſtronomers,and being himſelfvery well 
inſtructed in that Science, whereof he had 
Written , regulated the Year according 
to the courſe of the Sun, to three hundred 
fixty five days, and one day more to be ad- 
every fourth year, which was called the 
Biffextile , and this is the” foundation of 
that method which we to this day follow. 
He added to the ten old Months two ©- 
| which are 7annary and February, that 
fo the Reformation he made might be juſt 
= proportionable. In the mean time, as 
was. no-ways beloved by thoſe who 
were greateſt in the Senate, thongh his Or- 
dinances had no other than the publick

However it was, this negle& offen- 
ded the Senatours, and cauſed them to dif 
cover their hatred, for from” this time they 
contrived among themſelves to publiſh a- 
broad, how that he affected the name of 
King : He had indeed the power in effe&, 
and did onely want the Name, which was 
odions to the Romans. Ceſar, who very 
well knew how much that averſion impor- 
red, very well defended himſelf from it, 
and one day when ſome People called him 
Lord and King, he anſwered, That he was 
Czxſar. Nevertheleſs, he often let diſcour- 
fes fall, which very much promoted thoſe 
Reports that were ſpread of his Ambition, 
He faid, That a Repablick was no other than a 
name and mere Idea, and that Sy\lla had diſco- 
wered himſelf to be very ignorant, when he re- 
nounced that of Dillatonr. All theſe Diſ- 
courſes were malitiouſly improved , and 


ſerved for great uſe to thoſe who envied 


him. Two Adventures, which afterwards 
happened , contributed alſo very much to 
their Confirmation. As he returned from 
a publick Sacrifice upon the day of the La- 
tine Feſtivals, ſome body had Crowned his 
Statue with a Laurel, bound about with 
a little band of white Linen, which was 
a ſort of Diadem. AMarulla and Ceſeſtivs, 
the 'Tribunes of the People, took off the 


Crown, and Imprifoned him who had pta- 
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ced it there, which made Ceſar angry he 
went to the Tribunes, quarrelled wi them 
publickly, and took away their Employ- 
ments, and that Aﬀeront offered to thoſe 
Maeiſtrates, who maintained the intereſts 
of the People, provoked them againſt him, 
The other accident was yet more notorious, 
here was celebrated at Rowe a Feſtival i 
Honour of the God Par, which they calle 
Lupercalls, in that Ceremony the young 
Romans of the beſt Quality, and who were 
for that year in Employments, ran naked 
through the City with lether Thongs, where- 
with they wantonly ſtruck all thoſe they 
mer, and by ridiculous Superſtition, the 
moſt Vertuous Women were wont to go 
meet them, and offer their hands to

JP Hough he had yet- a thouſand other 
Teſtimonies of the hatred he /lay+ un- 
der, he abandoned himſelf fo utterly to 
his Deſtiny, that from this moment he 
neglected any manner of ſecurity for him- 
ſelf againſt his Enemies. He was heard 
to ſay, That he had rather tak by Treaſon once , 
than be ſo miſerable, as to be always afraid of it. 
And another time, That the Republick had more 
intereft-than himſelf in his preſervation that he had 
gotten Glory and Power enough, but that after his 
death, the Commonwealth would be more haraſſed 
with Civil Wars than ever yet it had been. And 
one day before his death, being at Supper 
with Lepiazs, as his Friends diſputed amongſt 
themſelves, whilſt he was writing, what 
death was eaſieſt, 7 i that, faid he, turning 
towards them, which is the moſt ſudden and 
the leaft foreſees, He disbanded his Com- 
pany of Spaniſh Guards, and contented him- 
ſelf ro be defended with the protection of 
his Friends, which facilitated an enterpriſe 
upon his life. Above threeſcore Senatours 
entred into this Conſpiracy, the Principals 
whereof were Brutus, whoſe life Ceſar had 
{ayed after the Battel of Phar/alia, and Caſſi- ' 
#s, Who-had ſurrendred Powpey's Fleet to him 
in the Helleſponr, they were both a > 
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rook this occaſion to, go and vilit wi 
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demanding of him, f he would go to the Senate 
- wepon the Tdes of March, when Caeſar's Friends 
were to propoſe the declaring of him King. Brutas 
ſaid, That he would not be there. But replyed 
2 Caſſius, if you ſhould be called thither, Then {aid 
_ Brutus, I ſhall think it my Duty, to ſpeak, con- 
traditt, and ae, Father than loſe our liberty 5 Ah, 
#n{wered Ca/ſins,vhat Roman is there that would 
ſuffer you to dye for his Liberty, you are ignorant 
Brutus, who you are, if you believe that thoſe Bil- 
lets. which are thrown into the Tribunal, come 
from any mean People, and not from the moſt Illu- 
ftrions and braveſt Men of Rome. They demand 
from other Pretors, Games, Shews and Gladiatoars, 
but they expett from you as a debt of Succeſſion 
the ruine of Tyranny, being ready to expoſe them- 
ſelves to all hazaras for your ſake, if you can find 
in _yorr heart to diſpoſe your ſelf to their Wiſhes, 
After this Converſation they parted, and the 
Name of Br=tzs,vhoſe Perſon was very much 
Eſteemed, ingaged a great many in the Con- 
ſpiracy, ſo they reſolved to put their defign 
in execution upon the very Ides of arch, 
and in the Hall of the Senate. - 
' A great many Prodigies foretold this mis- 
fortune to Ceſar, there was found in an old 
Tomb at Cappra, a place of Braſs, whereon it 
was written in Greek Letters, that when the 
Bones of Capys ſhould be found,a Man of the 
Race of Fils ſhould be ſlain by the hands of 
\ his Kinſmen, and that his death ſhould be re- 
venged by the deſolation of all aly. Word 
was brought him, that thoſe Horſes which 
he had Conſecrated, and let looſe at the pal 
| | _ 
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fage of the Rbicor, had not eaten for ſeveral 


days, and were ſeen to weep. Spnrina, 4 very 
able Diviner, told him when he Gacrificnd, 
that great dangers threatned him upon the 
Ides of March, and: upon the Eve of thas 
day, a Wren flying into the Hall of Pom- 
pey, with a Branch of Laurel in her Mouth, 
was torn to pieces by other Birds, who put- 
ſaed her from a NEDOring Wood. He 

reamt the ſame Night that he was carried 


2bove the Clouds, and that he ſhook hands. 


with ove, and his Wie Calphurnia dreamt 
alſo that the top of her Houſe fell down, 
_ and that her Husband was Aſlaſſinated in 
her Armes, the Doors of che Chamber 
opening at the ſame time of their own 
accord with great noiſe. This laſt accident 
ſomething confounded him, and his Wife by 
her Prayers and Tears, prevailed that he 


- would not go abroad that day. But another 


Brutus, ſirnamed Decimus; who was one .of 
the Conſpiratours, though of the number of 


his neareſt Friends, cauſed him to change his 


reſolution in remonſtrating to him, He was 
expefted at the Senate, and that it would be 4 


' ſhame for him not to venture out of aoors, but 


when it ſhould pleaſe Calphurnia to dreams far 
vourably; ſo Decimus carried him almoſt by 


force out of his Lodgines, and as every thing }. 


ſeemed: to contribute to his deſtruction, a 
Slave, who came to give hint advice of the 
Conſpiracy, could never get up through the 
croud of People that ſurrounded him. 4-- 
timedorus Of Cnidas, his Hoſt and Frithd ha- 
'ving 
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vying preſented him with a Memorial to the - 
fame purpoſe, 'he -mingled it without read- 
ing amongſt other Papers that were given 
him, and Lena, who was one of the Con- 
fpiratours, entertaining him a great while in 
private as he came ' out of his Litter ; The 
others, who believed themſelves diſcovered, 
thought already of killing themſelves with 
the Daggers which they had under their 
Robes, when Zena quitting Ceſar, and kiſ- 
{ing his hand, gave them to underſtand that 
he thanked him for ſome favour which he 
came to obtain. The Aſſembly of the Se- 
nate was held in a place which Pompey had 
cauſed to be builr for that aoſand which 
for that reaſon was called the Court or Hall 
of Pompey, where was to be ſeen his Statue 
in Marble, raiſed upon a Pedeſtal, C2/ar as 
he was entring, miet Spuri»a, and ſmiling, told 
him, The des 'of March were come. Yes, an: 
ſwered the Divinor, b=t they are not paſt. 
When he had taken his place, the Conſpira- 
- tours turned towards him under pretence of 
faluting him, and 7»{ins Cymber approached 
to ask pardon for his Brother, who was then 
in Exile, C2/ar deferred the matter, 2nd put 
back Cymber, who preſſed upon him ſo far, 
as to take hold on both ſides of his Robe, 
and when Ceſ/ar cryed out, It was a violent 
Proceeding, Caſca, who. was behind him, gave 
him the firſt ſtab with a Poniard near the 
Shoulder, the wound glanced, and was not 
mortal, Ceſar ſtruck Cafca through the Arm 
with his Dagger, crying out, Traitour, what

Ti IS Proceeding redounded. much to 
Antonias's Reputation, for he had = 
charged himſelf of this buſineſs with a gr 
deal " Addreſs nd _ Hoh yy 
many, and. amongſt the reſt, even Cicero 
ſelf were of opinion, That he rhought 
mare of his pleaſure than the buſineſs of the 
Commonwealth. The Senatours went home to 
their Houſes very well fatisfied,when ftreight 
a new difficulty aroſe. Piſo declared, Thar 
having the will of Czar in his poſſeſſion, be had 
given it into the proteftion of the Veſtals with orders 
to return it inta his hands, It was told him,

ſent. So they returned to the Temple, where 
Piſo delivered himſelf in theſe terms; 7 an 
ſorry to ſee that the number of Cafar s Murthe- 
rers increaſes each moment, ana that far from 


being ſatisfied with the cruel death which they 


' have made him ſuffer, they yet defire that the body 


of. a Sovereign Pontifex ſhould be deprived of the 
Flonours of Funeral, which were never refuſed to 
the meaneſt Man's, they forbid me with Threat- 
ings to publiſh his Will, they would drvide his 
Fortune amongſt them as the eſtate of a Thrant, 
and which is moſs ſurprizing . of all, thoſe wery 
men who come to Ratify what he hath Ordained in 
the Commonwealth, endeavour to ſuppreſs what 
he hath diſpoſed in particular, aud though it be 
zeither Cafſhus »or Brutus. themſelves that de- 
clare theſe Opinions, it 1s eafie to believe that 
thoſe who maintain it, are influenced by them. 
However it be, order you what you pleaſe as to 
Cxſar's Funeral, but for his Will T ſhall remain 
Haſter of that, and ſo long as 1 have breath, 
will never betray that Confidence and Truſt which 
he repoſed in me. This diſcourſe occaſioned 
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8 mightbe concerned in it, wete for the Will, 


* Giewas ordered that it ſhould be Pabli- 
ſhed, and that Funeral Honours ſhould be 
fiven to Ceſar at the. expence of the Pub- 
ick. Bratus and his Friends were ſoon ad- - 
viſed of theſe Proceedings, ſo they judged it 
convenient to prevent the minds of the Peo- 
ple, and for this deſign ſent to deſire them 
that they would come to the Capitol. When 
they were aſſembled there in a great num- ' 
ber, Brutus preſenting himſelf, faid, That 
they were not retired to that place as Offenders, 
who ſought a Sanftaary, but to prevent the miſ=

was the firſt that had attempted to violate that 
reſpet which was due to Sacred Perſons. Beſiaes, 
\ that they did not believe avy Oath was of force 
enough to oblige the maintenance of Tyranny, that 
in all other occaſions their words ſhonld be Sacred 
and Inviolable; that for the rewards which Czar 
had promiſed, they were 7 aan to allow of them 
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Ws the name of the Comunwealth, that thaſe whi 
alread Labret Inheritances, ſhould continitd 
aptagur we prieng and that fuch i had " 
their Lands taken from them, ſhould have thei  þ 
Loſſes repaired out. of the firſt money that came in 
to the publick; Treaſury, This diſcourſe: was 
received with Acclamations, and the People 
admired the reſolution of the Conſpiratours;

T* E fire of Diviſion began ro be appa- 
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| rent to all ſach as could diſcern an 

thing, che minds of the People were ſo wel 
diſpoſed , that they doubted not but the 
Commonwealth would ſoon recover its an- 
cieut Majeſty. But thoſe who judged better 
were not ſo deceived, and amongſt others, - 
Atticus, the particular. Friend of Cicero, this 
was a4 Roman Knight of the firſt of thar 
Order, which was diſtinguiſhed from that of 
the Senatours; the ſoftneſs of his Inclina- 
rion, and the weakneſs of his Conſtitution 
had hindred him from fignalizing himſelf j 
Wars, but the qualifications of his Mind 
his Honeſty and his Sincerity; made him be 
confidered as 4 Man of great Merit, and 

ined him many noble Friends; and thoug 
he had ſome in all Parties, and that the op- 
pole Intereſt which' imbroile> them, had 
raiſed amongſt them mortal hatreds, Arricus 
behaved himſelf evermore with ſuch dex 
terity, that he preſerved his intereſt in thena 
all. This management preſerved him fron 
' the miſcries of the age he lived in, and gave

THILE this Diſcourſe.laſted, one of 
-Y V thoſe who were called A4rchimimi, 
( who aſfiſted where great Men were to. at- 
tend, and often repreſented them ) as if ſome 
Fury had "olſeſſed him, tore Ce2/ar's Robe 
off from the Trophy, and ſhewed it to the 
. People, crying out, That it was the ſpoil of a © 
Perſon beloved of the Gods, and reverenced of all 
the People even to Adoration, He added ſeveral 
_ things of the like nature in a terrible Tone, 
and weeping. between while with Outcries, 
I and ſtrange poſtures of Sorrow, which ſtir- 
3 red up the compaſſhon of the People, At + 
the ſame time was to be ſeen the Figns of 
C:/ar in Wax, which moved it ſelf by 
Springs, and ſhewed the Wounds which he 
had received upon his face, and in his Body, 
this ſight tranſported the People even to 
Madneſs, they cryed out, They would inflict | 
moſt cruel puniſhments on thoſe that had murthe- 
red him, Some propoſed the burning the. 
Body in the Capito!, to doe him the more ' 
_ Honour, others ſaid, 7hat that duty ought 
to be paid him in the Hall of Pompey," 
when two Armed Men carrying each of 
them two Javelins, ſet fire with Flambeaus 
fo the little Temple where the Bed was, fo

© bits of Wood they could get together 


others with the Benches and Chairs. of the 


| Maridrates, who held Courts of Juſtice in 
8 that place, ſo that the Body, the Bed, and 


_ the Temple were all conſumed in a moment. 


All Authours agree in this, but P/xtarch ſays, 
That he who ſhewed Cxlar's Robe to the People, 
was Antenins himſelf. Now as the commo- 
tion of a furious People runs always to ex- 


| tremity, many round about the Funeral Pile 


took up flaming Brands, and ran to ſet fire 
to the Conſpiratours Houſes, who being all 
of the moſt Illuſtrious' Families of Rome, 
by the great number of their Domeſticks re- 
pulſed the Violence, ſo the People retired 
with terrible Threats, which very much 
affrighted them, they reaſonably judged that 
there was no longer ſafety for them in the Ci- 
ty, eſpecially after an extraordinary Accident 
which arrived at the ſame time. - One of 
Ceſar's Friends, who was a Verſifier, and to 
his Misfortune, called Cimma, had dreamt the 
night before that Ceſar had invited him to 
Supper, and upon his refuſal had taken him 


'by the - hand, and forcibly dragged him 


into a dark place, this dream had given him 
2 Fever, nevertheleſs that hindred him not 
from riſing to go and pay his laſt Offices to 
his Friend, he came juſt in the nick of time, 
when the People were returning in rage 
from the Conſpiratours Houſes, when ſome

Fleets put into his 
hands. Theſe things extremely pleaſed all 
the Senatours to ſee the ſafety of Brutus and

Cicero 
praiſed 4»thony, and in an Eloquent Oration 
thanked him in the Senate; Arrhoxy took this, 
occaſion to demand Guards for the ſafety of . 
his Perſon; nor was there any who durſt re- 
fuſe it a Magiſtrate who had ſacrificed him- 
ſelf to the hatred of the People for the in- 
tereſt of the Senate. Upon this pretence 
he raiſed about 6000 Men, all old Souldiers, 
who had ſerved under 7ulins Ceſar, and al- 
moſt all of them Men fit to Command.

N the mean tinie news arrived at Rome; 
XZ - that O&avins the grand Nephew of Cefar, 
whom he had Adopted and declared his 
thief Heir; was coming to enter _ his 
Succeſſion: Ofdvins, ſo famous ſince by 
the Name of Anguſtus Ceſar, was of a very 
Ancient and Illuſtrious Family in ay, but 
he came out of a branch of that ily 
which had not been much advanced. He 


was handſome; and fo very. beautifull, that 


tt acquired him Veneration, he had a great 


deal of Wit, which was ſabtile and cunning, 
a lofty Mind, of extreme Wiſedom,and very 
infinuating Converſation. C2ſar, who had 
hot any nearer Kinſman, took a great deal 
of care of his Education, and he umproved 
fo well under fo good a Maſter, that hi 
Merit advanced him to the Empire of the 
World.He governed with fo great Wiſedom 
and Moderation, that the Prudence. 'and 
Mildneſfs of Auguſtus have been ever ſince 
wiſhed to his Succeſſours: thongh he was 
now but very young, his Unkle cauſed him 
to exerciſe the charge 'of General of the 
Cavalry for one complete year, and after- ' 
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the Coaſt of Epirus, to complete his Studies 
and his Exerciſes; thith&r came to him dayly 
the principal Commanders of the Troops of - 
that Provihee, and everi the Souldiers alſo 
to make.their Covrt to him}; and entertain 
him with Combates and Games; after ha- 
ving ſtaid about ſix months in that City, he 
underſtood the death of Ceſar, and all his 
Friends advifed to feek Protection from the 
Ffoops of that Province, who had ſerved 
unter Ce/zr, ahd (till honoured his Memory. 
His Mother was Married again to a Man of 
Qhatity, called artins Philippus, ſo they 
both wtote to him by way of advice, To »»- 
tertake nothing that might bring trouble apon him, 
birt that he thould take warning by his Vnkle, and 
ehhe to Rome to them, where he might lead 4 
quiet ad peaceable life, and that, they wonld take 
rare of his preſervation. Theſe different Coun- 
fels were enough to intangle a Man who was 
new bur 7s years of Age. But of all 
the Counſels that were wo > to him, he 
teſolved upon the moſt honeſt and the moſt 
zenerous, which was; To revenge the death of

IN the mean time Bratz and Caſſius made 

preparations for War,and 7ribonns,whomn 
chey had ſent into Aſia, fortified the places gf 
that Countrey, while 4ntonivs Triumphed 
at Rowe, all his Artifices ſucceeded in the 
Senate, and he thought there was nothing 
now which .he might not hope for, Gawl, 
where .Decimus 'Com , appeared very 
.convenient for his deſigns, ſo he was: not 
afaid to demand the Government of it.out 
'of . the confidence he:had im.his Authority. 
This Propoſition beganto open the ;Eyes-af

FT this Letter had not much effe&t upon 
A Hirtizs, it cauſed great reflexions in the 
mind of young Ce/ar.

cumvallation reached' ſo far, and their Suc- 
cours were ſo long a time coming, that the 
rwo Logjaps were totally put to the Rour, 
Hirtius followed ' his advantage very vigo- 
roufly, entring the Lines, and was already 
got into the Quarters of Antonius, but was 
there ſlain.

Pompey made his own Peace, and Cicero re- 
turned to Rome, where Ceſar to ſhew the 
eſteem he had for his Father, gave him the 
| . Dignity of chief Porrifex, and choſe him 
' for his Collegue in'the Conſulſhip after the 
defeat of Antonius. Cicero had by this means 
the fatisfaction of ſeeing in his power the 
memory of Aztonius, who was Condemned 
by the Senate, all his Images broken down, 
and a Decree paſt, That wone of that Family 
ſbould ever after take upon them the ſirname of Mat- 
cus. During which time Ceſar teſtified fo 
great a Veneration for the Memory of C:- 
cero, that having one day found one of his 
Books in the hands of his * Grandſon, who 
indeavoured to hide it for fear leſt Aug»ſtzes 
ſhould be angry with him for reading in it, 
he-took the Book, and having read a good 
while, returned it to him again, ſaying, 14 
Son, he was a very knowing Man, and Zealous 
| for his Countrey, By this means the death of 
| Cicero was revenged upon the memory of his

Dolabela had got. to- 
gether a great Fleet of Ships out of Lycie, 
Rhodes and Cilicia, which Figulus Comman- 
ded under him : for himſelf, he was got in- 
to Laoaicea,. with two Legions, where Caſ- 
ſias beſieged him, and ſent orders into Phe- 
nicia, Libya and Rhodes, for the procuting 
of Ships alſo. The names of theſe Provin- 
ces being often mentioned in-this Hiſtory, 
it will be but reaſonable to give ſome” ac- 
count in groſs of what they are at preſent, 
Hria was a. place of great extent, and con- 
tained all thoſe Countries which are upon 
the Coaſt of the Mediterranean Sea from 
the Gulph of 1/ica, at preſent called the 
galph of Laiazzo, as far as «Egypt, for .Pa- 
kftine, (called at preſent. the Rd 
was compriſed under the name and Govern- 
"ment of the lower Hria, the largeneſs of 
that Province reached as far aSEaphrates. The 
reſt of Afa, which was ſubje& to the Ro- 
mans, was called Natelia, or the lefler 4fa, 
2s it is at preſent, and contained a great 
many Provinces from Laiazzo, as far as the 
Euxine Sea, which we Oy the black 5,

all that Countrey being at preſent ſubjected 
to the Turk ;' it was then very much peo- 
pled, though it be. not ſo now, except. upon- 
the Sea Coaſts. Phenicia is that little Coun- 
trey, where ſtood the Cities of. T5re and 
S$:don, at preſent $*r and Sayde; and Libya 
containedall that Coaſt of Africa, called at 
preſent Barbary, from Tripohs as far as At 
gier. ' We may find a more exact deſcrip- 
rion/in Geographical Writings, but this is 
fafficient for our underſtanding of the pre- 
fent Hiſtory. Caſizs his orders were but 
very ill executed, for the Sidonians onely 
fent him Ships, the Rhodians excuſing them- 
ſelves, and Litya was wholly fabmitted to 
Ceſar by the Victory of ' Sextizs, Caſſius 
with what Ships he had went and attacked 
the Fleet of Dolabella, who put him to flight; 
and * took -five 'of. his Ships, which forcec 
him to diſpatch more preffing Orders even 
to Cleopatra, but as the inclinations 'of that 
Queen -- were not- much diſpofed towards 
that Party, ſhe excuſed her. ſelf. upon the 
Famine which at that time raged in «4g ypr. 
Tn-the mean time ſhe put to Sea'a powerfull 
Fleet to- ſuccour Dolabelta, but the Winds 
and Tempeſts oppoſed her deſign, and 
her Fleet being much ſhatrered and indami- 
ged,: became of no uſe at that time to Ceſar's 
Party. -: Serapion, who Commanded for her 
in the Ifland:of Cyprus, took other meaſures, 
he came and-joined Ca//izs's Fleet. witch a 
reat ſupply of Ships, thoſe of 7zre ſent 
im. ſome alſo, by which means he found 
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both by Sea and Land. - Cleopatra afterwards 


difavowed what Serapion had done, but there 


is . great reaſon. to. believe that (he managed 
her ſelf fo berween both Parties, to ſee-on 
which ſide Fortune would declare her (elf. 
"The Lycians and | Rhodians fent ' word to 
Caſſizs that they, would have nothing to doe 
with the Roman. Wars, and that. the Ships 
which they had lent Dolabells, had no orders 
ro. fight. . This anſwer, provoked Cafins, but 
he-judged it. was no proper time at preſent 
to thew that reſentment, which afterwards 
cauſed the defolation of thoſe two Provin- 
ces. He attacked: Dolabella,..who made a 
great defence by- land, and-fought one Bat- 
rel with equal advantage, but his Fleet was 
intirely defeated, and Ca/izs having corrup- 
ted ſome Souldiers of the Garriſon took. the 
City - of Lapaicea by ſurprizal.

HAT oy was at this time very 
ſtrong, and in great reputation for its 

| Naval Forces, they had three and thirty 
Ships of War, beſides a Peat many other 
{mall Veſſels, all which had rendred that 
People very ſturdy and inſolent. The moſt 
Wile, and the richeſt amongſt them, who 
dreaded the Valour of the Romans, prevai- 
led. Nevertheleſs, that ſome body ſhould 
be ſent to Caſſius to make an excuſe for thoſe 
ſuccours which they had given Dolabella, 
with offers to follow the orders of the Se- 
nate. Caſ/ias anſwered the: Deputies, That 
they ought to defend themſelves by Arms, and not 
by ſuch pitifull reaſons, that to give proof of their 
nentrality, they ought to aſſiſt him as they had 
aided Dolabella. That in reſpet of the orders 
of the Senate, the Propoſition which they . made of 
obſerving them was ridiculous, ſince they could not 
be ignorant that the greateſt part of the Senatonrs

their Fleet to Sea under two Commanders, 
whoſe names were Alexander and Manaſſes, 
and came to meet. Caſſtes as far as Gnidos, 
This was the ſame place where they had bea- 
ten the Army of Afthridates, which ſeemed 
2 favourable Omen to their preſent underta- 
king. Caſſizs having cauſed his Fleet to ad- 
vance, the fight became long and bloudy, by 
reaſon of the Valour of the Rhodians, and 
the nimbleneſs of their Ships, till at laſt 
Caſſins, who was ſtronger in number, hem- 
med them in, .and rendred that nimbleneſs 
uſeleſs, ſo being forced to lye ſtill as they 
fought, they loſt five of their Veſlels, the 
reſt with much adoe ſaved themſelves, bur 
extremely ſhattered, and Caſſius came before 
Rhodes, whete he had another Sea Battel, in 
which the Rhodians being again defeated, 
Caſſins landed with his Troops, and attacked 
the City on every ſide, notwithſtanding the 
many Sallies made by the befteged. He 
cauſed Towers to be raiſed of Wood near 
the Walls, from whence they very much in- 
commoded the beſieged, who were forced 
to demand Compoſition, which while it was 
in Treaty, the rich Party opened the Gates 
to Caſſizs, who entred into the City, where 
he cauſed a Tribunal to be raiſed, and a 
Launce planted before him, as it was' the 
Cuſtome of the Roman Generals when ever 
they had taken a Ciry by force: he forbade 
his Souldiers 1pon pain of death to offer ar 
any pillage, he caui'ed nftecen of the moſt ob- 
ſtinate Citizens to be brought before him,

whom he pur to death, he condemned frye 
and twenty more , who "had made theit 
eſcape, and afterwards Commanded, Thar 
all the Gold and Silver which was either in the 
Temples, or other publick places, as well as parti- 
cular Coffers, ſhould within 4 prefixt time be 
brought to him, And to the end-that no man 
might date to conceal any, the Order tan 
upon. pain of death. He promiſed alſo the 
renth part to Perſons that were free, and li- 
berty to all ſuch Slaves as ſhould diſcover 
any that was hidden. This ſucceeded with 
him accordingly, and after the puniſhment 
of three or four who had put their Wealth 
out of the way, the terrour- of death, and 
fear of Diſcoverers forced all the reſt to 
bring to light what they had hidden either 
in Pits, Tombs, or any other places. By 
- this means Caſſizs got Ne great ſums of 
Money at the expence of the City of Rhodes, 
and gave order alſo that thoſe of 4a ſhould 
advance ten years of thoſe Taxes which th 
paid to the Romans.

Ships to go and plunder Peloponneſus, and op-

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who fled; fo all: thoſe Xanthians who re- 

ained without were cut in” pieces, which 
nevertheleſs hindred not another Sally about 
Noon, which:+was performed'fo vigorouſly; 
that Brutzs's Engines were abandoned and 
burnt. Uponthis, ſhame and deſpight made 
the Romans Rally, and drive the Ene- 
my again to the Gates, who 'by reaſon of 
the former accident were not now locked. 
The Romans entred Pell-mell with thoſe 
whom they purſued, when immediately the 
Portcullis was let down, by which means 
near two thouſand Roman Souldiers who 
had gotten entrance, were (hut up in the 
City, and being overwhelmed with Darts 
and Stones, which were thrown at them 
from the tops of the Rimparts, they Rallied 
themſelves, and got poſſeſſion of the Tem: 
ple of Sarpedon, - who had heretofore been 
King of Lycia, and was ſlain in the Trojan 
- War: The extreme danger theſe People were 
in, put all Br-«t#s's Army upon finding out'? 
way how they might ſpeedily ſuccour them; 
the Ladders were burnt, and ſome were for 
inflking new ones, but that being an expe- 
dient which would take up too much time, 
they made uſe of the Maſts of Ships to 
mount by, others faſtened great Nails to a 
Cord, which they threw up upon the Wall, 
and when ever the Nail took hold on any 
place, got up by the Cord. Thus they tried

he would give a reward to every Souldier 
who ſhould bring him a Xanthian, though 
all his cares were able to preſerve no more 
than fifteen, who notwichſtanding complai- 


ned, That in ſpight qo themſelves their lives 
Were preſerved, This 


urious proceeding was 
it ſeems no new thing to the Inhabirants of 
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Xanthus, for they had already- made uſe of : it 
twice before, the firſt tithe when Harpages, 


Cyrus's Lieutenant, attacked therh, and after- 


wards when they were belieged by Alexan- 
der. From this City Brgr«s matched againſt 
Patarea, but feating the ſame deſperate pro- 
ceeding there which he had found at Xanthe, 
he -did not preſs it, onely ſent a Summons 
to the Inhabitants that they would not force 
him to deſtroy them, and thoſe Xanthians 
whom he had preſerved, were by his orders 
ſent into Patarea, to the end that by telling 
the ſtory of their own miſeries, they might 
make the others afraid, and ſerve as well for 
Example as Inſtruction. He alſo ſet at li- 
berty ſeveral Women who had fallen into 
his hands, and by thoſe mild proceedings 
was at: laſt ſucceſsfull, for the City ſurren- 
dred it ſelf, and Brutus according to the 
example of Caſſins, gave out ſeyere orders, 
That all the gold'-and ſilver that could be found 
there ſhould be brought to him ; but that which 
he did- better: than Ca//izs was, that he Con- 
 demned a Slave who had given advice 'of a 
certain Treaſure-that his Maſter had hiddey, 
. the Maſters Mother declared, That it was /he 
who bad conceated the Money, but the Slave 
without being interrogated, maintained the 
contrary, and the Maſter faid not a word';

Sb. ERE happened ſeveral other Dif: 
putes- between them, wherein Brats 
evermore preſerved the ſteadineſs of his Cha- 
rafter, but as they are wide from the pur- 
poſe, we ſhall onely recount-here-that  fa- 
mous Story of a-Ghoſt or Spere which ap- 
peared to him in this place.- - Zratus was 
very-ſober, and ſlept but little, eſpecially-in 
time of War, he-onely lay down for a 
ſhort while after Supper, and for the reſt of 
the:night he was wont to employ one third 
for the diſpatch of his Afﬀairs, another in 
Reading, and the laſt in giving Orders. . Ac- 
cording to this Cuſtome he was in his Tent 


very bufie upon ſome thought which wholly - 


took up his mind, there was 4 general ſilence 


through all the Camp, and eſpecially round .

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his Tent, wheniof a ſudden he heard a-noiſe 
at the door, which at the ſame time opened 
of its own -accord, he caſt-his Eye towards 
the place, ' and perceived the frightfull figure 
of a hideous Spectre, of a proportion much 
more than' natural, which owe it felf 
before him, he had nevertheleſs the Con- 


rage to ſpeak to ir, demanding, If it were. a 


God br a Man, ' arid for what reaſon it came this 
ther ?

They appea- 
red upon the Tribunal, having upon their 
right Hand the Magiſtrates and Roman 
Senatours, and 'on' their left thoſe Princes 
who Commanded Foreign 'Troops. The 
Souldiers were - all ſplendidly attired, and 
adorned with the ſpoils of 4fa. This was 
one of Brutus's Maximes, who was of Opini- 
ON, That the richneſs . of their Habits and their 
Arms would mahe an adaition of Courage to the 
Souldiers 5, becauſe, (aid he, thoſe who have them, 
_ will fight out of Covetouſneſs to preſerve them, and 
thoſe who are Ambitions, for the honour of them. 
When: the: Sacrifice was over,. Caſſius, who 
was the elder Man, took upon him to ſpeak, 
and repreſented to the Souldiers, 7hat as both 
the Soldiers and Officers had in this War but one 
common Intereſt, it was juſt that every one ſhould 
reciprocally take ſuch ſecurity as Generals always 
ought to have in their Troops, and the Troops in 
their Generals , That the foundation of that truſt 
might be reaſonably laid upon the aſſiſtence of ſo 
many Noble Romans, Foreign Printes, and Gal- 
lant Souldiers, npon the abundance of Aoney and 
Proviſtons which yet their Enemies wanted, upon 
their Naval Forces, they being every where Ma- 
. fters at Sea. And in ſhort, upon the Juſtice 
. of their Arms, That they were not liable to any 
reproach except for the death of Julius Czfar, 
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who had deprived the Romans of all their Rights, 
and the liberty. of. chooſing Magiſtrates, and who 
had eftabliſhed Tyranny in their City, That all 
the Senate had conſented to that attion, though 
onely a ſmall: number of them put it in execation, 
He inlarged himſelf very much you this 
Point, and afterwards proceeded to the 
Cruelty of the Triumvirate. Ar laſt he'con- 
cluded. W ith aſluring them, Toat 2500 Drach- 
ma s ſhould be immediately given to the. Souldiers, 
5o00 to the Captains, and double the ſum to the 
Colonels. The Souldiers were extremely re- 
joyced to hear theſe words, but much more 
when they ſaw the Money , they thanked 
their Generals, and after having beſtowed 
ſufficient Praiſes upon them, prepared to 
march. with a great deal of chearfulnelſs. 
Brutus and Caſſias made alſo conſiderable 
Preſents to the chief Officers and © omman- 
ders of the Foreign Troops, ſo that the 
whole Army being very well farisfied, ad-

AT break of day there appeared the 
Coat Armour of - Purple upon the 
two Generals Tents, which amongſt the Ro- 
mans was the ſignal of Battel, ſo whilſt that 
the Troops were putting themſelves in a rea- 
dinels, 1s jo was deſirous to know Brutas's 
opinion of what they ought to doe in caſe 


Brutus faid, That 
he had heretofore in his Writings condemned the 
death of Cato, and maintained ( what was in- 
deed very true) that that manner of avoiding 
ſuch: diſgraces as Providence ſends upon us, was 4 .

my. Caſſius imbraced him, and ſmiling; told 
him, New we may go ou upon the Enemy, for et- 
ther we will be Conqueronrs our felves, or we -will 
have no cauſe to fear thoſe that "are ſo. This 
was doubtleſs a ſure method fot the preven- 
ting any fartlier fear, but it is very apparent 
by* this diſcourſe, that for 'this refotution 
they were more beholding to their frailty, 
Inn to that greatneſs of Soul whereon they 
Jo much valued themſelves, for it was nei- 
ther this Opinion, nor Ceſar's death that de- 
ſerves thoſe Heroick Titles which Cicero in 
his Epiſtles hath given them. © They 'after- 
wards" appointed their order of Battel, Bra- 
res had the right Wing with Aeſala, and 
Caſſins the left. The Triumvitis Army was 
dlready drawn up, Antonizs onely Comman- 
ded, becauſe Ceſar was fick, whoſe Troops 
had the left Wing, and- 4#oivs's the right. 
At laſt about Noon he: matched againſt Ca/- 
fs with the party that! he headed. The ine- 
quality of the ground forced his Legions up- 
on ſuch a motion;that Brutus's Troops belie- -, 
ved they wete coming againſt them, ſo that 
without ing the Word or- the Com- 
mands of their General,they advanced tg re- 
ceive them. ' Avtonizs ayoided' the ingaging, 
by a motion which he rhade to the x 7 to

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there; and muſt have been fallen upon in the : 
flank, 'if Ceſar's Army | had+ not advanced. ; 
Brutus's Souldiers matched -without order, 

bur with ſo'much hear, that at the firſt on- 

ſet: they overthrew * all that "oppoſed them.

R U TU.S was extremely ſorrowfſull for 
LI the death of his Companion,whom he 
called the laſt of the Romans, and ' cauſing 
his body privately to be removed, ſent it to 
Thafes, to pay him the laſt Offices of Fune- 
g ral. In the mean time he told his Friends, 
Sf, That he thought him very happy in that he was now 
b- ' beyond: the reach of thoſe misfortunes which re- 
mained yet for them to ſuffer. In , his 
death utterly diſcompoſed the whole affairs 
of the Confſpiratours, and it will not be im- 
proper 'to- ſay that Caſſie killed himſelf in * 
deſpight of his good Fortune. Several have 
reported” that he knew of Brautzs's Victory, 
and that the ſame day whereon they fought 
at Philippi , they overthrew Ceſars Fleet, 
Which 'was'carrying Proviſions-to the Trium- 
viri, together with a ſtrong relief, conſiſting 
of two Legions, and Ceſar s Company of 
Guards. Marcss and Domitins had performed 
this good ſervice againſt another Domitizs 
ſirnamed Catvinus, who in this fight either 
by the Sword or by fire, loſt the beſt of his 
Souldiers, and almoſt all his Ships.

Antonius took care to follow the victory, 
and Ceſar not being able-to doe it; com- 
manded Norbanus to go to the Enemy's 
Camp, where a great ſlaughter was made 
of thoſe who confuſedly were retreating. 
Almoſt all Brutus's beſt Officers periſhed in 
this fight, by endeavouring to ſave the per- 
ſon of- their General, A body of Thraci- 
an Cavalry, commanded. by Rhaſtus, per- 
ſued him very hard, and- muſt have taken 
him had it not been. for Lucilsus, who was 
his beſt friend. This Man charged the 
Thracians and ſtopped them, till feeing 
himſelf encompaſſed round, he: cried out 
that he was Brutus, and demanded Quarter, 
deſiring that they: would carry him: to Ar- 
tontus. Theſe Cavaliers, tranſported with 
their good fortune, ſent word of it to; An- 
tonins 4 and brought him their eos 
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-fince in ſtead of the enemy whom they thought

to make ſome attempt to get to their 
Camp, which yet held out; but they had 
loſt all their.courage, and told him that he 
would doe better to think of ſaving himſelf. 
T know very well (anſwered he) that 1 ought 
ro doe it, but it ts with my hands and not with 
zry feet. Then Statilizs, one of his Offi- 
cers, offered to go by himſelf to the Camp, 
and that if it were not taken, to advance a 
lighted Flambeau in the air for a ſignal. 
The Flambeau appeared, which gave ſome 
hopes to Brutus, ſohe expected a long time, 
faying, Statilius would come if he were alive. 
But he was ſlain in his return by ſome Soul- 
diers belonging to one of thoſe Corps du guard 
which the Triumviri had every where po- 


fted. At laſt Brutus, wearied with expec- 


tation, and ſeeing that the day approached, 
whiſpered ſomething in the ear of one of 
his Domeſticks, whoſe name was Clitus, 
and who anſwered him nothing, but fell a- 
weeping, which made Brutus call Darda- 
us, Who ſerved him as General of his 
Horſe, to him alſo he ſaid ſomething and 
addreſſed himſelf afterwards to Volumnins, 
who has written all theſe particulars. But 
ſeeing they onely anſwered him with their | 
tears, he raiſed himſelf up and made them

was Strato, a very learned Rhetorician, and 
for that reaſon by him highly eſteemed, 
he begged of this man, by that fſtrit League 
that was made between them, to doe that 
office for him which thoſe other friends had 
refuſed, and feeing that he could not re- 


folve upon 1t, he called for a ſlave. Ab! 
( then faid Srrato) it ſball never be ſaid that

and that Auguſtus extremely cheriſhed-S:rra- 
to, who afterwards ſerved him very faith- 
fully. Antoniur hearing the next day of 
Brutnss death, went'to the place where the 
Body ſtill lay, and covered it himfelf with 
a rich Coat-of Armour which he wore, and 
when news was brought him afterwards that 
ſome body had ſtripped him, he cauſed the 
Thief to be taken and put to death. The 
Body was burnt by his orders, and the aſhes 
ſent to Servilia, Brutus's Wife, whoſe 
name was Porcia, and was Cato of Urica's 
Daughter, ſo that having ſuch a Father, 
and ſuch a Husband, we may eaſily imagine 
what were the maxims of that Vertue which 
ſhe ſo openly made profeſſion of; and ſhe 
was reſolved to give proofs of it by a death 
by which ſhe out-did the fury of thoſe two 
Men whom ſhe moſt tenderly loyed. And

Rome for ſuffering Porcia to die 
of Melancholy. Brutus's Friends and his 
Officers took different parties, all thoſe 
who, knew themſelves guilty of 7ulius Ca- 
ſas death, flew themſelves with their owt: 
hands; the others rallying with. 2deſſala, 
Bibulus and Cornificigs ,- ſent Deputies to 
Ceſar and Antonius for an honourable com- 
poiition.,, which the two Generals frankly 
allowed of, ſo they went into their Army 
with 14000-Men, who yet might have made 
a great deal of-.diſturbance in a fortified 
Camp, and that was the reaſon which faci- 
litated the Capitulation. And the Camp 
was afterwards given up. to be plundered. 
By this famous overthrow the Triumviri 
at laſt eitabliſhed themſelves in an authori- 
ty, which none were found powerfull e- 
nough to diſpufe with them, and which 
gave the laſt blow to' the Roman liberty. 
The death of Ceſar was 'reyenged, and by 
this Viftory: did his Son begin to lay the 
foundations of an Empire , which at laſt 
for its grandeur: and exten

After the Battel of Philippi, Anthony and 
* Czſar bring their Enemies to puniſhment. 
They part the Forces of Pompey. Czfar 
goes imto Italy. Tre en + 


S the love of Liberty was the moſt 

—"\ predominant paſſion the Romans had, 

{o never any' people defended with 

more yigour that good which they valued 

more than their Lives. 'It was this that 

bred ſo many diviſions among them, and 

was the cauſe of ſuch bloudy Wars ; = 
| | | whic 
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which one of the parties always had the 
 ſpecious pretence of. upholding the. publick 
Liberty : But as the laſt ſighs and groans 
are uſually moſt violent, fo the Battel of 
Philipps, which was the laſt effort of the 
dying Commonwealth, was the greateſt 
ftruggle that ever ſhe had for the maintai- 
ning her authority. The Sedition of the 
' Gracchiwas the firſt where the Bloud of Ro- 
man Citizens was ſhed, however that ſee- 
med toi be bur onely a Popular Commotion, 
ſeeing it was decided in the Forum in an 
hours time. The Wars that were kindled 
afcerwards between Afarins and Sylla had 
Jonger and more fatal conſequences : But 
then Jtaly, or rather Rome, onely was the #Þ# 
Theatre of them; and what animoſity ſo- #Þ® 
ever appeared between the two Parties the *Þ| 
reſt of the World felt nothing of it. The 
diviſion of Ceſar and Pompey went much 
farther, the whole Roman Empire was 
thaken by it : Burt although all its Forces had 
Fought at Pharſalia, they wete not compa- 
rable to thoſe that appeared afterwards at 
the Battel of Philipps,, where above 200000 
eftetive Men were in Arms, commanded 
by the greateſt Generals of that time. Be- 
ſides too, in the forementioned Commori- 
ons, ſeveral Senatours thought they might 
very well ſtand neuters out of their reſpect 
ro the Commonwealth, whoſe name at leaſt 
jn appearance was {till reyerenced, where- 
a8.1n this laſt occaſion, the mask being laid 
aſide by the proceeding and declarations _ 
Rd + | tne 
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the Triymvirs all management and conduct 
was uſeleſs, and there\was an abſolute ne- 
ceſlity of taking one fide or tother, for 
Liberty or againſt it. But that was utter- 
ly ruined by the defeat of Brars, and from 
that moment. Ceſar and Azthony began to 
act as Sovereigns and divide the Roman 
Empire as theirs by Conqueſt; for though 
Lepidus had his ſhare of the Government , 
yet as he had had none in the danger of the 
Wars, he was but very little conſidered, 
all the love of the Souldiers, which was the 
firmeſt prop of their Empire, being turned 
in favour of thoſe that had headed them 
upon all occaſions. The following days af- 
ter theVictory were employ?d by the Trium- 
virs in puniſhing their foes ; Anthony ſacri- 
ficed Hortenſis to the memory of his Bro- 
ther Caius, and put Yarro to death, who 
reproach'd him with his debauches, and in 
ſome ſort did- then foretell the miſerable 
end he himſelf ſhould come to. © Livins 
Druſus, the Father of that Zivia who was 
afterwards married to Auguſtus killed him- 
ſelf in his Tent, and Ouintilins YVarus ador- 
ned with all the-marks of the honours and 
dignities he had paſled through, made him- 
felf be lain by his freedman. Ceſar upon 
this occaſion appeared much more cruel 
than Anthony , whether it were that the 
pain and uneaſineſs of his ſickneſs had ſow- 
red. his humour, or that he really had a 
bent to cruelty, or what is more likely had 
his temper ſo much at 'command , that 
he. 
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ke put on gentleneſs or ſeverity as in poli- 


cy was neceſſary. He ſent the Head of Bru- 


rus to Rame to be thrown at the Feet of. his 
Father's ſtatue, and forced a Senatour and 
his Son to draw Lots for their lives, but 
chey both refuſed it; the Father voluntari- 
ly gave up himſelf to execution, and the 
Son ſtab*d himſelf before Cſar's face. To 
another that beg'd of him that he might 
have the Rites of Burial, he ſaid that that 
would foon be at the diſpoſal of the Ravens ; 
theſe and ſuch like bitter words, joined to 
rhe rigour of his puniſhments, rendred him 
{o odious to the reſt of the Priſoners that 
were brought fettered before them, thatthey 
faluted Anthony with reſpeft, but loaded 
Ceſar with injuries and bloudy reproaches, 
which none did with more violence than 
Favonius, Who at his death took all the 
liberty of ſpeech and railing freedom of a 
Cynick Philaſopher. After having thus ſa- 
tisfied their revenge, the Triumvirs thought 


' pon eſtabiſhing Their authority. Anthony 


undertook to go into Afia.to gather Mo- 
ney in thoſe Provinces that were tributary 


to the Romans; and Ceſar took upon him 


to lead the old Troops into Hraly to put 
them 1n poſſeſſion of the Lands that were 
promiſed them. This Commiſſion was an 
undertaking both nice and full of danger.

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ſtorms, to whom a ſmall ſhelter or an br 
Road appears a ſafe harbour: The arr val 
'of Murcus encreaſed his Forces; neverthe- 
leſs he did not oppoſe Czſar, who returned 
into 7caly with five Legions and 4000 Horſe, 
Anthony having kept with him ioooo and 
ſix Legions. They had disbanded the reſt 
of their Army. after they had ſatisfied then 
with what Money they had left,and what they 
found in the Conſpiratours Camp. They 
were all old Souldiers whoſe time of ſervice 
was expired, and who beſides that preten- 
ded” to the rewards and tnheritances that 
had been promiſed them ; *rwas this that 
was the moſt perplexing buſineſs and impor- 
tant care of the Triimvirs. Thovgh the. 
43 Legions they had in the beginning of 
the War were by this time reduced to 38, 
they had till need of vaſt ſums'to pay ac- 
'cording to their promHe 5000 Drachmas 
to every priyate Souldier, almgſt 10ols. and 
to the others in proportion } this was the 
principal motive of Anthony?s expedition in- 
to Aſia, he had beſides the Legions 4000 old 
Souldiers, Volunteers, who erved him as 
his Guartls, and as many remained with Cz- 
ſar in the ſame poſt.

A NTHOMNT loved his pleaſure above 
all. other things, and upon the leaſt 
reſpite he had from bufineſs he always fol- 
low'd his natural bent and' inclination: 
After the atchievement of ſuch a famous 
Victory that ſeemed to be gained wholly by 
him, he could not refuſe himſelf the farts- 
faction of ſeeing Greece, it being the Coun- 
trey of the World where flattery was ma- 
naged with moſt delicacy; to gain the'hearrs 
of this People, he would needs diſ-robe 
himſelf of all kind of Majeſty, that ren- 
dred him any ways formidable to them,” he 
was familiarly preſent at the conferences of 
the Phitoſophers at Athens, and made great 
Preſents to that City, and never was better 
pleaſed than when he was called the Friend 
and Patron of the Greeks, or alover of the 
Athenians. He - adminiſtred- juſtice with 
great gentleneſs and equity, 'and Was- at- 
ways giving them ſome taſte of- his' rally- 
ing humour, as when thoſe of Megara ear- 
neſtly deſired he would go and ſee the place 
of their. Aſſemblies;, . imagining he would 
admire the fracture of it; he went thither 
-and: after he- had -intentiyely Os 
Wo when 


when one took the boldneſs to ask him what | 
he thought of .it, x appears to me, ſaith he; 
to be very little, and ready to fall to ruine. 
He took the meaſures of the Temple of 4- 
pollo Pythius, out. of a deſign to finiſh» it, as ' 

he had promiſed the:Senate; and then lea- 

ving Marcus Cenſorins tocommand in Greece, 

he went over into Aſia with all his Troops. 
There all the Princes 'of the Eaſt that ac- 
knowledged the: Roman power,. came tg 
make their court to him, and the faireſt 
Princeſles ſtrove to gain his favour cithet 

by the charms of their Beauty or-the-mag- 
nificence of their Prefents. This crowd of 
Sovereigns that daily waited in: his. Anti- 
chamber with their praiſes and ſubmiſſions | 
did moſt agreeably flatter his ambition ; - | 
but the, manner of his reception.at Epheſus | 
wrought it up to intolerable pride... "The 
inhabitants went to meet him dreſt like 
Fawns and Satyrs, the Women like Bac- 
chanals. armed with Thirſes, crowned with 

Iyy, and covered with Tyger*s Skins ;. all 

this was. accompanied with-a pleaſant con- 

ſort of Flutes, Hoboys and other: inſtru- 
ments... , They called, Anthony Bacchus, 'Fa- 

ther of the Graces and Gentlenefs ; and in- 

deed. the name ſuited him well, but not in 
reſpect of every body..:; 'Tis true! indeed he 
prongs. all thoſe of Brautus's: Party that 
urrendred themſelves to him ; except Pe- 
rronins and Quintus, the firlt was charged 
with being, one of the Conſpiratours againſt 
Ceſar, and the other with betraying _— 
| e 
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belle-in Laodicea, but then he took away the 
Eſtates of ſeveral rich Citizens to enrich 
his Flatterers and. Bouffons , who making 


people that were in perfect health believe. 
they were dead, very impudently went and 
beg'd their Eſtates: Among others a Cook- 


of his, for dreſſing him a Supper that plea- 
ſed him, got the Houſe of a wealthy inha- 


\ bitant of Magneſia. In the mean time, be- 


ing preſſed by the neceſlity of giving his 
Troops fatisfaftion, he aſſembles all the 
Deputies of all thoſe that were either ſub- 
jects or allies of the Roman Empire in Aſia, 
and harangued them after this manner. 
Gentlemen, ye muſt needs be ſenſible of the ad- 
vantages ye have enjoyed under the Govern- 
ment of the Romans, and with what gentleneſs 
they have governed you ever ſince Attalus at 
his death eral you to them ; they freely 
remitted all thoſe Taxes ye paid to that Prince 


and his predeceſſours, till the ambition of ſane 
of onr Citizens, making them rebell againſt us, 
we were obliged to draw ſome ſupply of money 


which wwe wanted from theſe Provinces but ut 


was With ſuch moderation that the Ta% was 


much beneath what ye were able to” give. As 
our defign wa: not to ruine you, we onely deman- 


ded 4a part of yorr revenue, that at leaſt we. 
might have our fhare of your aſfiſtente as well 


as ohir Enemies, who, far from treating you 


with the ſame lenity, exatted much more from 

you by down-right wiolence,, and againſt the . 

authority of the Senate. Te may'\very well re- 

member that Julius Czfar generouſly forgave” 
Hh 
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you the third part of the impoſt ye granted. 
him, and. having regard to your Petitions and 
complaint 5:4" gave leave that ye your ſelves 
ſhould gather the Taxes among your own Sub- 
jets, yet: all: thiſe teſtimonies of hu clemency 
and humanity have not been able to hinder ſome 
 #-minded Senatonrs from makino him paſs 
for a Tyrant; they declared themſelves our 
enemies becanſe we endeavoured to revenge the 
murther of him, 'who was both our friend and 
our General, bit ye, notwithſtanding the great 
abligations. ye owed him, have nor been aſhamed 
to aſſiſt his murtherers mith vaſt ſums of Mo- 
ney. And ſince-that ye would needs run their: 
fortune in the War, and that the Gods have 
been pleaſed. to grant the: Vittory, not accor= 
ding to your wiſhes but their own juſtice, there. 
is all the reaſon.in the: world we ſhould treat 

ou 4s the allies, or indee1 as the accomplices 
of our Foes, and that we ſhould impoſe ſome 
puniſhment upon you. But as we are willing 
to believe that this fault is rather the effett- of 
their violence than your wil' we ſhall not pro- 
ceed againſt you with any cruel or inſuppor- 
table puniſhments. Ye know without doubt we 
owe our Souldiers large recompences, as the re- 
ward of the Vittories they have gained, and 
for this we have engaged both our Words and. 
Oaths. Theſe rewards ought to be given in 
Honey, in Lands and in Houſes. We have 
28 Legions, which make 170000 Men, bes 
ſidcs ſome other Troops, not counting the Ca- 
valry, nor the Veterans that have obtained 
their diſmiſſion, ſo that ye may judge of our 
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otcaſions by the number of our Soulditys. *Twas 
this that obliged Czſar to go imo Italy to di- 
fribute theſe rewards in Lands and Honſes. 
Even whole Cities will ſcarce be ſufficient for 
this deſign, which at the ſame time will alter 
the ſtate and circumſtances of that Province : 
But becauſe we will not take your Cities and 
inheritances from you , nor drive you from 
your Temples and the Sepulchres of your Fore- 


fathers ,, all the puniſhment ye have deſerved” 


ſhall be impoſed in Money , Without forting 
you however to give us all ye are worth. But 


even this prokeeding too us Pens to ts 


it ſeems too rigorow;, aid we are reſolved to 
doe nothin; but what ſhall be approved of by 
reaſonable and unintereſſed Perſons, We de- 
mand of you onely what ye gave our Adver- 
faries, which is ten years Tribute ;, but as yt 
paid it to them in two” years time, we require 
it of you in one, for our occaſions that preſs 
us conſtrain us to decree it ſo; and beſides the 
love and eſteem ye ſeem to have for us ſhould 
make you have the ſame ſentiments. Thu is 
all the pain ye ſhall endure, ſeeing the Laws 


' of bumanity permit not always that the pumſh- 


ment ſhould be proportionable tothe crime, All 
thoſe that were preſent threw themſelves 
weeping at the feet of Anthony. They remon- 
ſtrated to him that Thezr aſſiſting Brutus and 
Caſliys could nor be laid to their charge as a 
crime, becauſe they were forced to it, and that 
by ſuch intolerable uſage, that they were ra- 
her objcts of mercy and pity ben puniſh- 
tnent. That they ſlonld eſteem themſelves even 
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The 
roo happy to be able to aſſiſt thoſe to whom they 


were ſo much obliged with all they were worth; 
but fince their Enemies had taken not onely all. 
their Gold and Silver that was coined, but 
all the Plate and ornaments of the Cities and 
Temples, they were reduced to the utmoſt ex- 
tremity. This Diſcourſe not being able to 
ſatisfie Anthony, the Oratour Hybreas told 
him boldly enough, Ay Lord, If you would 


exatt from us in one year what we are but able | 


to pay in two, you ſbould that year give us two 


Harveſts and two Vintages. This liberty of | 


ſpeech did not at all diſpleaſe Anthony, for 
he loved a thing well ſaid ; and the ſame 
Hybreas upon another occaſion ſaid to him, | 
Alia bas already paid te you 20cco0 Talents, if © 
the Money did not come to your hands bring them 
to an account that received it , but if it did 
and you have none of it left we are undone. 
At length after many conteſts, theſe Depu- 
Les beſeeched Anthony to be contented with 
the Tax of nine years to be paid in two, 
which he granted them. So'all the tribu- 
tary Kings and Princes of. Aſia, with the 
free Cities, and all -the People in general 
were obliged to contribute to the payment 
of this ſum. Anthony after this went a pro- 
greſs all about the Countrey, where he 
gave extraordinary demonſtrations: of his 
generoſity and good nature. He pardoned 
Lucius, Brother to Caſſius, and ſeveral o- 
thers of his Enemies, whom the report of 
his clemency drew out of the places where 
they were hid; onely he ſpared none png 
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had a hand in the death of Ceſar, or were 
ofthe number of the Conſpiratours. Lycis 
that was laid waſte by Brutus he exempted 
from the contribution. He perſuaded the 
Xanrhians to rebuild their City ; to the 
Rhodians he gave Ardros, Tenos and Gnides. 
Thoſe of Thar ſus and Laodicea enjoyed free- 
dom from the impoſition in conſideration 
that they had been ſeverely uſed by Caſſius, 
and et at liberty thoſe of theſe two Cities 


"that had been made Slaves. Amongſt the 


reſt he was not unmindfull of the Athenians, 
but gave them 'the Iſle of Egina; ſo that 
the whole weight of the contribution fell 


heavieſt upon the People of the leſſer 45a, 


Syria, Phrygia, Myſia and Gallatia, who 
were extremely haralled, as likewiſe were 
the Provinces of CappaTocia, Ciliciaand Pa- 
leſtine. Anthony then made himſelf ſove- 


reign Judge of the differences between the 


Kings of thoſe Countries, as in Cappadocia 


| between Ariarathes and Syſenes, for whom 


the beauty of his Mother Glaphyra was ſo 
powerfull as to carry the Crown: from his 
Competitour. Art this time he received ve- 
ry favourably the Embaſſy from Hircanus, 
King and High-prieſt of the Jews, and be- 
-gan'to give Herod marks of his favour for 
the ſervices he had received from his Father 
 Aotiparer. | KP, 
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Cleopatra. Queen of Kgypt ber Charatter, 
ſhe comes to Anthony, their interview, An- 

thony puts Arſinoe the Siſter of Cleopa- 
. tra to death. | 


| þ - wage = thoſe Sovereigns whoſe deſtiny 

depended on the abſolute will and 
diſpoſition of Anthony, Cleopatra, Queen of 
e/£gypt, by her condudt found ſhe had rea- 
Jon both to hope and fear : She had mana- 
ged her ſelf like an adroit Politician in the 
time of the War, aſliſting Dalabells at the 


Jame time that Ser4pion, her Lieptenant in 


Cyprus, fought for Caſſius ; ſhe knew well 
enough that this had not been very pleaſing 
to the Triumyiri , conſidering what ſhe 
owed to the memory of -7ulixs Ceſar. The 
love of that. great Man and her was ſuffici- 
ently known to. all the World, but as if ſhe 
had been reſolved to conquer and triumph 
over the Romans in the-Perſons of their 
Generals; ſhe had received the Addreſſes 
of Pompey's eldeſt Son, ſb that never Beay- 
ty was ever 'ſignalized by more illuſtrious 
conqueſts. The amorous paſlions ſhe had | 
inſpired when ſhe was very young gave her . 
ſuchan opinion of her Charms as ſhe hoped 
ſhe eaſily might revive that flame in 4-- 
thony's heart of which heretofore he had 
given her teſtimony, when he commanded 
the Cavalry of Gabinizs in egypt. Hor 
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aboye all it was her Wit that maintained 
this hope in her, for though her Perſon 
was very charming, and the beauty and 
brightneſs.of. her Eyes was not to: be. with» 
ſtood, yet there were at Rome thoſe of her 
Sex \that did not. yield: to her in the leaſt 
for Mein ner Beauty, - but none could com- 
pare with her. for the agreeableneſs of her 
Wit and: her. charming converſation ; it 
was ſuch a pleaſure to hear her talk, and all 
her Diſcourſe was animated with ſuch- an 
air as was not tobe expreſſed, that it made 
an-extraordinary impreſſion upon all thoſe 
that heard her ; the very tone of her Voice, 
accompanied with the lovelineſs of her Eyes 
and the liyelineſs of her Wit never failed 
both to pleaſe and perſuade. Then ſhe ex- 
preſſed her ſelf with ſo much facility in ſo 
many ſeyeral Languages, 'that even that 
was enough to paſs for a Prodigy. The 
moſt Barbarous Nations with wonder heard 
her anſwer their Ambaſſadours without an 
Iaterpreter ; ſhe underſtood, beſides many 
others., the Ethiopian, the Troglodite, 
the Hebrew, the Arabian, Syrian, Median 
and Parthian Tongues, and it was the 
more admirable in her by reaſon ſeveral of 
the Kings her Predeceſſours had not been 
able to learn the Zpgyptian, and ſome of 
them had forgot the Macedonian, their 
own Mother Tongue. The great confi- 
dence ſhe put in theſe her extraordinary 
accompliſhments gave her more aſſurance 
to goto Anthony, who had ſent Dellizs to 
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cite her to give an account of her conduct ' 
to him. Dellizs was a Man of Wit and 
Learning, and a famous Hiſtorian, but one 
of very ill principles: Meſſals called him 
the Vaulter of the Civil Wars; for he went 
from the ſervice of Dolabella to Caſſits's ſide, 
and then quitted Caſſins for Anthony, and at 
laft traiterouſly left Anthony and went over 
to Ceſar: And his character and diſpoſi- 
tion was ſuitable, being of the number of 
thoſe Fellows who have always a baſe com- 
pliance for all the inclinations of their Ma- 
ſters. And as he'very well underſtood the 
humour of Anthony, he ' had 'no ſooner be- 


- held the Beauty of the Queen, and was ſen- 


ſible of the addreſs and power of ler Wit 
and underſtanding, but- he eaſily judged 
what ſentiments ſhe was likely*to Inſpire 
him with. It is reported too that he was |

Cleopatra arriving at the mouth of the

gently kept time to a Symphony made by a 
conſort of excellent Muſick. The Queen was 
Iaid under a Canopy of rich Cloth of Gold, 


dreſt like Venxs riſing out of the Sea,about her = 


were lovely Children like Cxpids fanning her, 
the handſomeſt of her Women habited like 
Nereids and Graces were leaning negligent- 
ly on the ſides and ſhrowds of the Vellels; 


the ſyeers that were burning perfumed the 


Banks of the River, which were covered 
with an infinite number of People, who ran 


"thither with ſuch earneſtneſs:that Anthony, 


who was mqunted on a Throne to make a 
ſhew of Majeſty, was left quite alone whilſt 
all the Multitude that flocked to the River 
ſhouted for joy, and cried that the Goddeſs 
Verius was come to viſit the God Bacchus for 
the beer 4 of Aſia, Anthony thought 
himſelf obliged in civility to deſire her to 
land and ſup with him, but ſhe replied it 
would be better if he ſupped with her, 
which he did not refuſe Jeſt he ſhould ap- 
pear ill bred. He was ſurprifed at the nedt- 
neſs and magnificence of the entertainment, 
but that which he moſt admired was the in- 
genious placing of the Lights, which both 
adorned and enlightned the Hall,” being'fo 


pe 
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in & gallant a manner, that at firſt ſight it ; 
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diſpoſed ,as they .made. a hundred ſeveral] 
delightfull figures. - The next day he in his 
turn would treat ber, and endeavoured all 
hge.could to outgo her in a ſumptuous enter- 
tainment, but he himſelf ſoon perceived he 
was far ſhort of-it, ſo that turning all to 
railery._ be firſt began to laugh at the want 
of contrivance and ingenuity-in his' Atten- 
dants. All his mirth and jeſts were. hlunr and 
Souldier-like, which extremely pleaſed Cle- 
apatra, and ſoon made her underſtand Arn- 
thony's true character and humour ; bur ſhe 
carried on the railery with all the delicacy 
and dexterity imaginable, till at laſt ta- 
king a more ſerious air in her Diſcourſes, 
ſhe told him, that /Ze came not thither to 
clear her ſelf , but to Le recompenſed for the 
Services ſhe had done him and Ceſar: She 
inſiſted much upon the Forces ſhe had ſent 
with Al:enus to the Aſſiltence of Dolabella, 

_ and valued her ſelf upon the Fleet ſhe put | 
to Sea in ſpight of Caſſizs and his Generals, 
which ſhe commanded in perſon when ir 
was ſcattered by ſtorms, and underwent ſo 
many dangers in that expedition ; in ſhart, 
ſo many excellencies and charms both of 

Wit and Judgment appeared in her conver- | 

\ fation, that Anthony could no longer de- | 
fend his Heart, but from that, moment en- | 

tertained ſuch a Paſſion for her, as was the 
cauſe of all the misfortunes of his life, and 
which ended not but with it. The firſt Sa- 
crifice he made her was her Siſter Arſmoe ; 
he put her to death though ſhe came to beg 
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his proteQtion, after the had taken Sandhi- 
ary in the Temple of Dian at Afilerns, and 
made Serapion give her yp the gs 46 by Tyre.

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CHAP. Iv. 


Czſar's Sickneſs. He comes t6 Rome. His 
diffculties tn diſtributing - Rewards, The 
dangers he run upon this occaſion. | 


W hes Paſſion ſo fatal to Anthony was 
no-leſs to all the Roman Empire, and 
Italy firlt of all began-to feel the effe 
If. Taſer being landed there found himſe 
ſoill at Brunduſawwm that the news of his death 
was reported every where; however, - he 
wrote t0 the Senate that he ſhould ſhortly 
be at Rome, and ordered thanks to be given 
to the Gods for the defeat of the Conſpira- 
tours. .- This news was received according 
to the diſterent inclinations of the Sena- 
tours. © Thoſe that loved him were aflitied 
at his Sickeſs and wiſhed his return, which 
others as much apprehended, our of fear, 
that the report that had run of his death 
was a trick to diſcover their intentions ; 
and the [errour of theſe laſt was ſo great 
_ That 
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that ſome of them began to think of making. 
away themſelves ;* thereſore to prevent the 
.confequences of theſe ' different agitati- 


'OnS, Ceſar care to Rome as ſoon as his 
ſtreygth would permit him. In perſuance 
of the agreement they had made when they 
parted, the Licutenants of Anthony delive- 
red him up two Legions, andithe Govern- 
ment of Africa, which Ceſar left to Lepi- 
dns; having been convinced-of the ſinceri- 
ty of his intentions (for ſome ſecret enemies 
_ of his had accuſed him to his Collegues of 
intelligence with Pompey. But the moſt preſ- 
fig and difficult affair was to content the 
Souldiers without provoking the People ; it 
was abſolutely neceſſary either to abandon 
the ſeveral Towns deſtined for their re- 
compence, or elſe to ſatisfie them with Mo- 
ney to eſtabliſh themſelves elfewhere. The 
my Freaſuxy was exhauſted, and Ceſar 
faw no help from thence ; almoſt all the In- 


habitants of the Towns concerned in this - 


matter were come to Rome. Women with 
Children in their Armes, whoſe young 
years and innocence drew every ones com- 
paſſion, daily filled the Temples and pub- 
Tick places with their lamentations. The 
People ſaid openly, that thus War had not 
been undertaken for the publick, good, but one- 
ly in perſuance of the Triumvirs private unte- 


reſt, and that ſince-they had reaped the ad- 


vantage of it, it was but reaſonable that they 


ſhould bear the charger, and not reward their 
Souldiers with the oppreſſion of the poor. dine 
£ | Thoſe 
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Thoſe that thought themſelves more poli- 


tick, diſcourſing concerning this manage- 
ment of the Triumvirs, ſaid, that by effa- 
bliſhing Troops in the Cities their intent Was, 


wholly to bring them under, and reduce them 


to 4 kind of ſlavery. Ceſar all this while 


was not ignorant of theſe complaints, and 
patiently bore theſe murmurings ; tur then 
he borrowed Money on all hands for his 
Men, and when that was not ſufficient he 


was forced to give them Places for their in- 
heritance. The Town of Cremona was one. 


of thoſe that ſuffered moſt in this diſtribu- 
tion, for being ſo well affected to Brutur's 
fide, and Mantua onely by reaſon of her 
neighbourhood had more than her ſhare in 
theſe misfortunes, in which the Muſes 


choiceſt Darling, and the greateſt Wit and. 
beſt Poet that ever Roze brought forth had. 


like to have periſhed. This was the Poet 
Virgil, who was a party concerned in this 


publick calamity, for defending the poſſeſ- 


lion of his ſmall Eſtate from Arrius the 
Centurion, encouraged to it I ſuppoſe by 
the knowledge of his own :merit and the 


friendſhip of ſome great Man at Rome; but: 


the Souldier as little knew the one as he va- 
Ived the other, and therefore the Poet was 
forced to fly and ſave himſelf from the 


Centurion, who perſued him with his drawn 


Sword, by ſmimming croſs a Riyer. The 
happy Fate that attends on Learning ſaved 
him; and it's probable that this adventure 
contributed to his reputation, fince It - 
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the Subject of that excellentEclogne which is 
the firſt of his Bucolicks. Ceſar himſelf 
was not exempted from datger, for both 
Souldiers and People were equally muti- 
nous and exaſperated againſt him); - for it 
hapned that a private Souldlier, being ſeated 
among the Knights in the Amphitheatre 
to ſee the publick Shews, he made him 
be pulled from thence by an Officer ; 
Ceſar's il|-willers immediately gave it out 
that he was drawn to puniſhment, the o- 
ther Souldiers in great fury immediately 
mutined againſt him, and he had had difi- 
culty enough to ſave his life from them if 
their Fellow had not preſently appeared 
untouch'd. He was forced to endure all 
theſe inſolencies by the neceſlity he had of 
the Souldiers to preſerve his dignity, which 
he could not maintain without their aſli- 
tence, and they too having all their hopes 
depending on their Generals, were for their 
own ſakes abſolutely obliged to proteCt them; 
and for this reaſon they kept in Arms and 
very well united among themſelves. How- 
ever, Fulvia, Anthony's Wife, made her ad- 
vantage of theſe diſorders to bring her de- 
figns about; the report of her Husband's 
unfaithfulneſs to her bed inclined her to be 
revenged on him in like manner : She would 
willingly had Ceſar partake in this piece 
of revenge, but he was not inclined to it, 
which drew upon him all the rage of this 
Woman, agitated at the ſame time with 
ſuch a furious paſſion as jealouſly, and more 
| exaſperated 
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exaſperated by the fruſtrating her defires. 
-  Lucins, Brother to: Anthony, was then 
Conſul - tie had all the defe&s of his Bro- 
ther, and not one of his vertues, at leaſt 
; if one would believe the Anthours of- that 
i age, who living under the Empire of the 
Succeſſours of the Ceſars, took care to 
make their Enemies odious In the charafters 
they gave of them. But to ſay truth; if 
we conſider the refolution he ſhewed-at'Pe- 
= 7/7, there is reaſon to imagine that. this: 
account. of theirs is extremely to his difid- 
vantage. | He was very. mych obliged to 
Fulvia, for having got him the hononr of 
Triumph, for his conquering ſome Nations 
"Ein the Alps; he was beſides: affiſted by the 
counſel of' Maninlp Anthony's Friend”, who 
was Indeed a Man: of ſenſe, but very dange- 
| rous to deal with. To them did Fulvia 
repreſent: that Ceſar doing all in his own 
name attributed to himſelf all the applauſe, 
| as well as the conferring all manner 'of re- 
compences and exemptions. She made Lu- 
cius {ſenſible that it was convenient they 
ſhould go together to the Quarters of An- 
thony's two Legions that were delivered 
to Ceſar, and with her ſhe carried” her 
Children. There they publickly declared 
that there was no need of depriving inno- 
cent perſons of their Eſtates, ſince the poſ- 
ſeſſions of the Triumyirs open and declared 
Enemnes were ſufficient to recompenſe the 
Souldiers. This diſcourſe gained them the 
good Wills of all thofe who thought them- 
To ſelyes 
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ſelves unjuſtly driven out of their inheri- 
tances, by reaſon they were not at all con- 
cerned in the Civil War. Ceſar ſaw well 
enough to what end theſe tran{aCftions ten- 
| Ced, but as yet was notable to oppoſe them; 
Lucius propoſed to him the ſtaying for An- 
thony eer he diſtributed the rewards, but 
the impatience of the Souldiers nor allowing 
them time enough for that, he then agreed 
to appoint Commiſſioners in his natne for 
that purpoſe, that ſo by that means he 
himſelf might gain the eſteem of the Soul- 
diers. They then therefore began to put 
Anthony's two Legions in poſſeſſion of the 
Lands aſſigned them , but not till Lucius 
and Fulvia had exhorted them not'to forget 
their General, who had \always been a fa- 
ther to them, and to whom the honour of 
the Victory at Philipps was due, beſides the 
Commiſſaries that were deputed , privily 
adviſed the Souldiers to uſe their own di- 
ſcretion, and doe what they pleaſed; which 
carried them to commit ſtrange inſolencies, 
and enlarge their bounds much beyond what 
was ſet them, evento the laying waſte whole 
Towns. Ceſar in the mean time was the 
object of their complaints, and loaded with 
their curſes, and on the other hand he found: 
himſelf hemmed in by powerfull Enemies ; 
for on one ſide Pompey hindered the impor- 
tation of Proviſions into the Ports of 1ca- 
ly, on the other ſide Domitius and Murcus 
were Maſters of the Sea with their Fleets. - 
' ?Twas in theſe circumſtances ages * 
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he found he had nred co uſe all the prudence 
and addreſs he was maſter of. ' He there- 
fore'exempred from the diſtribution rhe 
Lands of the Senatours, and the Dowries 
of Widows, as likewiſe thoſe Lands that 
could not maintain fuch a certain number 
of Sonldiers; but then to content the Soul- 
dicry to whom theſe exemptions were not 
; at all pleaſing, he granted that the next 
| kindred of thoſe that were ſlain in the laſt 
Battels ſhould have their ſhare 'in the di-- 
ftribution. Thus he was forced to manage 
them by all the ways of gentleneſs he could, 
for the vigorons and bold aftions of his Fa- 
ther Fuliu were now impratticable. The 
Troops were now fenfible' of the abſolute 
neceſlity there was of them, and for that -' 
reaſon were obedient neither to their Supe- 3 
riours nor their Diſcipline, but as they 
themfelves pleat ſo that Czſar was Cau- 
tious how :he dealt with them in fo dan- 
gerous a conjunCture, eſpecially after what 
had hapned to him upon this occaſion. 'He 
had appointed « day of Rendezyouz 
to his Souldiers in the field of Mars 
that there he might proceed to. the di- 
{tribution of the Lands. They there met 
before day, and finding he' came. not 
ſoon enough among them, they begaw to 
grow mutinons and talk yery ſcyrrilauſly 
gr him ; upon this Nonixs, one of the 
'T ribunes, ventured to remoriſtrate to them 
their impatience and the indecency of their 
carriage, but his fpeeches were ſtreighr 
I1 laught 
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laught at, and from jeers they ſoon came - 
to injuries and. blows. The Tribune was _ 
forced to fly for it,and ſeeing no other means + 
to eſcape, he threw himſelfinto the Tiberand 
was there drowned. The Mutineers-drew 
out his Body and expoſed it in the way by | 
which Ceſar was to paſs to the Field of 
Mars, to inſtrut him whatke was to truſt 
to by this fatal example : His Friends gave 
him notice of this diſorder, and counſelled 
him to avoid it ; he would not howeyer 
follow their advice, telling them hs abſence 
would encourage and carry them on to greater in- 
folencies. He therefore went to them, and 
ſeeing the Body of Nomus laid out, he one- 
ly turned a little on one ſide. Being come 
into the midſt of the aſſembly, he ſeemed 
to believe that this piece of Cruelty pro- 
ceeded onely from ſome of Nonias's parti- 
cular Enemies, exhorting the Souldiers 
not to carry on their hatred and revenge 
ſo far another time; then without men- 
tioning it any more, he paſſed to the diſtri- 
buting the Lands and the marks of honour 
That were due to thoſe that had ſignalized + 
themſelves in any action. Some that had © 
not deſerved any preſented themſelves, he 
though he knew them well enough did not 
refuſe them, but accepted them without the 
leaſt ſign of diſpleaſure. The Souldiers by 
theſe teſtimonies of prudence and bounty 
in their General were touched with ſo much 
ſhame and repentance that they required the . 
authours of Nonims murther might be pu- 
niſhed ; 
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niſhed; he anſwered that they would be puniſhed 
enough by the yeproaches of their Conſcience, 
and by the remorſe that would: foll;w ſo ill an 
ation. - This Anſwer of his quite- gained 
their hearts, ſo that all their fury was tur- 
ned into praiſes and acclamations of: joy. 


| In this place we muſt not forget two impor- 


tant reflexions of Appian upon the cauſes of 
the inſolence of the Souldiery , becauſe 
they ſufficiently mark the wiſedom and pe- 
netration of that Hiſtorian. He ſays, that 
£*: as in thoſe times the Pretors and other 
« Officers that commanded the Troops 
« were not created by the ſuffrages of the 
« People according as the Laws required, 
« ſo their authority had no longer that 
« awfull reſpe&t which the Laws uſually 
&« ſtamped upon it; and that beſides, the 
« Souldiers were not_preſent at aſſemblies 
< to offer their ſervice to their Countrey, 
<« but to him that promiſed them moſt for 
& their aſliſtence, not againſt Enemies and 
&« Strangers but their own Fellow-Citizensz 
«* ſo that they did not look upon them- 


_ © ſelves as Souldiers bound to the Repub- 


&« lick by Oaths and Laws, but as Friends 
« who out of a mutual affeftion aſliſted 
& their Friends upon occaſion, ſeeing e- 


<« ven their Generals who'employed them 


for their own particular intereſt, conſi- 
** dered them onely as ſuch. The other 
reflexion Is, < that Deſerters being hereto- 
* fore by the Roman Laws puniſhed with 
** death without any hope of pardon, they

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6 now inſtead of that were well paid and + 
&« rewarded with honours for their deſer- 
« ting; and ſeeing on all fides the ſame 
& Enfigns,, the: ſame Language, and' the 
« fkme Diſcipline, and every one of the 
$ Generals pretending to be authoriſed by 
« the Laws, and to fight in behalf of the 
* Commonwealth ,, they did not imagine 
v they betrayed their Party what ſide foe- 
« yer they took, and under this pretext 
$* | paſſed from one Camp to another without * 
* any ſcruple at all; that this ill principle 
& anddiforder was the cauſe why whole Ar- 
s mies{ometimes forſook their Commander 
«in chief, this bafeneſs being countenanced 
$ by the example of moſt remarkable Men 
F: of either party ; ſo that jt was no longer 


% the Lawsthat kept Men in the ſervice,but 


% the hopes of intereſt and profit, which fal- 
« ling thort of their expectation, was the 
* cauſe that carried them on to ſuch inſo- 
* lencies, and was the original of ſo ma- 
« oy Mutinies and Seditions. 
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CHAP. V. 
Miſunderſtandings between Czſar , Fulvia 
fo Lucius ; They Come to open War: T= 
Neglsgence of Pompey. 


O ME was net at all exempted from 

\. thoſe ills that afflited the reſt of 
Iraly. Proviſions were extreme dear by. 
realon Pompey ſtopped all the pollges by 
Sea from-abroad, and at home the Troops 
conſumed all the increaſe of the Land. Be. 
ſides this, they dayly committed a thouſand 

; inſolences in the City, ſo that all Trading 
ceaſed, and the Artizans durſt no longer 
open their Shops. Lucius ſeemed to be ye- 
ry much grieved at theſe diſorders, and de- 
teſted the Triumvirate as the ſource of all 
theſe miſeries. Ceſar on his part uſed all 
the means he could to aſli{t, or at leaſt to 

. pacific the ppor Countrey People that were 
driver from their Poſſ:flions. He. heard 
their complaints and promifed to doe them 
juſtice, which incenſed the Souldiers that 
were Anthony's, being yet more ſtirred up to 
it, by the artifices of Fulvia. Ceſar openly 
complained of this Woman, declaring that 
ſhe wholly afted againſt the intereſt and true 
ſenttments of her Husband; but ſhe heark- 
ned to no Body but' anus, who perfua- | 
ded her that nothing but a War could foree - "4 
Anthony from Cleopatra's Armes, and bring 
him into Italy. As for Lucius, he had no 

Ii3 other 
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other ſentiments but what were influenced- 
by theſe two. Ceſar having left Rome, 
Lxcius would have gone with him and car- 
ried Anthany's Children ; but -underſtan- 
ding Ceſar had ſent ſome Horſe into A- 
brutzo to hinder the landing of Pompey's 
Troops, he made as if they were ſent a- 


4 ul him, and fo retir@ himſelf unto the 


ands of Anthony, where he aſſembled-the 
Souldiers ; publiſhing that Ceſar. hated his 
Brother and deſigned to ruine him. He 
on the contrary declared, that he was bound 
to Anthony borh by the obligations of intereſt 
and friendſhip, and that Lucius onely pratts-, 
ſed this means to diſſolve the authority of the + 
Triumvirate, which was the onely engagement 
for the Souldiers recompences. Their Ofh- 
cers then aſſembled and agreed upon cer- 
tain Articles which were never executed, 
onely Salvidienus, Lieutenant of Ceſar, 
paſſed the Alps for Spain without any hin- 
drance from Afinius Polio, who comman- . 
ded for Anthony in Gallia Narbonenſis. In 
the mean time Fulvia and Lucius were re- 
tired to Prenefte, for fear (ſaid they) of 
Czſar and his ambition ,, which they made 
out by the example of Lepidus, who had 
not the leaſt authority in Rome. ' The Offi- 
cers of the Veterans went to Rome, where 
they inſpected the Treaty and Articles 
that were made between Anthony and Ce- 
far, and after they had peruſed them they 
engaged themſelves by oath to judge im- 
partially the differences of their Generals, 
according 


according to reaſon and equity, and to that 
end ſent Deputies to Zcizs. He then was 
moyed by their remonſtrances, but 1arnins 
repreſented the face of things otherwiſe, that 


for the Souldiers, Ceſar dealt under-hand 
with them for his own private intereſt. 
That he had ſet Gaz! at liberty, which was 
part ' of \ Anthony's Government , that he 
had overrun all 7aly with his Souldiers , 
although there were but eighteen Towns 
deſtined for them ; that inſtead of twenty 
Eight Legions who were to be rewarded, 
there were thirty four that appeared with 
their pretenſions ; that he had ſacked and 
ravaged even the yery Temples gf the Gods 
to plve them the riches of them: and all 
under-pretence of marching againſt Poxtpey, 


which as affairs ſtood now was impoſlible, 


for want of Proviſion and Ammunition ; 
but that his real purpoſe was by this pro- 
fuſion to engage them to his ſide againſt 4- 
thony- It was to this intent too that he 
fold every thing that belonged to the Tri- 
umvirs in common' fo cheap, that indeed 
he rather gave than ſold; and therefore if 
he was deſirous of Peace, he ought to give 
an account of what had paſſed through his 
hands, and for the future to aCt jointly 


with them, ſince they had regard onely to 


the publick good. Theſe accuſations and 


complaints of theirs were abſolutely againſt 


one article of the EdiCt of the Triumvi ace, 
which in expreſs terms . mentioned , that 
7-8 Ii 4 what 
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whilſt -4nchony was labouring to get Money

tha: this War was onely. an effe 
cunutug,. that he might force his ſecret |E- 
nemic5-r0, declare themſelves, and ſo by the 
confiſcation, of their Eſtates, make a fond. 
for the payment of his Souldiers. Part of 
Azchony's two, Legions whe. were at Ance- 
nds ranhleder theſe Diviſions, deputeg tO 
bim ſome of their Officers. to propoſe. an 
reement,between them, and pur an end to 
theſe Factions, Ceſar gave them a gratious. 
hearing, and aſſured them that he both. ho- 
noured and loved Anthony, and that he 
would never part intereſts nor alliance, but 


that Zucizs had not the ſame ſentiments for . 


him. Theſ: Depuries then manifeſted. to. 
Lucius this Declaration of Caeſar's, and 
plainly told him, that if he-wexe not con-- 
tented to acquieſce in the judgment of thoſe 
equitable and unintereſted. Perſons who 
ſhould be chofen by the two Armies, they 
then knew well which. fide they ought to 
take. Lucins was very ſenſible of theſe; laſt 
expreſſions, and agreed to aConference with 
Ceſar, and to this end made choice of the 
Town of Gabiz, between Rome and Freneſte. 
There then were placed: two. Tribunals for

that Lucius 


each other, fo that on Zaciwws ſide ſome 
Cavaliers were killed, who upon this was 
fo frighted that he could never after be per- 
ſaaded to go any farther. Perhaps Ce/a# 
knowing his weakneſs had given ſach an ex- 
preſs command to engage, that ſo he mght 
(dirs off the Conference. '- Whatever the 
matter was, Lacizs came not, whereuport 
the Judges: gave It againft him, and 'enga- 

themifelves to ferve Ceſar againſt him. 
This firſh at of hoſtility wastaken as'a De- 
daration of War, which began by very 
ſharp Letters Ceſar and Eucus ſent each 
other.  Lxcins had under. his command fix 
Legions during his Confulſhip, and eleven 
others of Azthony's, commanded by Cate- 
TS. _ hedrfvne at Capue, with ſome 
others about his Perſin, and fix that Sal- 
vidienus brought him; ſo that their Forces 
were near upon equal. Zxcins drew Mo- 
ney from thoſe Nations to whom Anthony 
had granted freedom, and Ceſar from the 
Provinces that fell to his ſhare, excepting 
Sardignia, beſides what he took by way of 
Loan, out of the Temples where the pub- 
lick Treaſuries were kept, as at Rowe in 
the Capitol, and in the Towns of neon, 
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- © ther Provinces were not able to give him 
any 'afliſtence ; | for Pompey, afliſted by all 
the: baniſhed Perſons who hated the Trium- 

. vicate; had-laid them waſts, and'if he had 

rightly underſtood his intereſt and known 

how to'manage to his own advantage the 
afteftion the People. had for his Father*s 
memory, he by. theſe Diviſions might ve- 
ry eaſily. have made himſelf Maſter of all 

Htaly ;, for Murcus was come up to him with 

two Legions, twenty four Ships and abun- 

dance of Tieafure ; he had beſides receiv'd 

a conſiderable re-inforcement from Cepha- 

lenia, and his Forces did dayly encreafe by 

addition of Fugitives that fled to him for 
refuge ; but withall he had this misfortune, 
that he had never a faithfull Friend to 
animate and puſh on his irrefolute and 
changeable Temper by vigorous daring 

- Counſels. He was contented. ta.be upon 

the defenfive onely, and calmly fee his E- 

nemies diſpute an Empire to which he had 

onely pretenſions ſufhcient to make both 

Parties when united fall upon him with 

their joint Forces. £ 
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CHAP. Vl. 
Fagius, Lieutenant of Czſar, i overthrown 
in Africa by Sextius, Anthony*s Lieute--. 


nant. Czſar and Lucius make preparati- 
ons of War againſt each other. 


Extius, General of the Horſe to 4ntho- 
ny, governed in Africa, and in perfu- 
ance of the Triumvirate agreement had 
very frankly given up his Forces and Pro- 
vince to Fagius, Lieutenant General to Ce- 
far. Aſſoon as he underſtood by Letters 
from Lucius, that Fulvia and all Anthony's 
Friends were fallen out with Czſar, and 
that this difference was likely to end in- an 
open War, he believed that Faginus would 
deliver-him his Troops again with the ſame 
juſtice and gallantry that. he: had received 
them; but he found he had to deal with a 
brutal Man that had neither. Upon his're- 


Teputation he had among them drew to his -F 
party ſeyeral Africans which joined to the A 
Romans that had ſtill remained with him, 
made up a conſiderable Force, and with ir 
marched againſt Fagius; he waited for him, 
and they came to a fierce engagement, in 
which Fagius ſeeing the two Wings of his 
Army beaten, and that his Men forſook 
him, he killed himſelf with his own hand; <- 
fo victorious Sextus retook the Government 
of the two Lybias. Bocchus, King of Mas- 


THAana, 


ritania , Lucinr's Friend , encouraged by 
this ſucceſs, drove-Carina, one of Ceſars 
Party, out of Africk, On the other fide 
Domitius with eighty Ships ,. manned. with 
two.Legions, and a great number of Slin- 
gers, Archers and armed Gladiators, crui- 
ſed in the Ionian Seas, and pillaged all. the 
Coaſts that obeyed the Triumvirs. He 
came up even to Brundufium.,. and. there 
took ſeveral: of. Ceſar's Ships, who there- 
fore was forced to ſend a Legion thither, 
and ſent for Selvidzenus to him in the mean 
time he drew together all the old Troops 
difpesſed throughout 7taly, and demanded 
afliſtence of. thoſe Prmces that were of his 
Party. Zucins on his fide uſed the ſame di- 
ligence; and beſides, he found he had the 
Peoples favour, who confidered him as the 
Protectour of their Liberty. Therefore 
for this reaſon Ceſar allembled the Sena- 
tours and Roman Knights; he told them 
that hbys Enemies deſpiſed him , becauſe they 
thought that it was out of fear that he delayed 
20 attach, them, but that now' he intended to 
let them know the true reaſons of this his can- 
duft. As for his Army, that dayly. was un- 
creaſed and ſtrengrhned with old tried Soul- 
diers, who breathed nothing but War, but that he 
had an extreme regret to come tothat extremity, 
4s unwilling to att over again the horrours of 
& Civit War, of which not Thrace or Ma- 
cedon was to be the Seat, but Italy, which 
muſt alone endure all the calamities that would 
follow this Diviſion : That he could. not blame 
$ Anthony, 
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Luckts. and that he defived ther to py their 
' endeavours to encline him to reaſon, but that if 
by this he could not be influenced, be would: foon 
make him know that his Patience was the offe®# 
of his Goodneſs and Vertue , not of by 
Fear ;, that in the mean time, he conjured them 
they would bear witneſs to Anthony of his fin- 
cerity, and affift bim againſt Lucius, who jo 
unjuſtly attacked him. Upon this the Senate 
and People deputed ſome of their Body 
to Lucius, who anſwered them that Czar 
had not done fairly, but concealed ſeveral 
things from-'them. Aanns' ſhewed 'them 
ſome Letters of Ceſar's, (which were 'ſup- 
ſed to be fictitious) in which he reque- 
ed them to aſliſt him to maintain his dig- 
nity and authority by violence and force 
of Arms; thereupon the Deputies deman- 
ding who they thonght thoſe were that 
. would oppoſe him, received nothing. but 
vain equivocating Anſwers, upon which 
they retired. Then bath 'Parties betook 
thernſelves to their Arms. Ceſar went out 
of Kome, and left Lepidus to command 
there; he ſent home Clodia, the Daughter 
of Fulvia by her former Husband , whom 
he had betrothed when he firſt made'alli- 
' ance with Anthony. Fulvia outraged at this 
affront,to manifeſt her greater reſentment of 
It, went to'the Camp, where ſhe appea- 
red at the head of the Troops with a'Hel- 
mer 
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met on her Head, and a Sword by her Side. 

And at the ſame time two Legions of Ar- 
zhony's, who were in Garriſon in Alba, 
mutined ; which obliged Ceſar and Lucius 
to march thitherwards to reap ſome ad- 
vantage from that diſorder. Lucius got 
thither firſt, and quelled the Sedition. Ce- 
far in his march meeting with Furnixe, Lu- 
£5s's Lieutenant , who was carring him a 
great reinforcement charged him as he re- 
treated to a Mountain ; the. Night hindred 
his defeat, and gave Furnixs an opportuni- 
ty to get into the Town of Sentia, where 
he was immediately beſieged by Ceſar. Lu- 
cixs ſeeing him engaged in this Siege, took 
the occaſign to return to Rome, and ſent 
thither his Cavalry, which was there re- 
ceived by Nomus, and a little after he ar- 
rived there himſelf with the reſt of his 
Legions. Lepidus durſt not ſtay his coming, 
fince he had openly declared himſelf a- 
-gainſt the Triumvirate, but fled and ſaved 
himſelf in Ceſar's Camp. And in effect. 
Lucius before the People declaimed againſt 
the Triumvirate, which he plainly called ' 
Tyranny : He told them that Czſar and 
Lepidus ſhould ſoon be puniſhed for their vi- 
olences, and that his Brother would renounce 
this unjuſt power to take the more lawfull one 
of Conſul. This Diſcourſe pleaſed the Ro- 
mans, ſo that they ſaluted him with the 
Title of Emperour. Ceſar having notice 
. of this inconſtancy of the People, left his 
Lieutenant to carry on the Siege, and 
marched 
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ma end ed to Rome, Where | Luci 
expect him. . In this while C2ſar*s Liecute- 
nant took the Town of. Sentia, which Fur- 
265 quitted to, follow Ceſar. Lucius when 
he was got out of Rome, increaſed his. Ar- 
my with | Anthony's Souldiers,- who daily 
joined him : But as a great misfortune to 
his deſigns, Barbatus, Anthony's * Queſtor, 
arrived-in.Jtaly, having left his General 


' by reaſon of ſome diftaft. Several Perſons 


demanded of him what: were Anthony's ſen- 
timents of theſe tranſactions in /taly when 
he was informed of -them by Fulvia's Let- 
ters. The Queſtor told them that Antho- 
ny did not at all approve of the meaſures 


- they took to quarrel with Ceſar for what 


he did to maintain the authority -of -the 


" Triumvirate. This: report immediately 


ſpread it ſelf, and quite changed the affec- 


_ tions of many, ſo that believing they 


ſhould not diſoblige Anthony by making 
their Court to Ceſar, withour any heſita- 
tion adhered to Ceſar's Party, where they 
were convinced all the authority of the 
T riumyirate was united. 
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CHAP. VI." | 


The — the two: Parties. _ - 

- ters of the principal Officers,” as Agri 
Salvidienus, Void and Pollio, 4 
clus 5s beſieged in Peruſia. 


HE Forces of each {ide conſiſted in 

three diſtin Bodies, which beſides 
the two Heads of the Parties, were com- 
manded by very able Generals, and who af- 
texwards performed very extraordinary ac- 
Ks ON Ceſar's ſide, and Pollio and Ventidivs 
on that of Lucius. But Pollio had this advan- 
tage over the other three, that he was a 
Man of Letters and an excellent Oratour ; 
yet though he had a great paſſion for Lear. 
ning and Arts, he was no leſs a good Soul- 


.-- dier and skilled in the art of War. He 


eſſed himſelf beſides an exat Man of 
r and a ſteadfaſt Friend : It was this 


laſt Vertue that made him a Partizan of Ar- 


thony's, being bound to him by all the bands 
of Friendſhip which they had contrated 
when they ſerved together under Fulins Ce- 
ſar. Both he and the others were but 
meanly born, and particularly Ventidius 
was reproached for being a Slave; for in 
the War of the Allies his Mother was led 


.in Triumph by Srrabo, Pompey*s Father , 


carrying her little Son in her Armes; af-_ 
terwards mere necelſlity reduced him to hire 
out 
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- out Mules to the Magiſtrates that were em- 
ployed in the Provinces, this gave him an 
opportunity of doing a ſervice for Fulius 
Ceſar, which gainell him the fayour of that 
great Man. 'He then received him under 
his Command, where Ventidins by his va- 
lour making himſelf remarkable, he came 
afterwards to be Tribune of the People and 
then Pretor. In this dignity he by his in- 
rereſt with the Souldiery, was a great help 
to Anthony's affairs, whom he aſliſted very 
powerfully. Anthony out of gratitude uſed 
all his intereſt and authority to get him the. 
charge of Chief-Prieſt and Conſul; where- 
upon the People were very much choqued 
at his preferment, and publiſhed Lebels a- 
gainſt him. Some of the Verſes were to 
this purpoſe : Aſſemble your ſelves and con- 
ſale, O by Augurs and Southſayers, upon this 
extraordinary Prodigy, he that curried the 
Mules is become Conſul. But for all this , 
this very Man, ſo deſpiſed by the Romans, 
was the onely Man that ever revenged that 
ſignal ſhame and affront given them by the- 
Parthians in the overthrow of Craſſ#s. He 

| defeated them in three Battels, killed their 
King's Son, .and was the onelyGeneral of 
all the Romans that eyer had the honour 
and happineſs of triumphing over that Na- 
tion. And indeed the Romans, though 

| late, were ſenſible of the juſtice they owed 

to his valour, in ordaining magnificent 

Funeral Rites for him at the charge of che 

publick. Azrippe had —__ merit, and 

” Bis 
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his yertus was leſs envied ; he particularly 
ſignalized himſelf whereeyer he had any 
command , but above all in the defeat of 
Pompey, and the Victory over Anthony at 
AGiuw. He had beſides ever the, chiefeſt 
place in Augyſtza bis favour, and had the . 
honour to be his $on-in-law, and to leave 
Empexours of his poſterity. He juſtly paſ- 
ſd: for the greateſt Captain of his time , 
and never did Man ſhew more obedience to 
his Prince, nor more ambition to command 
others. He was a great enemy to all de- 
lays, and had no ſooner formed any enter- - 
Priſe but he immediately put it in executi- 
on; Withall he was generous, fincere, and 
_ above all affected a frank liberty of ſpea- 
king bis mind, ſo that he even ſpared not 
taxing his Prince of ſome actions that were 
diſpleaſing to him, as ſavoured roo much 
of. cruelty. Salvidienus his charaCter was 
very different from this ; -he was no better 
born than the others, or to ſay berter, much 
morſe ; for he was but a poor Peaſant, for- 
ced for want to look after Cattel : whilſt he 
was ſuch, there happened to him ſomething 
that appeared a prodigy, his Head ſeemed 
as if all in a flame; this moyed him' to liſt 
himſelf in the Army, where by his valour 
he roſe to the moſt confiderable commands, 
but then he was carried on by an unmeaſu- 
rable ambition to undertake any thing to 
ſfatisfie his unreaſonable deſires; he was of 
a depraved mind, and of an ull turned miſ- 
chieyous temper, thoſe wicked inclinati- 
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fecond Trinmvirate. 

oh3 made him: molt ungratefully .conſpict 
againſt Ceſar, who had made him Conſul 
againſt the received rule, without being k 


Senatour ; but Salvidienns was puniſhed for 


this Treaſon as he deſerved,and fo his Death 
was as infamous as his Birth. - He had now 
repalled the Alps, 'and was marching tb 
join Ceſar in ſpight of Ventidius and Polio, 
who were at the heels of him with their 
Armies. As this joining” was a matter of 
very great importance, LZucius chiefly 
ſtrove to hinder it; and Salwdienus hall 
been utterly loſt if Agrippa had not advan- 
ced between Lucixs and him; and attacked 
the Town of Satrium, which he carried by 
ſtorm. . This Town had ſhewed it (elf yery 
affeftionate to Lucius, and the danger it 
was itt moved him to turn head and relieve 
it ; which gave: Salvidienus opportunity to 
join Agrippa, and fo _y made themfelyes 
Maſters of the Paſſes and Defiles, through 
which the Artnies of Yentiains and Pollio 
were to march, and Zucinus not - being 
ſtrong enough to oppoſe them retreated 
into Perxſia, and there expected his Ge- 
nerals. Ceſar having news of this ſtrait, 
made thicher and rallied Agrippa and Sal- 
ovidienus to beliege Lucins in that place. It 
is ſeated in that Gountrey which was for- 
merly called Herrnria, atid now belongs 'to 


The Ecclehaſtical Dominion ; It was ftrohs- ' 


ly ſituated; as betting built upon @ Hill, 
which thade' Zncins hope Ceſar would ru- 
ine his Army -by- this Siege: he then dil- 
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patched Aanius to Pollio and Ventidius to 


oblige them to come to his relief; and at 
the ſame time ſent out Trsſimims with 4000 
Horſe to ravage thoſe Towns that were for 
Ceſar. Pollio and Ventidius were none of 
the beſt Friends, for each of them would 
have commanded in chief, neither being 
willing to ſubmit to his equal. . Beſides too, 
they were not certain what ſentiments A»- 
tbony would have upon this occaſion of this 
War, by reaſon Lucius had openly decla- 
red himſelf an enemy of the Triumvirate. 
As for Fulvia, ſhe was always governed by 
her own paſſion ; ſhe had raiſed Forces un- 
der the command of Plancys, and by her 
Letters never ceaſed preſling Pollo, Yents- 
dins, Ateius and Calenus to ſuccour their 
General's Brother. But there hapned a 
diſgrace to her, that mortified her extreme - 
ly, for as ſhe was going to Rome to .ma- 
nage ſome new Broil, ſhe met with a Le- 
gion of Ceſar's, who charged her Convoy 
that guarded her, defeated it and took all 
her equipage. At length Pallio and Venti- 
dius took a reſolution to advance towards 
Pernſia in two diſtinft Bodies. Ceſar ha- 
ving intelligence of their motion, with A- 
grippa marched againſt them, hindred their 
joining with Plancus ,, and forced YVentsds- 
#5 Into Ariminum, (now Rimim)) and Pol- 
tio into Ravenna, or according to Yelleius, 
into that Iſle where Yenice now is, and Plarn- 
cus into Pollentia, and leaving ſufficient 
Forces to maintain the ſeyeral Blocades he 
returned to his Siege. ___ CHAP.

- CHAP. vi. 


The Siege of Peruſia. Czſar in danger. The 
extreme miſery of the beſieged. 


'A*® Ceſar could not pretend to force ſo 

great an Army in a place of that 
importance, ſo neither would he make a 
formal Siege of it, but refolyed to reduce 
it by Famine; to this end he drew about 
it a Line of contravallation of fifty ſix ſta- 
diums in compaſs, and withall, carried two 
Trenches to the River Tibur' to hinder a- 
ny attempt or relief of the Enemies on that 
ſide, this Line he ſtrengthened 'with a 


Rampart, flanked with 'Towers at equal 


diſtances, and -at.. his. return :he funk the 
Trenches thirty Foot deep, 'and:covered' it 
with a Wall, upon'which he placed wooden 
Towers, 1500 In. number, diſtant one from 


the other ſixty Foot ; | and theſe were all 


fortified with great Beams, and filled with 
Archers and Slingers and all ſorts of offen» 
ſive Engines. The beſieged ſtrove to hin-: 
der theſe Works by frequent and fierce 
Sallies, and Lucius having. abundance of 
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Gladiators with him, had always the bet- - 


ter of it when they came to?handy-blows z' 
but'then Ceſar's Men had the advantage of 
them by their: Artillery and miſſive Wea- 
pons, at which they were very expert. 
It was in one of theſe: aftions that. Ceſar 
ran - an exireme hazard by a yery extra» 

k 3 ordinary 
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ordinary accident. Lucius ſeeing his Pro- 
viſions daily diminiſhed, reſalved to make 
one greatatrempt on a famous feſtival night, 
believing that-the befizgers would be bufied 
in the celehratian of it, and by that means 
be leſs upon their guard. Ceſar was then 
effering Sactifice very 'near the Walls, of 
Peruſia; the Diviners infpeCting the entrails 
of the Victim, found nothing but fatal pre- 
ſages in them, ,: at: which \Cefar was much - 
concerned, while at that injtant Lucinss 
Gladiators. made a'Sally, :the Sacrifice was 
left, the:Sacrificers fled ,.'and Ceſar' had 
certzinly been- either flain or: taken Prifo- 
ner, if the Legion that was-upon the guard 
in the neareſt 'T renches! had: not ſpeedily 
advanced to his relief in'the mean while 
the Gladiators: carried: away the Victim, 
Entrails and all the preparation of the Sa- 
crifice : | theſe- were reinforced and backed 
by.more- Troops, fo that they charged to 
tlie Frenches, where the fame Legion made” 
head againſt::them; and Ceſar rallying 
ſame Cohorts of his Guards, charged them 
1 the Flank, 'and beat them into the Town. 
Whilft this general diſtraCtion- was in the-- 
Army, for Ceſar?s ſafety, the Diviners alone 
came to him very joyfull, and told him that 
the Gods were propitzous to. him, and that all 
the misfortune. threatned by. the ill-boding En- 
1Kails of the Vittim, concerned onely the Ene- 
mies that had. them 'sn their poſſeſſion, Per- 
haps Ceſar. himſelf did not believe it ſo, 
however the thing was well imagined, and 
adroitly 
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adroilty turned to re-aſſure the diſmayed 
Souldiers,. and indeed afterwards the event 
confirmed - this prediftion. The City of 
Rome had her ſhare in the calamities of this 
War, Corn was exceſlive dear, and the rab- 
ble that upon theſe occaſions obſerve n6 
meaſures nor duty, underſtanding that Ce- 
ſar*s Officers had laid up' great ſtores, roſe 
and plundred the Magazines and ſeveral of 
the wealthieſt houſes in the City. Now Vez- 


tidius, Pollio and Plancus believed they were 


obliged in honour, not to let Zucius be any 
longer beſieged. and reſolved by agreement 
to march and force Ceſ#z to a battel or 
elſe to raiſe his ſiege againſt them ; he de- 
tached Agrippa and Salvidienns with a Bo- 
dy. who could not however hinder their 
joyning, and advancing to Flſna diſtant 
from Perufia 160 Stadiums. Lucius havin 

notice of their approach by the Signals 
they made him in the night by fire was ex- 
tremely rejoyced at it, not doubting in the 
leaſt but they would make ſome great puſh 
for his relief.” ' This was indeed the inten- 
tion of Yentidiur and Pollo, but Plancus who 


always abounded in reaſons and cool conn- 


fels, when they were to avoid fighting, re- 
monſtrated to themygthat Agrippa who was a$ 


ſtrongas they upon their leaſt motion would - 


charge them in the rere, and having Ce- 
far before them there was no avoiding the 
defeat of their Troops, for which they 
alone were reſponſible to Anthony ; this 


Counſel which was not without grourids 
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added to the diſlike they had of Lucius his 
conduct made them think of a retreat , 
which. put the beſieged into utter deſpair, 
they attempted another Sally though with 
as little ſucceſs as the former, for all the 
fight laſted from nine at night till next 
morning. Then Lucius made a review and 
- an inventory of all the proviſions that were 

In the place, that he might the better di- 
ſtribute by meaſure amongſt the Souldiers, 
without any conſideration of the Slaves; 
and to hinder them that they ſhould not 
deſert, he ſet Guards upon them leſt they 
ſhould inform the enemy of the extreme 
neceſlity they were in : Theſe poor wretches 
reduced to this horrible miſery, wandered 
about the works to ſeek out herbs, graſs 
and roots, and ſome fed upon the vileſt 
Ordgrei which onely ſerved to make an end of 
them the ſooner, for almoſt all of them died 
and Lucius made them be buried in ditches 
on heaps, not being willing to burn them, 
as well for that the beſiegers ſhould not have 
any notice of 1t by the fires,as not to-corrupt 
the Airby the ſtench of the burning Bodies. 
At length the Souldiers preſſed by the want 
and famine which daily encreaſed, begged 
him to give them leave to make a general 
Sally, as defiring rather to dye with their 
Arms in their hands, than to periſh by ſo 
terrible a death as ſtarving. Yet they ho- 
ped to behave themſelves ſo gallantly, as 
ro put an end to all their ſufterings by a 
eloxious Victory oyex their enemies. Im- 
mediately 
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_ mediately  Lucixs approved of this reſoly- 


tion of theirs, telling them, thet they had 
nothing elſe to truſt to now, but either. to dye 
or Conquer ;, they reſolved therefore to fally 
at break of day to avoid the diſorder that 
might happen in the dark, and provided 
good ſtore of iron Crows, Mattocks, Spades 
and other tools to break Ceſar*s wall, and 
they had Ladders and long Hooks to ſcale 
the Walls and paſs the Trenches, and fo 
oppoſe the enemies Towers, which had 
beams and timbers in them to fling upon 


the Walls in the nature of Bridges, with 


ſuch like preparation theſe brave Souldiers 
with an amazing reſolution fiercely attack- 
ed Ceſar*s lines. The ditch was immedi- 
ately filled up, and the Paliſade pulled 
down, ſo that they came to the Wall which 
they undermined on all fides, while others 
ſtrove by the help of ſcaling Ladders to 


. get upon it; the rowling Towers adyan- 


ced, raining a dreadfull ſtorm of Darts and 
Arrows upon the beſiegers, who were aſto- 
niſhed at this furious aſſault, for the Soul- 
diers of Lucius fought as men reduced to 


| deſpair, death appearing nothing ſo terrible 
to them as famine, and thovgh they foughr - 


with all the diſadvantage imaginable, and 
though they were ſtruck through with 
Darts and Arrows, with which the enemies 
flanked them from the Ramparts, they ſtill 
vigorouſly employed both Crows and Beams 
to make a breach in the Wall, openly ex- 
poling themſelves to the enemies mo by 
wiuch 
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 thongh great numbers fell, yet the reſt were - 
not ia the leaſt diſmayed. By this time the 
nimbleſt that had mounted the Wall came 
io: handy ſtrokes with the foe, and the bat- 
teh grew warmer, no body could retreat 
without falling headlong down, and the 
beſieged fought with that unexpreſlible fu- 
ry, that when they wanted arms; like wild 
Beaſts they uſed their hands and teeth, and 
doubtleſs this obſtinate bravery had gained 
them an abſolute Viftory had. the forees 
been any-ways equal; but Ceſar having more 
men than Lucius, he from time: to time re- 
inforced them with freſh reſerves, which 
at laſt beat the tired beſieged with their 
Engines from off the Wall ; theſe gallant 
men though ſtnnned at their fall ſtil} clung 
to the Wall with their hands, and either 
ſtrove to pull out the ſtones, or elſe by 
their words encouraged their fellows who 
ſtill fought. Lucius moved at ſo extraordina- 
ry a valour and fidelity, and knowing he had 
very great reaſon to preſerye them, whoſe 
courage now onely feryed to deſtroy them, 
commanded a Retreat to be founded : Ce- 
 fars men immediately gave loud ſhouts of 
Joy, and according to the Romans cultome 
when they gained a Victory ſtruck their 
Swords againſt their Bucklers, - the others 
raging at this with all haſte and fury got 
together thoſe Ladders that remained and 
returned to the attack, refolved either to 
carry the Rampart or be buried in the 
Ditch, if Zxcius had not withheld them, 
and 
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with: is tears made them 'retreat. At laſt 


and by his Prayers 


they obeyed him, though with that regret 
as\ cannot be expreſſed. Ceſar at night 
doubled his Guards and Watches fearing 
another attack, and gave his orders fox the 
ſpeedy: marching of relief in caſe of. ne- 
ceſlity. '''As for the beſieged their wearineſs

T Ucn finding himfelf redaced'to the nt- 
3_ moſt extremity,” and finding no -pro- 


bability of. retief,, concluded at laſt to give 


way to this cruel neceſſity, and think of ca- 


pitulating : He therefore communicated his 


intentions to his chief Officers, and though 
amongthem ſome particular enemies of Ce- 
ſar oppoſed it, yet he perſiſted in his reſo- 
lution ; but fearing that the Souldiers might 


deliver him up'to Ceſar, he drew them to-' 


ether and told them, © That in all this 
** War he had no other defizn, but by a- 
« boliſhing 
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« boliſhing the Tyranny of the Triumvi- 
<« rate to {et his Countrey at liberty, which 
« heundertook with more Juſtice, by rea- 
<« ſon all pretences to this pernicious 
« League were ceaſed by the defeat of 
* & Brutus and Caſſins; that Lepidzs had in a 
« manner quitted his part of the Empire, 
<« and Anthony in Aſia minded nothing bur 
« his delights and heaping up money, but. 
<« that Ceſar alone bouyed up the remains 
« of that unjuſt power, which had moyed 
« tim ta lay hold on the Troubles occa- 
« fioned by the diſtribution of-Lands, to 
<« reſtore that rightfull Authority to the 
«© Commonwealth-which had been fo u- 
& ſurped from it,and that he had the greater 
« obligation upon him todoe it, by rea- 
«« ſon he was Conſul. But that Ceſar ro 
« overthrow fo juſt a deſign, - had loaded 
< him with the ill Will and hatred of all 
& the Souldiery, maliciouſly taxing him of 
« endeavouring to oppoſe and hinder them 
« of the rewards they had deſerved, in fa- 
« your of the Peaſants; that at firſt he 
« knew nothing of theſe reports, and that 
« when he did he deſpiſed them, that he 
&« had beſides deputed Commiſſioners to di- 
« vide the Lands, and ſo he might have 
« hindred the Veteran Souldiers joyning 
« Ceſar, and fighting againſt their own 
<< Intereſts, as they would plainly ſee by the 
« event: knowing therefore we were rui- 
« ned by Famine, not by the Valour of 
&« our foes, and ſince our Qfficers abandon 
LE 
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ſecond Triumvirate. 
us; Icould have made uſe of ' ſeveral 
< expedients for my own ſecurity, beſides 
« 'the fatisfaCtion I felt for doing my du- 
« ty and behaving my ſelf like aman of 
« honour : But bowever, this is none of 
« my intention, I conſult your ſafety be- 
« fore my own Glory, and am now ſend- 
« ing to the Conquerour to offer him my. 
<< Lite and Perſon, provided, in making 
« me the object of all his hatred and re- 
« yenge, he ſpares you, ye that are Ro- 
« man Citizens, ye that have formerly 
«< ſerved under him, and who in maintain- 
* ing ajuſt and noble Cauſe, are not van- 
<«« quiſhed by the force of his Arms, but by 
« extreme Famine. After this diſcourſe, 
he choſe out three of his chief Com- 
manders to go to Ceſar, which the Soul- 
diers {aw with a great deal of regret, and 
withall were full of Praiſes of the Vertue 
and Goodneſs of Their General. Theſe 
Deputies repreſented to Ceſar, that as the 
Souldiers and Officers on both ſides had one 
and the ſame Countrey, that they were all 
of them allied to one another, either by 
kindred or friendſhip. having ſerved toge- 
ther under his Father and under him, the 
befieged- hoped he would not treat them as 
objects of his revenge, ſince it was not any 
averſion againſt him, that made them take 
up. Arms, but out of a motive of pure af- 
feCtion to their Countrey ; taking example 
of thoſe noble Romans that were their An- 
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ceſtours.To this they added many other rea- 


{ons, 
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ſons, to moderate Cd/ar"s reſentments.” Ce- 
ſar who was well informed of the ſeyeral 
Intereſts and Inclinations of his Enetties, 
and knowing that there were feveral a- 
mong them that had never born Arms but 
againſt him, and others that entred into 
this party vnely to have their ſhare of the 


. Lands, anſwered very diſcreetly, That he - 


pardoned thoſe who had ſerved under Antho- 
ny, but as to the others they ſhould yield upon 
Dsſcretion : this he ſaid in publick, but he 
privately told Furnius one of the Deputies, 
That he intended not the leaſt injury to Lu- 
cius and by Souldiers for what was paſt, but 
onely to ſome Enemies of his, who out of Ma- 
lice to him had been the occaſion of all theſe 
diſorders : When the Deputies returned to 
Peyuſra, all thoſe that judged Ce/ar's hate by 
what they bore him, were extremely en- 
raged with Furnius, for his private confe- 
rence with Ceſar. They repreſented to 
Lucius, tnat they were Intended as Victims 
to Ceſar's cruelty, becauſe he knew their 
affection to their Countrey,-and that they 
ſhould capitulate for their ſafety, or elfe 
reſolve all to dye with their Arms in 
their hands. Zxcins moved with Compaſ- 
ſion for ſo many People, ſaw there was a 
neceſlity of ſending other Deputies, but he 
knew none more proper than himſelf, and 
therefore immediately went without taking 
any hoſtage or caution for his ſecurity. 
Ceſar advertiſed of this went to receive 
him, and to ſhew his carneſt deſire he had 
[6/0] 
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to put an end» to:this War, was the. firſt 
' that came out of 'his Camp: As foon as 


ever Lucius eſpied him, he commanded thoſe 
that were with him to make a halt, and 
he alone advanced to the brink of the Ditch. 
They were both of rhem clad-in their Or- 
naments of War, and adorned with all the 
marks of their Dignity ; after the firſt com- 
plements and actions of Civility ; Lucia 
ſpoke after this manner.

CHAP. x. 
Lucius Speech to Czſar, his Anſwer. 


F I had not the honony to be a Roman 7 ſhould 
now appear full of Confuſion, for being 
Conquered and yielding upon diſcretion, having 
that in my hands that would keep me from 
that ſhame ;, but after I bad fought againſt a 
Roman for the common good of our Coun- 


_ trey, 1 donot in the leaſt think, my ſelf dif- 


houred by being vanquiſhed by a General that 


:s a Roman. TI do net ſpeak, this to avoid. 


mhatever you decree againſt my Perſon, for 


you ſee I am come alone into the midſt of the 


Troops to ſurrender my ſelf 10 your diſpoſal, 
without any conditions for my ſelf, or deman4- 
mg any ſecurity, or making any other requeſt 
than for the pardon of thoſe that ' have ſerved 
me in this War ;, even the reaſonableneſs of 
the thing may be a motive toit, and your own 

antereft

entereſt requires it : and therefore to convince 
you throughly of this, I will firſt Fi wa 4s to 
my ſelf,, and after of thoſe that followed me. 
1 do not pretend to conceal from you, that I 
alone am the Authour of all that has been atted 
againſt you, and therefore think, it juſt that 
all the reſentments ſhould light on me, and if 
I ſeem to makg ſome excuſes, "tis not that 1 
vainly hope for any aſſiſtance from my Brother 
or his Friends, for that #4; now too lare, 
but that it is neceſſary you ſhould know the 
mruth which ] will nos now diſguiſe or palliate. 
When I undertook, this War, my deſign was not 
zo uſurp your Authority , but to re-eſtabliſh 
that of the Common-wealth oppreſſed by the 
power of the Triumvirate, and you your ſelf 
muſt needs yield this truth, ſince by the very 
Editt of the Triumvirate, you owned your Au- 
thority was not lawful ;, but that you had this 
Pretext, that you were forced to take up Arms 
againſt Brutus and Caſſius. Now they are 
deſtroyed and none of their party are in a 
condition to oppoſe you , what pretence have 
you to be in Arms, unleſs it be to make your 
ſelves feared and obeyed ? Iſawthe five years of 
your League expired, and hoped to reſtore 
the Conſular dignity , and the rightfull and 
lawfull power of the other Magiſtrate. I own 
that in perſuance of this, I bad leſs conſide- 
ration for my Brother than the Republick,, my 
intent being to force him if need were at his 
arrival to concur with me in this deſson,and as 1 
paſſionately deſired this Glorious aftion ſhould be 
done in my Conſulſhip, and you mioht oye 
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thority, but ſecing all your motions tended 0: 
cherwiſe , 1 came to Rome to.force you to ity 
. kyowing myſelf a Roman, and conſiderable 
both by birth and for the Office I-bore : theſe 
therefore are the true reaſons that carried me 
to: take up Arms, and not the Counſels of a 
Manius and Fulvia, mach leſs the diviſion of 
the Lands you allotted the Souldiers that fought 
at Philippi, nor was it any Compaſſion-for 
thoſe that were driven from their Houſes and. 
Inberitances z quite contrary, I had named 


Commiſſioners for the diſtribution, who had. 


order to ſtrain. a'point in favour of the Sout- 
aters againſt the Peaſants, this however u the 
pretence you have uſed to animate \the Vete- 
ran Souldiers againſt me, by making them be- 
lieu: 1 oppoſed ut © it was this that moved 
them againſt me, and that has taken away all 
the Confidence that I had in them, and all the 
Will they had to ſerve me, by which I confeſs 
you bave your ' own wntereſk in. the inten- 
tion you had of making War with me, and 
1 have mine in declaring War to compaſs my 
intent. And ſince I have put my ſelf into your 


hands, I do not in the leaſt fear to tell you 


plainly the true Senſe I bad and ſtill have of 
your Condutt, whatcver you pleaſe to decree a- 
gainſt me : It #s this as I bave already told you, 
' that moved me to come to you my ſelf, and as 
to what. concerns my Kindred, my Friends and 
- my Troops, if you will but take it in good 
part, 1 will now give you advice that ſhall 
turn both-to your Glory and advantage ; _

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this is not to fhew any reſentment for what 
has paſſed ix this difference, but to conſider the 
unconftuncyof fortune that depenals 0n the chance 
of War, not to fright the Souldiers by pu- | 
niſhing them, but by Gentleneſs draw then ro 
ſerve you npon occaſion, as they have already 
a vain the Conſpiratourr, and ſhew them by 


your uſage 'of them, that their greateſt ſecu- 


rity will be to follow the uerour. But 1 

ho Connfel is ſn; 5 pg. rnd by an 4 
my, 1 conjure you not to impute 4s 4 fault the 
fidelity they have fhewed me, nor the misfor- 
rune that | followed it, bat to turn all your 
Vengeance apninft” me, 'as the onely cauſe of 
theſe ills : vt as this that vbliged-me to ſpeak 
ro 'you T1:provate, to take away all 'the ſuſpicion 
they nels have had, that in feeming to af- 
felt ſpeaking for their intereſt andl ſafety T 
w#oht onely Conſult my own. This diſcourfe 
that ſhewed a reſolution 'and 'greatneſs of 
Soul, worthy of an ancient Roman was:not 
very pleaſing to Ceſar, but the took care 
not to teſtifie all his reſentment: againſt 
him, that was the brother of Anrhony, whom 
for ſeveral \reaſons he'was'oblized to have 
a conſideration for. As he had a great pre- 
ſence of mind and a ready Wit, the thus 
anſweredthim. As ſoon as 1 underſtood you 
came to me, I advanced out of my Camp 0 
meet you, to give you full liberty of \explain- 
ing your Thoughts ;” the Snbmiſſion you have 
fhemn 1 yielding your ſelf ro me as thoſe ought 


to doe, that are touched with remorſe, keeps 


me from remarking the Crimes you \nnjuſtly 
charge 
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 fecond Triumwvirate. 
charge met with, and the diſpuiſing ſo man 
h_ truths, though this £ er; - Fas 
injures me more than your former Afions ; 
but fince you frankly give me up both your 
felf,, your Friends and your Troops, this ge- 
nerous proceeding hinders me p atting 
what 1 ought, both as Conqueronr and injured. 
You have by this quite diſarmed my Chaler 
and my Powey : I therefore return you yourt in 
letting you enjoy the condition: of ater former 
agreement, though the Law of Arms _ 
lige you. to obey without reſeſtence, the Will 
of the Vanquiſher. I will however doe what is 
wortby of me, and for the reſpet# I.owe the 
Gods, my Dignity and your own Perſon, which 
ſo nobly 7 you abandon to me, I will not at all 
betray the truſt you have placed in niy Good- 
neſs and Clemency. As theſe diſcourſes are 
not Ficitious or merely Ornamental, and 
that Appian who reports them, aſſures he 
took them out of very faithfull Memoirs 
which remained concerning this War, it is 
hoped the length of them will not be dif- 
pleaſing, what intention ſoever there were 
of not being - engaged in the recital of 
Speeches. 
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CHAP.-XI. 


Lucius 4d Czfar part. Lucius delivers up 
the Town. Czſar ſpraks to the beſieged 
 Souldters with indignation, he puniſhes the 
Senatours of Peruſia, the Town « pillaged 
and by accident burrit. Tiberius continues 
the War in the Kingdom of Naples, from 
whence he is driven by Ceſar. 


PHE twoGenerals partcd well enough 
ſatisfied with each -other in appear- 
ance. Ceſar could not forbear praiſing Zu- 
cizxa his great courage, which all his misfor- 
tunes had not been able to abate. - Lucius 
above all things eſteemed Ceſar?s great mo- 
deration,, and his manner of expreſling 
things of fuch moment in ſo few words z 
he commanded all his Officers to go and - 
receive their Orders from Ceſar, and carry 
him their muſter Rolls, as was uſual with 
the Romans, who when they took Orders 
trom the General always ſhewed the mu- 
ſter Rolls of the Legions. Ceſar in giving 
it out commanded them on their fide to 
keep a Guard,and he didthe like on his. The 
next morning by break of day he offered 
Sacrifice, and Luci marched out his Troops 
in good order, who ſaluted Ceſar as far as 
they could diſcern him: He commanded 
them to halt upon the ground he ſhewed 
them, -the old Legions who demanded their 
ſhare of the Inheritances on one ſide, _ 
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the new raiſed ones on the other. The Sa- 
crifice: ended, Ceſar crowned with Laurel 
mounted on a Tribunal, -and commanded 
all the vanquiſhed Souldiers to lay down 
their Arms; - he then reproached the ingra- 
titude of the old Legions with terrible 
threats, and though they had notice before 
he would doe fo, it filled them all with 
fear. Ceſar's Souldiers, whether by permiſ- ' 
ſion of their General , or moved with Pi- 
ty at their dejefted Companions, advanced 
to them, and embracing them with tears 
begged mercy for them. Czſar as very: 
much moved, fiercely told them, they #l- 
ways oppoſed his Intentions, and though in 
truth he knew them to be wery brave, yet be 
would fain know of them what injury they had 
received from him, or what advantage the 
hoped for from his Enemies, that ſhould make 
 thembear Arms againſt his Perſon, his Souldi- 
ers, and indeed againſt themſelves. ſince he one- 
ly laboured for their intereſt, but that be 
would not inſiſt upon this any farther , and 
therefore in conſideration of his Souldiers he 
pardoned them, and for the future would not 
look upon them as Enemies, but Souldiers that 
would follow none but himſelf. This Speech 
was followed by general ſhouts of Praiſes 
and Acclamations ; he then ordered his Of- 
ficers to receive thoſe of LZucins into 
their Tents, and his Souldiers to encamp 
where they were, till he had reſolved up- 
on what part to ſend them to, and what 
Officers ſhould command them. Afﬀeer- 
ws n= —WEY wards 
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wards without coming down from his Tri- 
bunal, he fent to LZncizs to come out of 
Peruſia : This Conſul then appeared a lit- 
tle afrer accompanied 'by his Lientenants, 
and all the Senatours that were of his party, 
who were very much caſt down at this re- 
volution. Ceſar's Troops entred Peruſia, 
and ſeized upon all the Poſts and places 
of Arms : he cauſed Lxcius to ſeat himſelf by 
him, and his chief Officers received all the 
Senatours with orders to uſe them well, 
but withall to look well after them. In the 
mean time the Inhabitants of the Town 
were upon the Walls, from whence with 
lamentable Cries they ſued for pardon. 
Ceſar ordered they ſhould all come forth, 
except thoſe that compoſed the Council of 
the City, and it was againſt theſe that he 
employed all his vengeance and ſeverity ; 
it is ſaid, that when they were brought be- 
fore him laden with Chains and begging 


for mercy, he replyed onely theſe terrible 


words, Ye muſt die. and then made three 
hundred of them be ſlain as Viſtims near an 
Altar, erected in honour of his Father up- 
on the ]des of arch the fame day he was 
murthered ; one onely named Lucius Emi- 
lizs was ſpared, becauſe being at Rome after 
the murther of Fulizs Ceſar, he counſelled 
the Conſpiratours ſhould be put to death. 
The Town was going to be pillaged, when 
one of the nobleſt Inhabitants called 2a- 
cedonicws , Put fire to his own houſe and 
ſtabbed himſelf; this fire carried. on 7” : 
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hieh wind foread it ſelf from houſe to houſe 
high in pgs an hour taid all Peruſia in 


_ aſhes, except the Temple of Vulcan. Ap- 
pian reports, that this Maredonicus was one 
of. Lizcius his Souldiers named Ceſtins, who 
had this Sirname given him, becauſe he had 
ſerved a longtime in Macedon : Thus ended 
this fatal War which threatned Ucaly with 
utter deſolation. For although Polo, Ver- 
tidius, Plancus, and other Commanders of 
Anthony had ſtill chirteenLegions and fifteen 
hundred Horſe, whether it were that there 
was no good underſtanding among them, 
or that they .did not approve of Lxci- his 
Conduct, they all withdrew and retired 
themſelyes 3 ſome to Brunduſium , as Plan- 
cxs.mho left the two Legions he commanded 
to Agrippa, Others to Tarentun, and ſome 
to Ravenna. Polio alone magdean honoura- 
| ble Retreat, and went and joyned himſelf tq 
Domitius. Fulvia deſperate with theſe mis- 
fortunes ſaved her ſelf at Brunduſium, and 
- from thence palled over into Macedon. T- 
berius maintained the remainders of the 
party a long time after near Naples. He 
was a man uluſtrious for his Family , but 
much more conſiderable for his Valaur and 
Wit; he had been Pretor, and was then 
High Prieſt, yet his name had remained in 


Oblivion had it not been for his marriage 
with Zivia: She was of a noble Family, 


a branch of the Clandian centred by Adop- 
tion into the Livian. She was Miſtreſs 
_ of abundance of -Vertue and Beauty, but of 

Wn _ L114 much 
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much more agreeableneſs and addreſs. The 
Friendſhip of Tiberius with Lucius had 'en- 
gaged him to his party, and his defeat had 
not diſcouraged him, he endeayouredall he 
could to repair this miFfortune, eyento ſer 
Slaves free ahd make them Souldiers : Ca- 
ſar to quench this fire in the beginning 
marched towards Naples with diligence, ahd 


_ attacked Tiberins ſo briskly, thar all he could 


doe was to ſave himſelf in Sicily. One may 
here with 7elle:us refleft upon the ſtrange 
turns of Fortune, which may learn vs, that 
as to what regards the future, fears are often 
as falſe as'hopes. Livia flying the fury of 
Ceſar waited on onely by one ſervant, and 
carrying her Son in her Armes after ſhe had 
made prodigious eſcapes from danger, was 
forced to get into alittle Boat'to get to her 
Husband ; her Son who was then'but two 
yearsold had like to haye heen the innocent 
cauſe of death to her that gave him life, 
by diſcovering twice by his crying. This ex- 
tremity of theirs, and the-ſmall hopes they 
had of Ceſar's Clemency gave them-but very 
flender hopes : However, after the return 
of Tiberius to Italy by the Treaty made 
with Pompey, Livia was ſo fortunate by her 
beauty to Conquer the heart of Ceſar ; he 
marriedher and loved her paſſionately to the 


yery day of his death : And thigWoman, 
whom Caligula was wont to call Viyſſes in 


Petty-coats, ſo well knew how to manage 
Ceſar's Temper .by her cunning, that ſhe 
obtained of him the Empire for her Sog.. 


Since therefore there appeared no Enemy 
in Jraly after the defeatof Tiberius, Ceſar 
went to Rome, where he entred in Trium- 


phant Robes, and Crowned with Laurel. 


There were celebrated publick Feaſts, and 
it'|was ordained , that whatever General 
ſhould hereafter merit the Honour of Tri- 
'umph and ſhould be Crowned, that Ceſar 
ſhould haye a ſhare inall his Honours, 


CHAP. XI. 


The diverſions of Anthony and Cleopatra, 
The Prodigality of their Entertainments. 
The ingenutty of Cleopatra. 


AN was ſtill fixed at Alexandria by 
the Charms of Cleopatra, and thought 
of nothing but enjoying thoſe Pleaſures, 
ſhe every day preſented him with, in ſome 
'new and delightfull ſhape : Never did any 
one poſſeſs like her the Art of refining and 
heightning them by the Charms of Novelty. 
She introduced them in the moſt ſerious 
buſineſs, and even the moſt inconſiderable 
trifles when managed by her, received ſuch 
an Air as made them agreeable Diverſions ; 
{o that whether they played or treated one 
another, or hunted, this Queen ſtill made 
one,” and was the Soul of all interming- 
ling by ſome lively piece ;of Wit. She 
would 'often run about the Town with .4»- 
thony in diſguiſe, and' go. into Tradeſmens 
ſhops, and jeer and: ſcold with thein, _

they many times met with yery pleaſant re- 
plics, and fometimes blows. *Twas og 
theke occaſions that Cleopatra ſhewed all her 
Gayety and Wit, whether it were in main- 
taining or retorting Raillery, or in telling 
the ſtory. of ſuch dventures, with an un- 
paralleFd grace : theſe ways however were 
very odious, and diſguſtfull to the graver 
and ſoberer fort of People. But the Egyp- 
::4ans who in general have a great deal of 
Wit, were not at all diſpleaſed with this 
familiar Corres of theirs, and faid plea- 
ſantly, that Anthony ſewed them. hu Comt- 
cal Conntenance , and kept a Tragical one for 
the Romans. The Queen had beſides in- 
vented a Society, they called the Inimita- 
ble life, and thoſe: who made the moſt 
fumptuous Entertainments carried away the 
Prize. The expence of theſe Treats were 
exceſlive, as appears by theſe two examples. 
AGreek Phyſician Friend to Anthony's Clerk 
of the Kitchin , came one day where the 
Meat was dreſting, and among abundance 
of other proviſions, he faw eight whole 
wild Boars a-roaſting; he imagined that 
theſe were making ready for a great num- 
ber of Gueſts, and asking his Friend, he told 
him ſmiling, chat there were to be but twelve at 
this Feaſt, but that the exaft hour being un- 
certain, and the Meat to be ſerved at a pun- 
ual nick of time, when it was exquiſitely reſt, 
and that being paſt, others of the ſame kind

This Phyſician being afterwards in the ſer- 
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vice of Antbeny's eldeſt Son, was one day 
at his Dinner, whither there came-a can- 
ting kind of Mountebank, who as fs uſual 
with ſuch ſort of Fellows, tired-eyery bo 
with the impertinence of his talk ; thePhy-- 
fician put him this Argument,” there ſome 
kind of Agne, wherein cold Water us good. 
All thoſe K 2 bave Agnes, bave ſome kind of 
Ague , therefore cold water 1s good. for afl 
thoſe that have Agnes. The Quack remain- - 
ed filent and non-pluſt, and Anthoxy's 
Son was ſo pleaſed with it that he faid 
to the Phyſician, 7 give thee, Philotas, for 
this Feſt all that thou ſeeſt there, pointing 
co 4 Cupboard of golden Plates of a great value. 
Philotas thanked him for this favour, behey- 
ing he was onely obliged to him for hisGood

an Officer of the young Prince, who bid him 
put his mark upon them, and as heexcuſed 
himſelf out of a belief ſome inconvenience 
might happen to him, what ſays the Offi- | 
cer to him, do not you know that he who 
makes you this Preſent 15 the Son of Anthony ? 
But however, If you will take my Connfel ac- 
cept rather of the value in Money, for it may 
happen, that his Father may be concerned for 
the loſs of ſome of them, becauſe they are an- 
tick, and of the hands of excellent Maſters. 
The other example did not happen at this 
time, but yet it fitteth our ſubjeCt too well 
to be omitted. Anthony by that time he 
_— returned 
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returned from the Parthian War,was grown 
a great. proficient in the © Exypticr ſumptu- 
ouſneſs and Luxury, and daily carried ic on 
with greater delicacy and expence; yet Cleo- 
patra affected being nauſeated, and looked 
upon his Entertainments with a deſpiſing 
Air, onely to oblige him to ask her, as he 
did, What ſhe could add to the Magnificence 
of his Treats. 1 will ſaid ſhe, give you one 
that ſhall coſk 10000 Sefterces ;. he judged 
the thing impoſſible, and out of pure cu- 
riofity would lay a Wager with her of a 
conſiderable Sum. Next day ſhe made a no- 
ble Feaſt, but it had nothing 1n it extraor- 
dinary. Azthony then believed it was his 
turn to Rally her, and already demanded 
his Wager. when the Queen deſired him not 
to be ſo haſty, that this was but the firſt 
Courſe, and that ſhe would ſup alone on 
that Sum; bring in ſaid ſhe the ſecond 
Courſe, they brought in onely a golden Cup 
filled with a very ſtrong diſſolving Vinegar. 
Anthony was waiting all this while for the 
end of this Myſtery. Cleopatra had two 
Pearls for her Pendants of- an ineſtimable 
price, never was there any thing ſzen more 
beautifull, either for the water, the large- 
neſs, or the ſhape of them. She then took 
off one and put it into the Cyp, which when 
it was immediately diolyed ſhe drank it 
up. Plancus that was judge of the Wager, 
preſently laid hold on the other which ſhe 
was taking oft, and- condemned Anthony to 
looſe the Wager, who was extremely Foe 
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Vol.IL ſecond Triumoirate. 
bled for the loſs of ſuch a Jewel. The re- 
maining Pearl after the death of Cleoparre 
came into the hands of Ceſar, who ' cauſed 
it to be cut aſunder, and [made of it two 
Pendants for the image of Yenus, which he 
thought gloriouſly adorned with half - of 
this prodigal Queen's ſupper. In this man- 
ner did this witty e/£oyptian Charm- this 
great man, delightfully carrying him from 
one Pleaſure to another, and as ſhe: had an 
admirable turn of Wit, ſhe ſometimes chan- 
ged her pleaſantneſs into an agreeable ſe- 
rious Moral. Anthony loved Fiſhing, . but 
had never any good luck, and he ſeemed to be 
troubled at it, which indeed was a very 
pleaſant ſubjeC&t for a man of his CharaCter ; 
but- in this he was of the Humour of all 
Lovers, who are out of all patience when 
they doe any thing ill before thoſe they 
love, and Cleopatra as has been ſaid was at 
all his Diverſions ; he made ſome Divers go 
under. water and faſten Fiſh they had ready 
to his hooks, in this manner he pulled vp 
his line (wo or three times well loaden;with 
an extreme ſatisfaction. The Queen though 
ſhe ſoon underſtood that trick, ſeemed to ad- 
mire his. good fortune : She laught heartily 
at it at night among her Favorites, and invi- 
ted them to the ſame ſport the next day, 
every cne came. and they took Boat to be- 
gin to Fiſh. Anthony threw out his line 
and preſently felt it loaded, over-joyed he 

lucked it up, but was ready to fall down 
\ Tor ſhame, when he ſaw a piece of old you 
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fiſh at his hook, which the Divers bad faſt- I | 


ned to it by Cleopatra's otder, eyery 

at this: pleaſant adventure, Repel 
Queen ingeniouſly told him, Leave, my Lord, 
the Line and Nets to us Egyptians; fiſhing 
5s our buſineſs, who: are Sovereigns of Pharos 
and Canopus, yours 1s to take Cities, Provin- 
ces and Kings.

Anthony receives the news of his Brother's de- 
feat. He reſalves for War, and makes an 
alliance with Pompey. Czxſar marries Scri- 

- bonia. The death of Fulvia. Antho- 

' Ny #s Maſter of Domitius his Fleet which 


yields to him. 


Here was more than need of ſuch im- 
| portant News as me then received to 
draw Anthony from the Charms that held 
him ſo ſure; he underſtood thar hisBrother 
had been overthrown by Ceſar , that his 
Wife and all his Friends had quitted 7raly, 
that Ceſar had made himſelf Maſter of Gaul 
which belonged to him, and that he had con- 
ſtrained the Son of Calenus after the death 
of his Father to deliver him up eleven Le- 
gions which he commanded in that Pro- 
viace. From another part they fent him 
word, that the Parthians under the com- 
mand of Pacorus their King's Son, afliſted 
by Labienus and Barzapharnes had made 
themſelves 


theniſelives Mafters of Syria. That Ats- 
gormns the Brother of Hircanus High Pricft 
of the Jews, had broughr them to Feruſa- 
lem, which they fackt, andcarried away Pri- 
ſoners, Hircanas and Phaſa#us, and Herod's 
brother who was himſelf fled into the moun- 
tains of Judes. Theſe ſucceſſes fo difad- 
cagious to-Anthony's affairs made him think 
of War, and to this end he got together 
two hundred Ships, his intent was immedi- 
ately to fall upon his Enemiesz but the 
- earneſt inſtances of Falvia 'and hisFriends 
. forced him to turn toward /2dly. 'He went 
from Alexandreato Tyre, from whence paſ- 
fing by theifles of Cyprus andRhodrs he came 
to Athens, where he met Fulvix : He was 
extraordinary angry at what had happened, 
and above all with MMamns-,' whom he ac- 
ccufed as the caufe of all theſe diforders. 
:Libo, Pempey'sFather in-Law, with Sarurni- 
was and fore other Senatours,tryed tomake 
'a'League between theſe two Generals, for 
That Pompey had received Fulss Anthony's 
Mother with a'great deal-of reſpe&t, he told 
them, that he was extremely-obsped to POM- 
Pey for bis Civility, and thut Fe would let 
ſlip no occaſion of returning it, and that the 
would joyn'Interefts with him if Cxſar came 
#0 an open breach, but that if 'he kevr to the 
- Agreement 'they had 'maile, he would engage 
'Cefar ito grint him bis Priend/hip. Ceſar 
-gdvertiſed of his intentions was very wil- 
1ing to it, but withallforgot nothing that 
tight make for-his -own intereſt. He +2 

er- 
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derhand animated the Veterans againſt A> 
thony, ander pretencethat Pompey who was 
engaged.with him, would hinder then of 
their rewards which they enjoyed : though 
they had reaſon to believe that Pompey would 
doe ſo, yet the reputation that Anthony had 
gained at the Battel of -Ph:lspp;, made them 
have a great Veneration for 'his Valour ;, ſo 
that though Ceſar knew himſelf ſtronger 
at Land, than both' Anthony | and Pompey 
joyned together, having no ſeſs than forty 
Legions, yet as he was not well aſſured of 
the -affettion of his Souldiers, and that he . 
wanted ſhips of which they: had great ſtore ; 
he thought it convenient to hearken to--an 
accommodation.. Scrivoria the Siſter of Libo 
was a rich Widow , very conſiderable for 
the Digaity of -the two Huſbands ſhe had 
had, but ſhe was one of thoſe perverſe 
Women, whoſe uneaſie yexatious.Pride is:a 
great plague toa Husband; + Ceſar did not 
ſtick at preferring her before the. faireſt and 
nobleſt Ladies of ;Rome, that he might gain 
The Friendſhip of Libo who eſteemed himfelf 
very much honoured by thisalliance, andſent 
ms free Conſent from S:cily. Among, the 
Legions of Ceſar there were ſix, who were 
very affectionate to Anthoyy's intereſt; and 
as Lepiaus lived now in Jtaly as a private Per- 
ſon, Ceſar made as if it were unbecoming 
the Majeſty of the Triumviri, and ſofent 
him to Africa, the Government whereof 
was deſigned for him,with theſe ſix Legions. 
After he had got rid of Lepidns and the fuſ- 

; : pected 
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petted Legions, he ſet himſelf to flatter 
Luc, and in all their Diſcourſes praiſed 
his great Courage and his Zeal for his 
Countrey , and finding he valued him- 
ſelf very much upon this particular, eyen 
to the. laying that he was ready to take up 
Arms againſt his own Brother, if he would 
not ſubmit his Authority to that of the 
Commonwealth, he gave him very great 
praiſes for this high piece of Gallantry, and 
ſaid it was not reaſonable he ſhould be em- 
ployed againſt his own Fleſh and Bloud, 
and to that end deſired him to go and Com- 
mand in Spain, but gave him ſuch Lieute- 
nants, as in effe& were real Guards upon 
him. The merit and Character of Czſar, 
was very extraordinary, and the World 
muſt own that he is with all Juſtice ranked 
among the greateſt Princes that ever were. 
Suetonizs and the reſt of the Hiſtorians give 
ſufficient teſtimony of it; but they have 
none of them penetrated to the bottom of 
this exquiſite Politician's deſigns, which in 
this place appear in their-greateſt excellency, 
and contributed full as much to his Riſe as 
his own proper deſerts : 'cis true indeed that 
this great Cunning was joined with great 
Vertues and very noble Qualities, for with- 
out them it wou'd be but a kind of ſordid 
Craft, which commonly raiſes. men onely 
for their greater confuſion. Anthony, in- 
formed of theſe Tranſactions, advanced 
towards Jtaly, without ſhewing the leaſt 
£oncern for Fulvia whom he left ſick at Ss- 

M m Cyonia 
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cyonia ; this laſt negle& and ſcorn of her ; 
Husband finiſhed what his infidelity had. be- 
un, ſhe was not able to bear ſo many miſ- 
ortunes at once, but dyed In that City la- 
mented by very few. Anthony was now 'in 
a very great perplexity. Domrens cruzed. 
the Ionian Seas with a Fleet much more 
powerfull than his, and there was a neceſ- 
lity of fighting his pallage. At * Corfu 
they met, and here Anthony ſhewed that all 
the delights of egypt had not in the leaſt 
diminiſhed that great courage which he had 
ſignalized in ſo many aCtions. He comman- 
ded his whole Fleet to lye by upon their 
Oars, and with five Gallies onely made up to 
that of Domitius. Plancus , who was none 
of the braveſt, by no means approved of 
this condude of his, terming it an extraya- 
gant piece of raſhneſs; telling Anthony , 
It was impoſlible that ever Domztius wou'd 
be his friend, who had been engaged in the 
Conſpiracy againſt F. Ceſar. In the mean 
time the Veſſels ſtood their courſe notwith- 
ſtanding all his politick reaſons, and he was 
ready to dye with fear to ſee himſelf al- 
moſt inthe midſt of an Enemy?s Fleet that 
came up in a fighting poſture. One of Az- 
thony's Guards, who ſtood upon the Prow 
of his Gally, fiercely called to thoſe of Do- 
mitius to ſtrike their Flag to Anthony , who 
was of a higher quality than their Com- 
mander in chief. They immediately obey- 
ed ; and after they had with loud ſhouts 
and all tokens of reſpect ſaluted him wo 
neral. 


neral, drew up-round A7thory. The Soul- 
gdiers on both ſides ſalured each. other , ard 
Domitias himſeH \came on :boaxd Anthony, 
and delivered him vp the command of tis 
Fleet. In this manner Appian relates, this 
ation. But Vele;us with more (probability 
fays, it was thus managed by an Intrigue 
of Pollis's, who by this acquitted himlelf 
of all the Obligations he owed to Anthony. 
The two Fleets being join'd came to an An- 
chor at Palante, a Town in Epirus, from 
whence they ſtood ovyer to Brunduſium..

| this City-Ceſar had five Legions which 
ſhut the Gates againſt Anthony, and 
ftood upon their guard , 1iot againſt him 
they ſaid , but Domitins , Ceſar's declared 
Enemy; upon this refuſal, he made himſelf 
Maſter of the Haven.and Iſles, and blocked 
up the Place. This Town is almoſt encom- 
paſſed with the Sea, except one avenue On 
the Land fide, which Anthony defended dy a 
Trench fortified by many Towers. Hefent 
to Pompey, to adyance with his Forces and 

| "RMA enter 
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enter Ttaly. . Anthony's Troops beſides took 
Sigionte in Auſonia, and Pompey beſieged the 
ities of Thauria and Coſance. Ceſar mar- 


.ched with his Army in all haſte , after he 
had detached Agr:pps, againft Pompey. A- 


ippa re-took Sigzonte ,. and beat Pompey 
rom Thwria. The Veterans were vexed at 
this War, and while they were drawn to- 
gether by order of Ceſar to goe againſt 


Pompey, as ſoon as they knew Anthony and 


he were joined, they refuſed to march. 
Ceſar, though he found they were ſo diſ- 
taſted, made them follow him, which 
they did but onely out of a deſign to come 
to an agreement. In the mean time An- 
thony had ſent for his Army from Macedo- 


-nia and hardly prefled the beſieged. He had 


beſides manned ſeveral Veſlels with Pea- 
ſants and uſeleſs People, and brought them 
into the Port of Brunduſrum which did 
much intimidate the beſieged, thinking he 
had been re-inforced with conſiderable Suc-_ 
cours. He had here a misfortune which 
yet he fully repaired by his Valour. Ser- 


'viliur , one of his Officers, with 1200 


Horſe . which he commanded, went over 
to Ceſar. Anthony received this News as 
he was at Table; he with. all his friends 
that were with him immediately roſe, and 
march'd with onely 400 Horſe to 1r;4,where 


Ceſar had placed a body of Cavalry of 1500. 


Theſe men, aſtoniſhed with the preſence 
of Anthony, whom by reaſon of the Victo- 
ry of Philipps they believed invincible, 

| yielded 
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yielded to him, and he brought them to 
his Camp. The advanced Parties on both 
ſides came up to the very Works, and re- 
proached each other : at length Ceſar's 
Souldiers declared to Anthony's that they 
were come thither to no other end than 
to oblige their two Generals to a Peace 
and that if Anthony would not yield to it, 
though they had always a great veneration 
for his Valour, yet they were too much ob- 
liged to Ceſar, not to ſerve him till death, 
As Anthony very well knew their Valour and 
Experience ; theſe Diſcourſes made him ſe- 
riouſly reflect upon the Conſequences of 
theſe Jarrs. It hapned, the year beforc, 
Ceſar had ſent-to him Coccerus and Cecinna ; 
the former of theſe was a very wiſe, well- 
meaning man. and equally obliged to A- 
thany and Ceſar; he eaſily foreſaw there 
might ariſe ſome difference between them ; 
he therefore ſent back Cecinns, and ſtaid 
himfelf with Arthony. When they came 
to Brunduſium , he aSked permiſſion to re- 
. turn to Ceſar, offering to carry any Letter 
from him. Anthony refuſed to write , tel- 
ling him , That Czſar. was his Enemy , That 


he had nothing to ſend to him but Repraaches 


for his foul dealing, which he had already told 
him by Cecinna : however added laughing , 
If you pleaſe, Pll ſend twice as many Let- 


rers by you to the ſame purpoſe. Cocreius an- 


ſwered, That he oupht not to account Czlar 
his Enemy who had bad ſo much conſidera- 
then for his brother Lucius and his other 

Mm 3 friends,

friends. Tu then, replied Anthony, out of 
pure friendſhip that he ſhuts the Gates of Brun-' 
duſium againſt me, debauches my Sonldiers , 
and ſeizeth upon the Provinces that are fal- 
ler to my ' ſhare; for , as to bus Civilinnes, 
me underſtand the motives of them well 6- 
newth ;, he uſes my friends well, that by bis 
ſelf-intereſted Liberalitics be may make them 
my Enemies. Coccerim finding him too much 
moved, would inſiſt upon it no longer, but 
went 10 Ceſar, who appeared amazed at his 
return and reproached him with his long 
ſtay among his Enemies. After ſome Excu- 
{&s, which Ceſar took in good part, Coccei- 
#4 laid before him the Reaſons Anthony 
pretended he had to complain of him, upon 
which Ceſar to clear himſelf faid, He had 
rot taken the Command of the Army from 
the Son of Calenus, a young man and unex- 
perienced., but onely to hinder the deſion of 
Lactus, who tv to re-eftabliſh the Au- 
thority of the Common-wealth,, and that it 
4s Contrary to bus Orders that the Gates of 
Brunduſium were ſhut againſt him; but that 
thoſe who commanded there thowoht they were 
obliged tovs, ſeeing Anthony alled with Pom- 
pey their commin Enemy, and accompanied 
with Domitius one of the Aſſaſſines of hw 
Father Julius, and who had declared himſelf 
his Enemy by ſeveral afts of hoſtility. Coc- 
ceius anſwered, It was trxe, that by their 
Treaty they engazed themſelves not to enter 
into any Alliance with the Muriherers of Jult- - 
us Ceſar, and that Anthony had not, _ 
| | _ woul 
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would he ever forget the reſpeft he owed tg 
bis memory ; that Domitius was wone of the 
Conſpiracy , not being named in the Decree 
made againſt them: It was true indeed, he 
had followed Brutus; but if he intended to 
call in queſtion all thoſe that had done the 
like, he would have enough to doe: As for 
Pompey , Anthony had not called him to the 
War but for his aſſiſtence in caſe he were at- 
tacked, or to bring them to accommodation, if 
he found Czſar diſpoſed to it. That be- 
ſides, He thought himſelf obliged to tell pim, 
that he bimſelf was partly the cauſe of their 
Joining, by his making War with the friends 
of Anthony in Italy, without which , none 
durſt ever have entertained any correſpondence 
with Pompey. Says Ceſar then, once you 
ſpeak, of Italy, you ſhould not forget the IWar 
that Fulvia ws Manius kenaled againſt me , 
though all this while Pompey had never the 
courage to enterpriſe any thing upon this Coun- 
trey,. onely now he ravages the Coaſts, backed 
with the aſſiſtence of Anthony. There «s, 
replies Cocceins, ſomething more than this , 
which J will not offer to conceal from you, *Tis 
wot the Encoura; ement of Anthony that gives 
Pompey this boldneſs; 'Tis his poſitive and 
particular Commana: He has order to make 
a deſcent, and land his whole Army, which 3s 
very conſiderable, and not barely to amuſe- 
himſelf to ſpoil the Sea coaſts , but bring the 
War mto the very beart.of Italy, if you do not 
quickly make Peace. Ceſar ſaw well enough 
Whither theſe Diſcourſes tended, and did

' not in the leaſt take it amiſs from Coccerus 5 
he onely told him that Pompey had nor yet 
any reaſon to value himſelf for his brave 
Exploits. Cocceizs then told him of the 
Death of Fulvia, cauſed by her vexation , 
and the neglect and ſcorn of her Husband ; 
and added thar, this Obſtacle being remo- 
ved, there wanted nothing but to come to 
a clear underſtanding of each other, to 
make a perfect Reconciliation. Ceſar kept 
Cocceins at Supper , and made him lodge 
with him, bur he could not be prevailed 
upon to write to Anthony; he onely com- 
plained of Fl:a, becauſe ſhe choſe rather 
to retire into S:cily, than give him an op- 
portunity of ſhewing her the reſpect he 
always had for her, as being his Kinſwo- 
man ; and that he would honour her no 
lefs than his own Mother : he prayed Coc- 
ceins to aſſure Fulia of his Sentiments to 
her, and fo ſent him back ro Anthony : as 
he went, he ſaw Ceſar's chief Officers'and 
many old Souldicrs., who all teſtified the 
earneſt deſire they had of an Accommodati- 
on, becauſe they were not willing to bear 
Arms againſt Anthony : he therefore infor- 
med him of the Intentions of Ceſar's Soul- 
diers, and adviſed him to cauſe Pompey to 
retire to his Iſland, and ſend away Domiti- 
#5. Fulia by her Authority ſeconded his 
Councils , fo that Anthony deſired Pompey 
to carry back his Troops to Sicily, and ſent 
Domitius to command in Bithynia : Upon 
This the Souldiers of both Armies named 
three 
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three Commiſſioners to mediate the Accom- 
, modation. Pollio was appointed on Antho- 
ny*s ſide, Mecanas by Ceſar , and Cocceins 
who had the greateſt ſhare in this negotiati- 
on.” had the honour to be the Arbitratour. 
Mecena,, fo well known by the praiſes of 
Virgil and Horace ,, was a Gentleman of an 
exquiſite well-turned wit, of a very gentle 
taking humour, his merit joined with ex- 
pertneſs in buſineſs made him be much loved 
by Ceſar, whoſe favour he ſhared with A- 
grippa. The latter rendred himſelf confi- 
derable by his great ſervices, the former 
by his wit; the one had his eſteem, the o- 
ther his affeftion. MAfecenas was of an 1l- 
luſtrious race, which he derived from the 
ancient Kings of Herruria, however he con- 
rented himſelf with the degree of a Roman 
Knight,, making all the end of his Ambi- 
tion to merit the Fayour of his Maſter. and 
protect and advance deſert wherever he 
found it. The teſtimonies of this generous 
and bountifull diſpoſition are ſeen with ad- 
miration in the Works of the greateſt Men 
of his Age; be heaped his Liberalities up- 


on them to that degree till they were obli- : 


ged to ſay, they bad nothing more to wiſh 
for : this Generoſity of his has appeared 
ſo great an example to thoſe that have pre- 
tended to be eminent for wit or learning , 
that in all Ages ſince, their ProteCtours have 
been hononred with the Name of this illu- 
ſtrious Roman, to excite them to follow his 
Example. The Mediatours had order to 


propoſe 
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propoſe to the two Generals a perfe&t Ob- 
livion of all matters of complaint ; to en- 
ter. into a perpetyal. firm Bond of friend- 
ſhip; and to eſtabliſh it yet more by the 
tyes of bloud, the Souldiers defired Antho- 
z»y ſhould marry Ofavia, Ceſar's ſiſter : ſhe 
was the Widow of Marcell, by whom ſhe 
had a Son who afterward dyed very young, 
when his merit and yertues were preparing 
for him the Government of the World, by 
ſucceeding Auguſtus in the Empire : It was 
of him that /+rgl ſaid, the Deſtinies had 
onely ſhewn bim to the Earth, and taken 
him away, fearing leſt Rome ſhould have 
had too much- vanity for the poſſeſſion of 
fo much good. Ceſar had an extreme love 
and tenderneſs: for his Siſter, though they 
' were. not by the ſame Mother; and, ro doe 
her juſtice, never any of her fex deſerved fo 
'mych eſteem for her excelſent qualities : 
her beauty was the leaſt thing that Ofa- 
via prized in her ſelf, which yet outſhined 
all that was glorious both at ' Rome and 
elſewhere, and eyen Authony himſelf yiel- 
ded that Cleopatra could not diſpute even 
this with her : ſhe onely valued ker ſelf up- 
on her vertue, all her Sentiments were 
. generous and noble; and though all her ac- 
tions were animated by an incomparable 
grace and carriage, yet her greateſt charm 
was ſweetneſs and modeſty, this gallant 
Character ſhe always maintained with a. 
moſt admirable conſtancy notwithſtanding 
all the debauches of her Husband. . _ 
the 
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theſe Conditions of the Treaty were agreed 
toz Ceſar and Anthony had an enterview 
and embraced in the middle of the two Ar- 

' mies, who by their Acclamations teſtified 
their Joy for it : but theſe rejoycings laſted 
not long, for Ceſar's Souldiers addreſſed to 


Antheny-for the recompences he had prom1- 


ſed them after the Battel of Philippe, and 
becauſe he gave them a fierce denial and 
repulſe, they had uſed ſome violence to 
him, if Ceſar with large Promiſes-had not 
appeaſed them. Theſe two Generals then 
made a new Diviſion. Anthony had all the 
Provinces of the Eaſt to Euphrates, from a 


line drawn through the middle of the Tonri- 
an Sea, from Cadropol:s a City of Illyria to' 
Cyrene in Africk.; all from that line to the 


Ocean fell to Ceſar. Lepidus remained in 
poſſeſſion of Africk. It- was concluded, that 
Amhony ſhould make War with the Parthi- 
ans and Ceſar with Pompey, if he refuſed to 
ſubmit to reaſonable- conditions ; that Ceſar 
ſhould give Domtins the ſame aſſurance that 
Anthony had , and pardon all thoſe that had 


born Arms againſt him' at Peruſia. This 
plainly manifeſts that in a Civil War, the 


Heads for the moſt part conſider their own 


Intereſts, by which alone they regulate their 


hatred or their friendſhip. To theſe Condi- 
- tions they added alſo that the 7riumwvir: 
might 1n Jraly levy as many Souldiers as they 
had” occaſion for. Anthony ſent YVentidins 


againſt the Parthians, and Heltnus, Ceſar's 


freed-man, went into Sardima, where /Me- 
| 7 Nas 
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241 made War with Lucins, Ceſar 's Lieute- 
nant. - Aenas had already deſtroyed and 
ſpoiled the Coaſts of * Hetruria, and taken 
Titius,, who was gathering Forces in Gall:a 
Warbonenſis. Pompey pardoned Titus in fa- 
vour of his Father who was with him in S:- 
cilia, and becauſe his had the name of Pom- 
pey written on their ſhields; but afterwards 
we ſhall ſee that Tt: requited this favour 
with a piece of horrible ingratitude. As 
for Menas, after ſome skirmiſhes , he beat 
Lucius and took Helenxs, whom with the 0- 
ther Priſoners he ſent to Ceſar; but he, 
provoked with the loſs of Sardinia, would 
not hear of any Accommodation with Pom- 
pry. The two [rwmvir: went to Rome , 
where Anthony married Ogavia with a diſ- 
penſation of the Senate, becauſe Widows 
were forbid to marry till the tenth month 
after their Husbands deceaſe. All Recon- 
Cciliations between great Men are ever made 
at ſome body?s coſt; whether it 1s they 1- 
magine their confidence to be more firmly 
eſtabliſhed by theſe Sacrifices they make one 
another, or that a Secret is burthenſome 
to them, or that they vent their common 
fury and diſcontent upon ſome unfortu- 
nate perfidions perſon , wha by taking his 
meaſures on both ſides, and Trimming, 
thinks'to make his fortune ; but ſo it was, 
that Saluidienw was the Victim of this Re- 
conciliation. Anthony revealed to Ceſar , 
that this Man had offered him his Troops 
and his Service when he ſent him into _ 
an 
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and had repeated theſe Offers to hin at 
Brunduſium.” Ceſar , mortally offended'at 
this perfidiouſnelſs, accuſed him before'the 
Senate ; he was by it declared Foe to Ceſar 
and the People of Rome, and dragged topy- 
niſhment ; there were publick Prayers made 
and Thanks given to the, Gods for the'dif- 
covery of this Treaſon. Anthony was bla- 
med for diſcovering this, and cenſured for 
being too fond of a new-made friendſhip: 
| he on his part would make his Juſtice re- 
markable in putting Manizs to:death , who 
had been the principal Authour of the War 
of Peruſia and Inſtigatour of the ungovern'd 
Paſſions of Fulvia. | 


CH AP. XV. 


Rome afflicted with Famine ;, the People muti- 
ny againſt Anthony and Czſar ; they agree 
with Pompey; hs Genereſtty. | 


6 i HE People of Rome had but very lit- 
tle ſhare in the rejoicing for -this 

marriage ; they were reduced to a very 
great extremity by the dearth of Corn. 
Pompey who was Maſter of Sicil:ia hindred 
the traffick and importation from Greece 


* and the Eaſt, and his Lieutenants in Sards- - 


nia ſtoppd that of Africk and Spain. One 
cannot but wonder that this People who 
treated 
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treated all other Nations as Slaves, at this 
time were dying of hunger, without their 
aſliſtence ; ſuch a dependence they were re- 
duced to, which was without doubt by rea- 
ſon of the incredible number of the Inba- 
bitants and the Deſolation the. Wars had 
made in 7taly; and this is no ordinary Ex- 
ample of the revolution of humane things, 
that at this time Africa was the refuge , and 
as one may ſay, the Nurſe of Rome. Antho- 
ny preſſed Ceſar either to an Accommoda- 
tion with +Pompey, Or to a vigorous open 
War with him, to open the Trade z but 
they wanted Money , which obliged them 
to lay on two Impoſitions, the one of four 
drachma's and a half for every Slave, the 
other upon Succeſſions and Legacies left 
by Teſtaments. The People irritated by 
want, roſe up in oppoſition to theſe Edicts, 
and aſſaulted Ceſar in the Foram ;, and An- 
thony going to his aid was at firſt ſpared by 
the Rabble, who cryed out, and big him 
retire while he adviſed them to be Face 
able ; but when he endeayoured to ſcatter 
the Mutineers, they threw Stones at him 
t0o., and he had like to have been ſlain, if 
he had not drawn ſome Troops which were 
encamped juſt without into the Fown, who 
charged the Mobile and killed ſeveral of 
them , and the Sonldiers threw their bodies 
Into the Tyber. This chaſtiſing of them quel- 
led the Mutiny, but not the Famine; and 
therefore Anthony was forced to write to 
Ltibo, to deſire him to come to Rome. Pom-

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pey , as was ſaid before , was Libo's Son-in-, 


law, and Ceſar had married his Siſter. L:- 


bo came as, far as the Iſland of *eAnaria , * Ihia. 
where he expected his Paſs-ports ; no.ſoo- 
ner was his Voyage known at Rome, but the 


People tumultuouſly aſſembled to demand 


Peace of the Triwnviri, and threatned 11u- 
tia,, Pompey's Mother , to. burn her in her, 


own houſe if ſhe did not incline her Son to 
it. It wasmo leſs defired on his ſide. Mur- 
. cur ,, Whoſe credit with him was very great, 
adyiſed it with all earneſtneſs. eras alone 
oppoſed it for his own particular intereſt , 
becauſe he was onely valued by Pompey for 
his experience in War : he wrote to him, 


that urcus aſpired to the Sovereign Au- 


thority, which Pompey too eaſily believed 


upon the inſtigation of this enfranchized 


Slave. urcns by his uſage ſoon perceived 


it, which made him retire to Syracuſa , 
where he was murthered by ſome Slaves, 
whom afterwards Pompey executed, to clear 


himſelf from the Murther. It was believed 
however that he was the Authour of it, or 
that MZenas had done It by his order. This 
Action very much diſpleaſed the Senatours 
that were retired to Pompey, who by this 
ſaw themſelves expoſed to the capricious 
humour- of a Man governed by Creatures 
whoſe baſe originals and condition made 
them capable of all ſorts of Villany. In the 
mean time Z:bo came to Rozve, and perſua- 
ded Ceſar and Anthony to an enterview with 
Pompey , that they in perſon, face to face , 
; might 
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might put an end to their differences. Pomi- 
pey at the earneſt ſolicitation of all his Of- 
ficers, not being able to refuſe this, with 
his Fleet advanced to * Puteol:, there was 
a kind of a Mole made , where the Mount 
Miſenus runs into the Sea, for the conveni- 
ence of the Conference. Pompey and Libo 
in a Gally,, and the two others upon the 
Peere. Pompey immediately demanded to 
be an Aſſociate in. the Empire inſtead of 
Lepidus, which was abſolutely refuſed , as 
a piece of injuſtice they ſcorned to uſe to 
their Companion that was abſent ; there 
was much conteſt about this Article, and 
they parted without doing any thing. The 
following days they treated by Deputies. 
Pompey then let fall this Pretenſion , ſo that 
all the difficulty of the Negotiation was re- 
duced to theſe three Articles. © 1. That 
thoſe who were  Accomplices in the Aſſaſ- 
fination of Fulius Ceſar ſhould be onely ba- 
niſhed into ſome Place they would make 
choice of themſelyes. 2. That thoſe who 
for other cauſes were proſcribed , ſhould 
have liberty of returning to'Rome. And, 
3. That theſe laſt ſhould be reſtored to 
their Eſtates. Anthony and Ceſ;r rejefted 
the two firſt Articles, and onely granted 
the Proſcripts, who were none of the.Con- 
ſpiratours,leave to buy their Eſtates. Thoſe 
who were about Pompey , terrified by the 
Example of Afrrcxs, conſented to return 
to Rome upon this condition. But he was 
very much diſpleaſed with them for it, and 
tearing 
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tearing his Clothes for very fageand ſpight; 
called-them Deferters and Fugitives; and 
ſaid that of all bit friends Menas alone had' gi- 
ven him faithfull and unintereſted connſell. In 
the end, the People of Rome preſling on 
one fide, and tia and Ful:a on theother, 
they had a fecond enterview, and the Trea- 
ty was concluded upon theſe Conditions ; 
That from this moment the War ſhould 
ceaſe both by Sex and Land ; That Com- 
merce and Navigation ſhould -be free; 
"That Pompey ſhould withdraw his Troops 
from Jraly; That he ſhould not retain the 
Slaves that fled to him; That he ſhould 
ſuffer -no Inroads or Deſcents to be made 
upon the Coafts/or in the Ports of 7raly ; 
That he ſhould burld no more Veſſels than 
thoſe' he had already ; and that he ſhould 
immediately ſend allthe Corn he had ſto- 

red up to Rome': upon this Condition [they 
granted him for five: years Sreilia, Sardinia, 
Corſica , and all the Iſles which he was in 
poſſeſſion of, and'Peloponneſus. All the reſt 
of the Roman Empire to remain to the Tr:- 
#mviri, They agreed beſides, That Pompey 
might in his abſence, by any of his friends, 
demand the Conſulſhip, and that he ſhould 
have the dignity of Pontifex or High-prieft. 
As for thoſe who were proſcribed, all thofe 
'who had not had a hand in the Conſpiracy 
,mizht return to Rome; thoſe who had not 
committed any Crime; but were fed to 
Pompey onely fot fear, ſhould enjoy all their 
 Efftates,, andthe eulpable- the fourth part 
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onely. The Slaves which had ſerved un- 
der Pompey. ſhould be declared free; and 
the free Souldiers , after their time of Ser- 
vice was expired, ſhould have their ſhare 
of the diviſion of Lands, as thoſe of Ceſar 
and Anthony. This Treaty was ſigned by 
the three Chiefs, and after it was ſealed 
they ſent it to Rome , to be depoſited in the 
hands of the Veſtals. They then agreed to 
treat each other , as a mark and token of 
their ſincere reconciliation. Pompey choſe 
to begin, and when Ceſar and Anthony af- 
ked him where he would receive them ; 
ſhewing them his Galley , anſwered plea- 
fantly, In my Veſſels. The word Carinas 
In Latine ſignifies Veſſels or Ships, and was 
likewiſe the name of a Place in Rome where 
Pompey the Great had a noble Palace, which 
Anthony had ſeized on by right of Confiſca- 
tion. He underſtood the Raillery well e- 
nough, but here we muſt allow that Ce- 
ſar and he extremely forgot their prudence 
upon this occaſion ; and this entertainment 


. hadliketo have coſt themdear, if Pompey had 


not had a generous great Soul : as he was 
at Table with Ceſar and Anthony, and the 

began to railly Anthony upon his fondneſs 
for Cleopatra, Menas approached Pompey , 
and whiſpering him in the Ear told him, 
My Lord, You may now revenge the death of 
your father and brother ,, and make your ſelf 
maſter of the world, "tis but cutting the Ca- 
bles, let me alone for the reſt, The blow 
was ſure, and the temptation violent. Pow- 


Pey 
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pey had thete all his Fleet in Batcalia, and 
the Troops of the other two were aſhoar, 
He, after a little pauſe, anſwered him g 
Menas may wiolate his faith, that may be fit 
for him, but not for Pompey. We have al- 
ready mentioned, that it was a very unfor- 
tunate thing to have the Character of great 
men onely from Hiſtorians, who either 
through fear or flattery decryed the Enemies 
of the Prince they followed. FYelleius, who 
wrote in the time of Au7nſtws, gives us a 
very ill Portraicture of Pompey. Tis eaſily 
perceived he had not all the prudence and 
dexterity of wit that Ceſar had, that was ra- 
ther a defect in his education ;- but that no- 


bleneſs of mind which he drew from his 
birth and diſpoſition, and which he ſhewed- 
here againſt his own Intereſt, 1s enough-to- 
cover all his defects, and ought to oblige 


them to treat his memory more favourably, 
which eventhis aCtion alone is ſufficient to 
render illuſtrious, Plutarch relates this ad- 
venture ſomewhat differently, he makes Pom 
pey give this anſwer to the Propoſal of de- 


nas; You ſhould bave done it tvithout telling mt, 


but now I'm of opinion we ought to keep our 
word, and keep inviolable that faith we have 


engaged. We may perceive by this Anſwer 


that ſo conſiderable -an advantage joined to 
the pleaſure of Revenge, at firſt ſurprized 
his Generoſity , but it was onely'to make it 
break out with greater force, and triumph 
the more In rejecting a perfidious action,

TT Heſe Diverſions. did. not hinder them 
4: from [thinking of more firmly eſta- 
bliſhing their Authority by Alliances. Pom- 
fey promiſed his dapghter to Marens Marcel- 
les, the Son of Oftavia, and they named the: 
Conſuls for the four following years. An- 
thony and Libo were declared the firſt, on 
condition that Anthony might exerciſe his 
Office by the deputation of one of his 
friends; Ceſar' and Pompey were. deſigned 
the ſecond ;, Domitius and Soſius'the third; 
and' Anthony and- Ceſsr were appointed 
to. ſucceed them for, the fourth. Upon 
this they parted. Pompey returned to Srci- 
lia, and the two Triumvirito Rome. This 
*Peace, which: pur an end to: all the Civil- 
wars, Was received and welcomed through 
all 7taly with an incredible Joy ;- the People 
whereever they paſt offered publick Sacrifi- 
ces; they ran in Crowds before them, gt- 
ving them a thouſand Thanks and _ 
| The 
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The Romans above all witneſſed their ſata(- 
faction by Bonefires.,, Games! and publick 
Feaſts : they had prepared them a magniki- 
.ceht entry ; but Anthony and Ceſar refuſed 
that honour, and went into Rome by-night : 
thoſe onely were troubled at the Peace, 
who had made their profit and adyantage 
\ 'by the Confifcations of the baniſhed perſons 
which they had uſurped, and which +got 
them powerfull Enemies ;- for ;all the pro- 
{cribed perfons returned to Rome after they 
had aſſured Pompey of their eternal acknow- 
ledgments and obligations-to him. Thus 
had he the glory. of preſerving -many 1llu- 
ſtrious membesxs: of the Republick, as Ts- 


berins, Silanus,, Sentins, Arontins the Son of 


Cicero, and\other Senatours; their return 
redoubled: the Romans Joy., who for this 
gave publick thahks tothe Gods. Ceſar, to 
keep his Souldiers exerciſed and in military 
diſcipline, -of which Idleneſs is the greateſt 
plague: and. deftrucion , ſent one part of 
-hisForces {into Dalmatia, and led the reſt 
himſelf into Gal; where ſome Rebels had 
begun ro make ſore firs. '* Anthony , who 
remained at Rome, lefc it ſome time after”, 
to:go ito the: Parthian War. . Before he 
went, he cauſed to be ratified by the Se- 
nate: all he had done in" A/ta'; and beſides; 
approve all.he had deſigned to'doe for the 
future. - The Kings he had. eſtabliſhed were 
confirmed by :Qrdinance of the Senate in 
their ſeveral Kingdoms, as Darius In Pon- 
tas, Pharnaces ln Jdumaa , Herod in Fndaa , 
£71 Nn 3 Amint as 
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Amintas in Piſtdia';, and Polemon in Cilicia. 


. One part of -his Tr QOPS Was ſent into / Ity- 


rm , another againſt the Dardanians, and 


the reſt info Epirus.' The City of Athens 


he choſe to paſs the Winter away in with 
Ofavia , in this place he pleaſed himſelf ſo 
much-, that he 'intirely gave himſelf over 
to his pleaſutes and'diverſions, quitting all 
the tokens and marks of his Authority to 
live like a private perſon. At the publick 
Games and:Exercifes he aſſiſted clad in Gre- 
cian habit, and took the pains himſelf to 
part the-Combatants. In his: Court there 
was no bnfineſs: talked of bat onely Lear- 
ning and Philoſophy. -Heoften viſited the 
Academia, the Lyceum, and thoſe places de- 
ſtined to: the ſtudy of Philoſophy which 
have given fo much reputation to that fa- 
mous City. He ſpent .whole days to hear 


their Niſputations and their Conferences ; 


their Feaſts and Entertainments always en- 
ded: theſe pleaſing Diverſions ,- and theſe 


Treats were not made with the Profuſion of 


the e/Zgyprians , .but according to the 'So- 
ders ok Modeſty of the Greeks. Oftavia 
went with him every where :. In this char- 
ming Wife he enjoyed all. the: delights of 
Cleopatra, and thoſe excellent Vertues be- 
ſides, which the e£oyptian had not. ' Ofta- 
via had certainly been Miſtreſs of his Heart, 
if ſhe had not had the misfortune of being 
his Wife : but Anthony was one of thoſe 
who think all innocent pleaſures inſipid. 
But Ofavia had not onely.this Rival, the 
EG TE, - 8 I ; © + Exftra> 
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extravagance of the Athen;ans went as far 
as heaven to find her out another; however 
ſordid Flatterers were never bettef ſerved ; 
Anthony they always called Bacchus, and in 
this quality all mortals were much below 
him ; they propoſed he ſhould marry 24:- 
ervay the Patroneſs of their City. Antho- 
ny accepted of the match; but for the more 
honour of ſuch an Alliance , he asked a 
thouſand talents for her portion ; but ſays 
one of the Match-makers pleaſantly to him, 


My Lord, Jupiter acked nothing with your Mo- 


ther Semele. Anthony, however he laughd 
at this Jeſt, would bate nothing of the 
Sum. It was levyed upon all the Inhabj- 
tants, who revenged themſelyes according 
to their cuſtome , that is , by raillery , of 
which the Love of Cleopatra was the princi- 
pal ſubjeft. Under the Statue of Anthony 
they wrote theſe words , Ofavia and 1M5- 
nerva, tO Anthony , take the baggage again , 
and let's part. He laugttd at their Feſts . 
but took their money , though Dellius, to 
mortifie them the more, made as if he ſe- 
riouſly told him he acted againſt the Ro- 
man Laws, which allowed three years for 
the payment of a Portion. As ſoon as the 
Winter was paſſed, Anthony re-aſſumed 
with the marks of his dignity all the Ma- 
jeity of an Emperour ; he was no more 
ſeen but in the company of his Comman- 
ders. Athens was filled with Souldiers, who 
ſoon. ſcared away the Muſes. He received 
the Ambaſſadours of all the Princes, and 
Nn 4 thought 
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thought of nothing 'but putting his Fleet to, 
Sea. building of Galljes , i aitd- ; Preparing. | 
all things neceſſary for the War he was 
going to VngeTIake.

VoL IE ſecond Triumoirate. go2' of 
king ſome Pirates, they owned: that Pompey I 
had given them Commiſſions to pillage 'the 3 
Coaſts of [raly: lt hapned that the Sena- 
tours that were about Pompey , offended at 
the inſolence of his freed-men ; killed ſome 
of them; and /enas, not thinking Pompey 
concern'd enough for it, . was diſguſted with 
him. Philadelphus, the'Freed-man of Ceſar; 
had'an opportunity of ſeeing Menas inthe 
heat of his reſentment. and dealtwith him'to 
draw him to the ſervice of C:ſar ; promiſing 
him the Government of Sardinia and Corſe 
ca, with three Legions. Ceſar immediately 
diſowned his freed-man , not being willing, 
as he ſaid, to begin the War $ he wrote to; 
Anthony” to return to 1taly to regulate! all 
theſe. diitronces by his Authority : * but 
though Ceſar ſeemed intirely taken up by 
ſuch important affairs,. he found/ſome 1n'a-/ 
nother place which were. much more agree- 
able; and Livia was the ſubject of them. 
The beauty of this woman, joined withare-" 
fined and dextrous wit, made the greater 1m- 
preſſion upon his heart, which was diſguf= 
red at the birter 'inſupportable humour of 
Scribona , fince it is a known truth, that 
there is'nothing makes a Miſtreſs appear 
more advantageous to the eyes of a diſcon-"' 
tented husband , than the ' reflexion” he | 
makes upon the oppoſite diſagreeable man-*: 
ners of an ill Wite. Ceſar could not long - 
hold out: againſt ſo many charms on one: - 
fide, noriagainſt the daily. vexations Scy:h6- / 
714 gave himon the other ;. he divorced _ 
EY an 
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and his love for the other was ſo violent, 
that either by his entreaties or his authori- 
ty he obliged /Tiberizs to yield-him Livia , 
pg then big with child ; but as this 
great belly was an obſtacle to his paſſion , 
he conſulted the Prieſts, to know if it was 
lawfull to marry her in this condition. The 
Anſwer was, that if there was any doubt 
who was the Father of the child, it was un- 


 Jawfull to marry the Mother , but that the 


Vertue of L:via leaving no room for doubt, 
Ceſar might lawfully receive her from the 
hands of her Husband, according to the cu- 
ſtome of the Roman Laws, which permit- 
ted divorce. Perhaps, ſays Dion, this An- 
ſiver was founded upon the ancient Law ; 
but if it had not, they would have been cau- 
tious to have decided it otherwiſe. In the 
Ceremony of marriage Tiberius performed - 
the office of Father , and there then fell out 
an accident which was very pleaſant. Ls- 
via had with her a little child who uſually 
diverted her by a hundred pretty prattling 
ſtories, and ſeeing ſhe was at Table near Ce- 
ſar, and that Tberixs was in another place 
farther off, ſaid to Livia, What do you doe 
there , Madam? Look,, There's your Huſ- 
band; ſhewing her Tiberius: this was not 
the onely Jeſt upon this Subje& ; for Livia 
being delivered at his houſe at the end of 
three months , they ſaid at Rome that every 
thing favoured the fortunate; ſince their 
very children came in three months time. 
In the mean while, the Lientenants of yt 
ar 
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ſar had got together a great.number of Veſ- 
ſels at Ravenna, and the Forces were recal- 
- led from Galtia when Anthony arrived at 
Brunduſium ;, but Ceſar not being there at 
the time appointed, he returned into Greece, 
whether it was becauſe he was ill attended,or 
that he had ſome miſtruſt from Ceſar?s Fleet 
which was very ſtrong, or terrified by prodi- 
gies, is uncertain. One of his Sentinels was 
devoured by Wolves, who left nothing of 
him whole but his Face. and the main Guard 
which was near perceived nothing of it ; 
and the Inhabitants of the City told Az- 
thony that, at break of day they had ſeen a 
Wolf come our of his Tent. Whatever his 
reaſons were, he went back and left Let- 
ters for Ceſar, whereby he exhorted him to 
keep to the Conditions of the laſt Treaty , 
_ and claimed Merar as belonging to him 
from the ſucceſſion of Pompey the Great, 
which was allotted to him. This freed-man 
without any more deliberation went over 
to Ceſar to have his protection, and deliye- 
red him up Sardinia and Corſica : he was 
very well received by Ceſar, and they gran- 
ted him all the rights and privileges of one 
free-born : this his deſerting broke all the 
meaſures that were poſſible to be taken for 
an accommodation. Ceſar wrote to the Se- 
nate to juſtifie his condu&t, he harangued 
his Army, and made his Lieutenant Calvi/i- 
#5 advance, and he ſoon after followed ac- 
companied with eras. Pompey was then at 
Meſſana, - from whence he ſent out his Fleer 
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Menas ; the, two Fleets came-up to each 9- 
ther about Syn ſet, near the Iſland of «£xa- 


.7ia. Ceſar's Fleet paſſed the night in the 


Bay of Cumes, and Menecrates rode at An- 
chor without : .in the morning he made up 
to the enemies. who lay near the ſhoar , ci- 
ther to force them to fight or to run foul 
upon the Rock. JAenecrates was the more 
advantageouſly poſted by -reaſon he might 
receive aſliſtence from the Sea-ward, and 
the others were ſhut up between the Fleet 
and Shoar and had nothing but their ya- 
tour totruſt to ; as for Menas, he was coura- 
geaus even toraſhneſs; who as he had diſtin- 
guiſhed Menecrates, he made down upon him 
with extraordinary fury. The uſe of C an- 
non was not known in thoſe days, fo that 


Sea-fights were decided by handy-ſtroaks , 


grappling the Veſlels, and coming board 
and board,after they.had born the firlt ſhork, 
which was uſually yery violent, becauſe the 
beak :or ſpur of their Gallies was armed 
with Iron or Braſs; the weakeſt went often to 
the. bottom by this firſt on-fet, and almoſt 
all their Ships of war had Oars in the nature 
of . our Gallies to goe with greater force. 
The firſt brunt of theſe freed-men was very 
terrible ; Menas loſt the beak head of his 
Gally, and enecrates had his rudder broke. 
'Then they grappled; and, as if this Fight 
between them were to decide the fortune of 
the Battel ,..they. fought: with: deſperation , 
the hatred of .theſe men animating them 4 
| muc 
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much as glory did others. Menecrates his 
Veſſel was higher than the other, which,was: 


2 conſiderable. advantage to him for the-. 


lancing of darts, which were thrown down- 
right upon that of eras, who, by his. ex- 
treme courage, ſeconded by the bravery of 
his; Souldiers maintained a ſtout Fight, 
though :he had a pile through. his Arm , 
which he pulled out without quitting his 
poſt ; in this inſtant Merecrates was hurtin 
his Thigh by a barbed Dart, which put him 
from fighting himſelf; and, though he ſtill 
encouraged his men, yet JZernas's made more. 
bold by this advantage boarded his Gally 
ſo vigorouſly that they ſoon made them- 
ſelves Maſters of it. enecrates, in de- 
ſpair for his Defeat, threw himſelf into 
ihe Sea, rather than fall into the hands of 
his Enemy , who ſent the conquered, Ship 
towards the ſhoar, and he himſelf bore down 
to help Calviſizs, who fought in the ſtar- 
board diviſion or the right wing of the Bat- 
tel. This Lieutenant or Vice-admiral had 
at the beginning of the engagement broke 
the larboard diviſion or left wing of Pom- 
pey.; but, as he too cloſely perſued thoſe 
that ran, Demochares, Menecrates's Vice- 
admiral , rallied and preſt the remainder of 
Calviſins's ſquadron ſo warmly that he took 
ſome of them, and forced the others to 
buldge upon the Rocks, where he burn?d 
them. Calviſizs, though a little of the 1a- 
teſt, perceived his errour, came up to the 
aſlſtence of his ſquadron, and ſaved "ow 
Ef: ( 
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of them, and, night coming on; retired in- 
tothe Bay of Cumes, although the loſs fell 
heavieſt on Ceſar's ſide. Demochares, aſto- 
niſhed at the death of 1Menecrates, retreated 
to Sicilia , which gave opportunity to Cat- 
viſius to goe out of this Gulf in a very ill 
equipage. Ceſar was then with a powerfull 
Bleet at Tarentum, from whence he went to 
Rheginm to attack Pompey , who had onely 


| four Sail in the Port of Meſſana. Ceſar, 4- 


gainſt the Advice of his Officers , would 
ſtay for Calviſizs, in the mean time, Demo- 
chares joined Pompey , who made Apollopha- 
zes, his Rere-admiral x they were both of 
them freed-men , and certainly theſe fet 
lows, whom he preferred before ſo many 
noble Romans , had either a great deal of 
gallantry and deſert, or a very great influ- 
ence over him : In this Place Ceſar recei- 
ved the News of the Fight at Cumes, and re- 
ſolved to paſs the Strait or Phare of Meſ- 
ſina to meet Calviſus. Pompey, ſeeing him 
engaged in this narrow paſlage, engaged 
the rere-moſt Veſſels, and forced the others 
to draw up cloſe aboard the ſhoar to make 
head againſt him. Demochares, having a Port 
behind him, attacked them with great ad- 
vantage In this narrow ſtrait , where eve- 
ry Ship of Ceſar's had two Enemies upon 
the Bow, without being able to be relieved 
by the others, ſeveral of them ran a-ſhoar 
eithet purpoſely or forced to it. Ceſar 
himſelf was conſtrained to throw himſelf a- 
ſhoar, and neyer did he run more riſque 
\ than 
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than at. this time; and/as he went upon 
the coaſt to rally his men that faved them- 
ſelves out of the ſhattered Veſlels , he per- 
ceived ſome Brigantines that came cloſe a- 
long the ſhoar , he imagined them to: be- 
long to his own Fleet, and did not per- 
ceive his Errour till he was ſurrounded by 
the Enemies that landed. The knowledge 
that he had of the turning ways of a neigh- 
bouring mountain, at that time preſerved 
him from that danger to throw him into 
another no leſs hazardous. A Slave of Ems- 
lizs Paulus, who was then with Ceſar, and 
whoſe Father had been baniſhed , believed 
that a fit opportunity offered it {elf of re- 
venging his Maſter. Hecame near to Ce- 
ſar, as they marched in diſorder, and 
ſtroke at him with his Sword ; the darkneſs 
of the night made him miſs his blow, and 
he was immediately killed by the Souldiers 
upon the Place ;. ſo that Fortune, or, to 
ſpeak more properly, Providence preſeryed 
in one day- from three imminent dangers 
the Man that was deſtined for the Empire 
of the World. When he had gained the 
top of the Mountain, he rallied as many of 
his Souldiers as he could. In the mean time 
Cornificius, who commanded under him, ſtill 
maintained the Combat by his bravery and 
example, he had given the Galley of Demo- 
chares {0 rude a ſhock that he ſank it, and 
as that freed-man went aboard another ,- he 
_ Perceived Caluiſizs and Menas , who came 
to'Czſars aſliſtence : This made him ſound 
a Re- 
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aRetreat, to the-great wonder of Ceſar's 
Army , who were reduced tor extremity, 
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and did. not. ſee the arrival of this: fuccour. 
The weakneſs of the Souldiers ,, and the ill 
plight of the Veſſels hindred- them from 


purſuing the Enemies. They went a-ſhoar, 


and there made great Fires. This night was 
very painfull to the Souldiers,. but no body 
paſt it with more perplexicy than Ceſar 
himſelf in the diſquiet, to know the fate of 


his Fleet : theſe Fires , which he deſcryed 


from the topof the mountain , gave him 
ſome Hopes, which he endeayoured to in- 
ſpire the Souldiers with that were with him. 
But incertainty' and doubt are very vexati- 
ons, and the ftate he left his Fleer in gave 
him mortal apprehenſfions. His Troops 
that were ſpread along the Coaſt had no 
leſs, hearing no' news of their General. 
By good fortune the thirteenth Legion , 
which was neareſt him , perceived the Fires 
he had lighted on the cop of the mountain : 
they- were detached. to know what it was ; 
and when they underſtood who it was), the 
Souldiers of this Legion mounted the Rocks 
without following any Path, and came to 
him : he had then none of his houſhold a- 
bout him ; ſo that night he was waited on 
by the Souldiers : - he ſent every where to 
learn news of his Troops; and knowing 
Calviſins was fafe arrived, he paſſed the reſt 
of the night with more tranquillity. 


CHAP. 


c 
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CHAP. XVII. 
The wreck of Czſar's Fleet. The arrival of 


Anthony at Brunduſium. He agreed wth 


Czſar, by means of Oftavia. 


+ HE day appearing Ceſar ſaw his Veſ- 
ſels ſtranded upon the Coaſt, ſome half 
burnt, others quite conſumed, the Sea was 
all covered with the Wreck ; but that which 
afflicted him moſt was, to ſee the Enemy ap- 
proach to finiſh his Defeat. He ſent to Cal- 
viſas to put the remainders of his Fleet in- 
to a fighting poſture ; and he himſelf pre- 
pared; to aſſiſt him. The Enemies were 
ready drawn up in battalia , without mo- 
ving, waiting to engage Calviſius as ſoon 
as ever he began to work : When immedl- 
ately the Sea began to run very high with 
a Southerly wind. Pompey retired into the 
Port of Meſſana. IMdenas ,, who had a per- 
fe& experience in Sea affairs, ſtood into the 
Offiz with his Veſſels, where he rodewith all 
his Anchors down, and ſtemmed the head 
Sea with the force of his Oars : ſo the grea- 
teſt fury of the Storm fell upon Ceſar's 
Gallies, who were anchored cloſe by the 
ſhoar, and had ran out Booms betwixt them 
and it, to hinder their ſtriking. But the 


Wind increafing, and the Sea rolling up-* 


on them very furiouſly , all fell into difor- 
der, and after the Cables broke and gave 
O o Way, 
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way., ſome were buldged againſt the Rocks, 
and others ſtranded. The noiſe of the 
Storm hindred the Pilots from being heard : 
they could no longer work the Ships ; ſo 
that in this confuſion falling foul of one a- 
nother, the weakeſt were ſplit by the ſtron- 
ger. There one might ſee Souldiers, Sai- 


lors and Officers ſwallowed by the Waves , 


or elſe half dead ſtriving to ſwim to land. 
Night came on and increaſed the horrour 
and diforder : there was nothing heard but 
lamentable Cryes mingled with the noiſe of 
the Waves and Wind. One cryed out for 
help, another called to his Comrade ; 
almoſt all-of them bewailed their miſera- 
ble ſtate and invoked the aſliſtence of the 
Gods : the moſt courageous ſilently waited 
Their deſtiny; but there were ſome thar, 
moved by a fantaſtical kind of deſpair, kil- 
ted themſelves, as if in Death they expec- 
ted ſomething worſe than Death it - ſelf. 
At the return of the Sun the fury of the. 
Wind ſlackned,, and ſome time after the 
Storm ceaſed. The Inhabitants of - thoſe 
Coaſts affirmed that in thememory of Man 
there had not been felt any ſo terrible as this. 
In this Ceſar loſt two thirds of his Fleet, 
with what he loſt in the Fight: to ſhun the 
ſight of this diſmal ſpeCtacle, he went to Vi- 
bonmium. From this Place he ſent Orders to 
his Lieutenants, to double their care and 
their guard, that Pompey upon this advan- 
tage might not attempt ſome conſiderable 
Enterprize, which he thought not on in the 
lealt , + 


leaſt, for which overſight he was very much 
blamed'; nay, he was ſo negligent as to let 
the reſt of Ceſar's ſhattered Fleet paſs by 
him to Y:bonium ;, but this careleſneſs of his 
was the utter raine of all his Deſigns and 
of his Reputation. Ceſar went into Cam- 
pania very much afflicted at his loſs : he 
now found himſelf without Ships or Money, 
and the People of Rome famiſhed and in ge- 
neral crying out againſt this War : he diſ- 
' patched Mecanas to Anthony, to demand 
his aſliſtence, and to explain himſelf upon 
ſome ſmall occaſion of complaints between 
them, and art all hazard reſolved to tranſ- 
port his Army into S#citi4a upon Ships of 
burthen and' Hulks, and attack Pompey in 
his Iſle. In the mean time the City of Rome 
was much terrified with the Prodigies which 
hapned at that time : from Africk there 
came News, that at Clypea a ſhoal of Dol- 
phins had fought with ſo much fury , that 
they were all killed; that it had rained 
bloud: it was beſides obſerved 'at Rome ; 
that on a very great Feſtival none of the Se- 
natours had eaten in the Capitol that day ; 
which was takgn for a very il] omen. One 
of theſe Prodigies onely was welcome to 
Ceſar, becauſe it was very pleaſing to L:- 
via;, as ſhe was in the Countrey, an Eagle 
let fall into her lap a milk white Hen, who 
held a branch of Laurel in her Bill : She 
was no leſs glad than ſurprized at fo extra- 
ordinary an adventure. She bred up the 
Hen, and planted the Laurel , which thri- 
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yed ſo well in a ſhort time, that it afforded 
crownsto all thoſe that triumph'd afterward, 
from that time till Nero ; under whom this 
Laurel and all the young ſhoots of it withe- 
xed all on a ſudden, and at the ſame time 
ended the race of the white Hens, which 
preſaged the Death of that Emperour, who 
was the laſt of the Ceſar Family. But, in 
ſpight of all theſe dire Portents, Ceſar had 
intelligence of two things, which very 
much re-aſſured him; the one was, that 
Anthony was coming to his aid, and that in 
Azrippa he had quite routed the Gazles in a 
very great Battel. This turn of good for- 
tune, as it's very uſual, confirmed ſeveral 
of his Party to his Intereſt, who by this 
time began to waver. Every one ſtrove to 
offer him Money and Veſlels, by which 


means he ſet forth a gallant Fleet , which 


at this time very much raiſed his hopes. 
Amhony arrived at Branduſium with three 
hundred Sail, giving out, he came to al- 
ſiſt C2/ar in this War. Ceſar could very 
well have diſpenſed with it. He thought 
he was already too powerfull , and there- 
fore {ought all manner of Rretences to ex- 
cuſe his going to meet Anthony , who was 
not over-well ſatisfied with his Proceedings. 
He had need of Souldiers, to make War 
with the Parthians; and willing to ſpare 
the charge of a Fleet, he deſtgned Ceſar 
ſhould take his Fleet and give him Land- 
forces. Ofavia offered to goe to her Bro- 
ther, to clear all their doubts and ſuſpici- 
ONS, 
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ons, and induce him to give her Husband 
* this ſatisfaftion. As ſoon as Ceſar ſaw her, 
he gave her a large account of the Dangers 
he had run in his War with Pompey ; very 
much amplifying them and Azrhony?s negli- 


gence in aſſiſting him. O#avia preſently 


{topp'd his Accuſations, telling him, Me- 
cenas had already received full ſatisfattion. 
as to this point ,, and that he had aſſured that 
there ſhould be no more ſaid of it. Ceſar 
twitted her, tht Anthony had ſent Callias 
to Lepidus to engage him to make War againſt 
him. She replied, Callias had no Commiſſi- 
on, but onely to propoſe a Match between his 
fon and Anthony's daughter , and offered to 


deliver him up the man , that he might draw 


the truth from him by torture. And finding 
Ceſar began to hearken to her, ſhe endea- 
voured to gain his Miniſters, the chief of 
whom were Agrippa and Mecznas: they 
had both of them a profound reſpect for 
Ottavia, being very ſenſible of the influ- 
ence ſhe had oyer her Brother's humour. 
You fee , {aid ſhe, Oftavia, 4 woman of the 
greateſt quality in the world, juſt upon the 
point of being made the moſt miſerable of her 
ſex, if by your care and good counſels you keep 
ber not from theſe misfortunes. All the Ro- 
man Empire has their eyes upon me, as being 
the ſiſter of Czſar and wife of Anthony ; :f 
my evil deſtiny ſhould carry them, to make 
war , you have a chance of fortune in favour 
of you, but what ſide ſoever falls, T ſhall be 
unfortunate ,, and ſhall be reduced to the cruel 
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neceſſity of bewailing the loſs of a husband or 
a brother. This moving Argument, joined 
with the affe@tion Ceſar had for his Siſter , 
obliged him to come to an enterview with 
Anthony. For this end they choſe a place 
between /Aerapontum and Tarentum, upon a 
River that bears the name of the latter. 
Anthony came thither the firſt, and as ſoon 
as he ſawCeſar coming , he leaped into a 
Boat, to goe and receive him on the other 
ſide the River. Ceſar. not to be behind- 
hand with him in Civility, haſtily advan- 
ced in another Boat; they met in the midſt 
of the River, where, after they embraced, 
they had avery obliging conteſt, on which 
\ fide they ſhould land ; Anthony was earneſt 
to land on Ceſar's, and he on Anthonys : 
Ceſar at laſt prevailed , under Pretence of 
waiting on his Siſter who was returned to 
Tarenum: they walked together to this 
Town, where Ceſar ſpent the night with- 
out any other Guards about his perſon than 
thoſe of Anthony.who next day went likewiſe 
without Guards, and lay in Ceſar's Camp; 
upon which Approz fays very well, that this 
exceſs of confidence was as great a ſign of 
their Levity.,, as the differences they had 
upon every ſlight occaſion. They conclu- 
ded that Czfar ſhould pur off his Enterprize 
againſt Pompey till Spring, becauſe Anthony 
could no Jonger defer his expedition againſt 
the Parthians, that he ſhould give Ceſar 
120 Sail , who ſhould furniſh him with two 
Legions of 1:alian Souldiers ; and Ofavia, 
EC = ce dn A  - - -" "pon 
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upon her own account, gave her Brother 
twenty great Veſlels, the beſt that were in 
her Husband*s Fleet, and C2ſar complemen- 
ted her with 4000 old Souldiers, to increafe 
the number of her Guards; and the five 
years of the Triumvirate being almoſt fini- 
ſhed, they prolonged it five more purely 
by their own Authority , without valuing 
the conſent of the People or the ratificati- 
on of the Senate. But that which is moft 
{urprizing In this Argument is, that Anthbo- 
zy, who found Ofavia ſo amiable , who ſo 
much admired her vertue, and who owed 
to her care all the advantages he reaped by 
this Treaty , would leave her and a daugh- 
ter he had by her in 7raly; and, for all this, 
Ceſar did not blame the injuſtice of his Pro- 
ceeding. The reaſons they both had for 
their proceeding thus are not come to our 
knowledge, and therefore the Hiſtorians 
have left us the liberty to gueſs at them. 
"Tis not very hard to divine, that Anthony, 
returning into the ;Eaſt with his Soul filled 
with the imagination of thoſe pleaſures 
with which Cleopatra had ſo long charmed 
him, he look d upon his Wife but onely as 
an obſtacle to his pleaſures, upon the falſe 
principle of men of his character ; that all 
the honour and reputation is the Wife?s 
right, but the heart and affection the Miſ- 
treſle's. And as he knew Ofavia's vertue 
would remain unſhaken in ſpight of all his 
ill-uſage and infidelity , he knew he could 
'teaye no body near Ce/ar who would inſpire 
Qo 4 him 
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him with better_Sentiments for him and his 
intereſt. As for Ceſar, whoſe reach was ſo 
extraordinary, although he were very ſen- 
ſible of this injury, he knew well enough the 
noiſe Anthony's uſage of his wife would make 
in the World, and how it would load him 
with all the hatred of the Romans, who had 
a great veneration for his Siſter; and there- 
fore, it may be, was very glad of the oc- 
calion of ſo juſt a pretence of a breach with 
Anthony , when he ſaw it was moſt for his 
adyantage. At this time eras, incited by 
his natural levity and inconſtancy, or outra- 
ged he was not conſidered as he deſerved, 
abandoned the party of Ceſar, and retur- 
ned to Pompey with his Gallies, without 
Calviſizs perceiving his revolt ; which made _ 
Ceſar take from him the Command of the 

Navy, to give it to Agrippa. 


CH AP. XIX. 


Czlar puts a powerfull Fleet to Sea, comman- 
ded by Agrippa. He attacks Pompey in 
Sicilia, Lepidus comes to Cxfar's afſi 
fence. Several Ations. 


A; the better to acquit himſelf 
with honour in this Command, re- 
folyed to have a potent Navy at Sea, and to 
At it out with more caſe and APOBD 
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he made uſe of two Lakes, the Zucrinus and 
the Avernys. The Lakes were Reſervoirs, of 
a prodigious extent ,, made by incredible 


labour and expence in places where the Sea - 


working over the banks in foyl weather had 
naturally formed a kind of Baſin or Pool : 
in theſe Places, Art aſliſting Nature had hol- 
lowed theſe vaſt Receptacles, and made 
them capable of holding a great Fleet : 
here too were uſed and fattened thoſe Oi- 
ſters, Lampreys and other Sea-fiſh, which 
were made ſo famous by being made the 
Chief ingredients of the Roman Luxury : 
theſe Places had communication with the 
Sea by Sluices. Ceſar had given freedom 
to Twenty thouſand Slaves, upon conditi- 
on they were to ſerve at the Oar. After A- 
grippa had employed the remainder of this 

ear and all the next to build ſeveral Vel- 
els, and fit out the other, he daily exer- 
ciſed his Souldiers and his Chiorme.,, ſome- 
times by Prizes which he gave the beſt Row- 
k. ers, otherwhiles by Mock-fights, wherein he 
put in practice all the neceſſary motions that 
belonged to Sea-fhights: by this means he 
trained up expert Mariners and good Soul- 
Miers : and Ceſar, who knew his zeal and 
active diligence, entirely relied on him. 
But as the Loſs he had formerly ſuſtained 
was believed to be an cffe& of the anger of 
the Gods; he reſolved to appeaſe them with 
great Sacrifices. He aſſembled all his Navy 
at Puteol; , where the Miniſters deſigned for 
this function were alſ9 met : they raiſed Al- 


tars 
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tars on the Sea-ſhoar , which were fprink- 
led with the Sea-water , in fight of all the 
Souldiers who were in the Veſſels in a pro- 
found Silence : after which the Sacrificers 
in Pinnaces offered up Victims, and, accom- 
panied by the principal Commanders, row- 
ed round the Fleet, carrying the limbs of 
the Sacrifices; they beſeeched the Gods, 
that all the misfortunes the Fleet was threat- 
ned with might fall upon thoſe Victims then 
offered ; and at the ſame time threw ſome 
into the Sea; the reſt were burned : and then, 
they returned to the Altars, which they 
perfumed with Incenſe and ſweet odonrs , 
while all the Aſſiſtents offered up their 
Vows, Prayers and Supplications. In this 
manner the Romans uſed to bleſs and puri- 
fie their Ships before they undertook any 
great expedition. Ceſar had taken order to 
aſſault Pompey on all ſides, in his Fort, that 
is, In S:cilsa. Lepidus,whom he had ſent for, 
was to land on the South of the Iſle, at Lr- 
lybeum. Taurm, who was at Tarentum, at- 
tacked him on the Eaſt fide, -and Ceſar him- 
ſelf on the Weſt : he made choice of the 
day of the New-moon dedicated to the ho- 
nour of F.Ceſ/ar in the month of July (which 
yet retains his name) to welgh his Anchors 
and fet fail. Pompey on his ue prepared 
to make a very vigorous defence: he ſent 
Pliny to Lilybaum with eight Legions and a 
great number of light armed Foot ; he guar- 
ded all the Coaſts of S:zc:1;a and the Ifles of 
Lipars and Coreyra, to hinder Ceſar from 
: ſeizing, 


Vol. IL fecond Triummnirate. 
ſeizing on them, he himſelf kept in the 
Port of Meſſina with his beſt Ships, to car- 
ry Succours where it was neceſſary. Lepidwus 
was come from Africa with twelve Legions 
and Five thouſand Namidian Horſe upon 
eighty Ships of War and a thouſand Barks. 
Taurus had a hundred and two Veſſels that 
were Anthony's; and Ceſar, followed by Ap- 
pius who was his Lieutenant-general, was 
come from Pxzzolo with a favourable pale. 
Burt it ſeems that neither the Sea nor Winds 
were appeaſed by the Sacrifices. Lepidus, 
by a Southeriy wind which ſank ſeveral of 
his Barks, was thrown upon the Coaſt of 
Sicily, where he landed with much pain and 


hazzard : However he put his Troops in' 


good order; and, after he had taken ſeye- 
ral ſmall Places, he beſieged Pliny in Lily- 
beum. Taurns, foreſeeing the Storm, reti- 
red to Tarentum : but Ceſar ſuffered moſt of 
all; his Lientenant, caſt upon the Rocks 
near Catanea, had the beſt part of his Veſ- 
ſels fplit and bulged ; he himſelf with the 
loſs of one Galley made into a Gulf near 
Eleata ;, but this Bay lying open to the Sou- 
therly wind, which more and more increa- 
ſed, Caſar's Fleet was ſo beaten by ſtreſs of 
weather that he was forced to ſave him- 
ſelf a-ſhoar , with ſo violent a diſpleaſure 
that, they ſay, he cryed out that, however, 
in ſpight of even MVeprane himſelf, he 
would get the Victory. He loſt ſix of the 
great Ships that Ofavia had given him , 
twenty ſix others, and many light Brigan- 
Ine tines 
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tines or pirating Boats , called Liburnice. 
He omitted no care nor diligence to repair 
this Misfortune. He ſent Mecena to Rome, 
to hinder all commorions: this accident 
might cauſe in favour of Pompey, whoſe 
name the People had reſpett for. He en- 
couraged the Veterane Souldiers by freſh 
Promiſes of Rewards. And after he had vi- 
ſited Taurus at Tarentum, where his Ships 
were In good order, he came to Vibonium , 
where he gave order for the re-eſtabliſh- 
ment of his Navy ; but, to ſhew the weak- 
neſs and misfortune of theſe men thus clou- 
ded by a falſe Superſtition, he would ne- 
ver forgive Neptune this laſt diſgrace, and 
made his Image be taken from among the 
other Divinities the day the publick Games 
were celebrated in the C:rcus. On the other 
hand , Pompey gave thanks and offered Sa- 
crifices to this God, and truſted ſo much to 
his aſſiſtence , that he never minded taking 
any advantage from his Adverſaries diſor- 
der ; he ſaid that, theſe repeated Shipwrecks 
in Summer when the Sea 7s_ commonly calm 
were viſible tokens of the favour and proteFti- 
en of Neptune. And he was ſo vain as to 
adorn himſelf with a Robe of Yellow, the 
Colour conſecrated to this God inſtead of 
a Purple one, the uſual Ornament of Romar 
Generals. In the mean time Ceſar refitted, 
his Fleet with incredible diligence , which * 
ſoon made Pompey be of another mind; con- 
vincing him of his falſe hopes he had flatte- 
red himſelf with, that ſo many loſles would 
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diſcourage Ceſar. He therefore ſent Me- 
145 , with the Squadron he commanded , to 
ſee what poſture the Enemies were in. This 
freed-man, whoſe courage and experience 
deſerved better than to be joined to ſo in- 
conſtant and perfidious a mind, already re- 
pented he had gone back to Po-pey, whoſe 
Fleet he thought to have commanded, bur 
was diſappointed. Therefore he reſolyed 
to perform ſome remarkable Exploit, to 
make himſelf confiderable and be courted ; 
ſo, after he had gained the affeftion of his 
Souldiers by the Money he diſtributed a- 
mong them , in three days he made 1500 
Stadiums, and fell upon Ceſar's guard Ships. 
He took three immediately, ſank ſome Vic- 
tuallers, burn'd others; and by theſe brave 
Exploits aſtaniſhed the whole Fleet of Ce- 
ſar, which at that time had no Comman- 
der in chief. He, beſides, made uſe of this 
Strategeme, he ran his Galley into a kind 
of Bay, which had owzy ground, as if he 
had been drown'd and ſtranded, the Soul- 
diers of the Legions who were a-ſhoar ran 
to ſeize upon it ; but when Menas ſaw them 
within reach of his Darts, he threw an in- 
finite number among them, and ſtood out 
again to Sea, laughing at and mocking them 
with Shouts. When he thought he had 
made himſelf ſufficiently formidable, he 
ſent a man to Mindirs, an Officer of Ceſar's, 
to ſpeak with him. A4indius went, and Me- 
nas told him that he was willing to return 
to Ceſar's ſeryice, which the hatred and in- 
juſtice 
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jultice of Calviſus made him forſake. AM#- 
dius told Meſſala of it ,, who being a Man 
of honour onely,,. ſcorned kis Inconſtancy. 
However he made Ceſar acquainted with 
what AfGndius had done with him. Ceſar 
gave him what Security he deſired, but it 
was rather to weaken Pompey's Party, than 
ſtrengthen his own by a Man who was not 
to be truſted. Menas came and threw him- 
{elf at C2ſar's Feet, who pardoned him., 
without leaving him any Command , and 
diſplaced and changed all the Officers of his 
Veſſels. However , if we will believe Ho- 
race, Menas retired himſelf with great 
wealth, and ſerved afterwards in the Poſt 
of a military Tribune. 


CH AP. XX. 


The Attions of Agrippa againſt Pompey , 
who beats Czlar?s Fleet, 
A Little after this, eſſala, by order 
{ A. from Ceſar, went for Sicilia with. 
three Legions, which he encamped near 
the Bay of Taurominum above Lepidus his 
Camp. Three other Legions were ſent to 
Stilide, on the other fide. And Tarrus went 
from Tarentum with all the Squadron he 
commanded, to make himſelf Maſter of the 
Cape of Squlazzo, over againſt T, a 
N 
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in the mean time four of Lepidur his Legi- 
ons, who came out of Afr:ich in Barks, were 
defeated by Papias, Pompey's Lieutenant. 
Two of theſe Legions were utterly loſt , 
except ſome few Souldiers that ſaved them- 
ſelves and got to Lepidus his Camp. The 
other two went back into Africa. Ciſar 
was then with all his Navy at the I1/e of 
Strongyle , from whence he ſaw the Coaſt 
of Sicily defended by Pompey*s Forces who 
were at Pylorus, Myles, Tindaride, and 0- 
ther Places. He left Agrippa to command 
the Fleet ,, and returned to Yibonium , from 
whence going into S:cily he marched to- 
wards Taurominum with Meſſala's three Le- 
gions. Agrippa, who longed for an oppor- 
unity of ſignalizing his Valour, ſeeing him- 
ſelf Commander in chief of ſo mighty a 
Fleet, beſieged Hiera upon the Coaſt of 
Sicily, and after he had taken it, he had 
ſurprized Demochares with fourty Sail- in 
the Port of les, if Pompey had not ſent 
Apollophanes with fourty five others to his 
aid, whom he ſome time after followed with 
eighty. Agrippa had left balf his Fleet at 
Hiera , and went with the reſt to intercept 
Papias, who intended to get into the Port of 
Myles,when at the ſame inſtant he diſcovered ' 
Apollophanes and Pompey, who made towards 
him. He then commanded the Ships that 
were at Hera with all ſpeed to, come up 
to him, and diſpatched a light Brigantine 
to let Ceſar know what danger he was in. 
But that he might not be hemmed in, he re- 
_ folyed

ſolved firſt toengage Papsas, wh was nea- 
reſt hand. Papias his Gallies were light 
and well manned with Rowers; Agrippa's 
were heavy , but ſtronger and loftier, and 
his Souldigrs all brave and men of ſervice ; 
which gave them great advantage in boar- 
ding; for no ſooner was one of Pompey's 
Gallies grappled but it was taken ; there- 
fore they avoided this way of Fighting, and 
onely attacked Agrippa's by ſurprize , bea- 
ring upon their Quarter, breaking their 
Rudders and their Oars. Pompey advanced 
with his Veſſels to encompaſs Agrippa before 
the reſt of his Fleet came to his relief from 
Hiera ;, while Papias made a brave Fight , 
though his Galley were ſplit by Agrippa's 
and he forced to change his Ship. Pompey 
ſeeing the Veſſels come from Hera, judged 
his would be too weak for them, and there- 
fore thought of a Retreat; and though he 
endeavoured it with all order imaginable, 
he could not hinder Agrippa from taking 
thirty Gallies ,, with the loſs of onely five 
of his own. - The Swiftneſs of Pompey's Velſ- 
fels was the occaſion of ſaving the remain- 
der, becauſe they ran into places where 4- 

r7ippa durſt not follow them , becauſe his 

rew more water, and would have been a- 


| round. Agrippa was minded to block them 


p but his Officers repreſented to him that 
it was not Convenient to hazard the honour 
of ſo brave an aftion,, by expoſing the Fleet 
ro the danger of the Winds and Seas, which 
they had be too much experience of already. 
He 
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he followed their advice, and retired. Pom- 
pey, ſeeing his Souldiers much diſcouraged 
by this 111 ſucceſs', thought it was not in the 
leaſt proper for him to ſhew any ſigns of 
diſcontent himſelf. Quite contrary, he prai- 
ſed their Valour, and laid the blame of his 
misfortunes upon the weak building of his 
Ships : nay, he gave rewards to thoſe that 
had behaved themſelves well, as if they had 
_ gained a Victory; and this management of 
his in this conjuncture was a great reaſon of 
aſſuring him of the affeCtion of his Troops. 
Theſe differences thus balancing the Succe(- 
ſcs of: both Parties were very convenient for 
the deſigns of Lepidas; he was then in Sicilia 
with a great Army, as if he were onely 
come to be a peaceable Spectatour of the 
Battels, and to ſee both Parties Ruine by 
the fury and: length of this War. This 
Trimming of his gave Ceſar great occaſion 


of ſuſpicion, but 1t was not now time to 


ſhew it. He was at Squiazzo with Taurmus 
and Meſſala's Legions when he heard the 
News of Agrippa's Victory , and thereup- 
on attempted to take Taormina, thinking 
Pompey was blocked up by Azrippa, and 
could not come to relieve It. - It was a 
Poſt of great importance ; and Pompey, who 
had foreſeen this deſign , left his Fleet with 
Demochares, and came to Meſſina, where he 
drew into a Body all his Forces : his abſence 
gave Agrippa an opportunity ts aſſault Tin- 
daride, from whence being repulſed he took 
ſome ſmall places on the Sea-ſide. Ceſar go- 
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ing on Ship-board with the greateſt part of ' 

his Army, leaving the reſt with Meſſala, - 
came before Taurominum and ſummoned the 
Garriſon. Pompey's Souldiers anſwered him 
as became men of honour, and upon their 
refuſal Ceſar with: his Fleet ſtood over to 
the other ſide of the mouth of the River 
Oenobalw, and diſembarked them near a 
Temple of Yenzs, and from thence went 
and encamped at Arrtemiſa, a Temple of 
Diana, which he fortified, the better from 
thence to attack Tawrominum Whillt his 


. Army wasdrawn up in Batcalia, ſtaying till 


their ſeveral Quarters were allotted them , 
they ſaw the Army of Pompey appear both 
by Sea and Land. Ceſar was extremely 
ſurpriſed at this, and his Troops were ſei- 
Zed with ſo great a fear that, ſeeing Pompey's 
Horſe charge their advanced Guards, they 
put themſelves into diſorder. Upon this 
occaſion Pompey. wanted both conduct and 
counſel; for Ceſar had been utterly defea- 
ted, if he had been but warmly attack'd. 
The night that came on was the pretext of 
Pompey s Retreat which he made towards 
the Mountain Coccineum , from whence he 
ſent all his Foot to Phenice , not daring to 
encamp with it ſo near Ceſar in an open 
Countrey. Ceſar fortified his Camp with 
Extraordinary diligence ; ſq that he quick- 
Iy pur himſelf out of danger of being for- 
ced. He had with him three Legions, five 
hundred diſmounte(l Horſe, a thouſand light 
armed Foot, and two thouſand auxiliary 
Forces 
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Forces of the Allies. The Fault Pompey had 
committed confirmed him in the opinion 
he had of his want of experience; and, 
to make ſome advantage of it, he put a- 
board his beſt Souldiers , and went and en- 
gaged the Enemies Fleet. The Fight was 
very hot, but unfortunate for Ceſar. Pom- 
pey ſoon made him ſenſible that, if he wan- 
ted Conduct, he did not want Valour ; ſo 
that he took ſeyeral Veſſels, and burn'd 0- 
thers, and had quite put an end to this War 
by a glorious Victory, had it not been for 
the aſliſtence of Cornificius , who comman- 
ded Caeſar's Army on Land. The Battel 
was fought not far from Land, ſo that moſt 
of the Souldiers ſaved themſelves on Shoar ; 
but Ceſar loſt many Gallies in this Defeat : 
he was left alone with onely one Attendant 
in a Shallop ,, which landed him at the Port 
of Abale. Theſe great misfortunes, joined 
to his extreme fatigues, brought him fo low 
both in body and mind , that he laid afide 
\ allcare of his preſervation , and endeavou- 
red to forget his troubles by the aſliſtence 
of Sleep, which the ſolicude he was in 
with onely one Slave, and che rifque he 
ran of the Enemies. could not hinder him 


from. In this ſtate he was found by his Ofi-- - 


cers, who were along the Coaſt ro meet with 
him, and a-ſleep as he was, without waking 
him, they carried hira from one Boat to 
another , ill they had breughr him ſafe to 


Meſſala's Camp: here a Prodigy happened \ 
'to him, which gave him great hopes: a 
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great Fiſh threw himſelf out of the Sea up- 


' on the ſhoar., and expired at his feet; and 


as the Romans were ſuperſtitious and gave 
great credit to theſe Preſages, Ceſar be- 
lieved this betokened victory to him, as if 
the Sea by this tribute and ſubmiſſion had 
acknowledged his Power. 


CHAP. XXI. 


Czſar gives new Orders for the fighting of 
Pompey , who in a general battel is entire- 
ly defeated. 


HE firſt care of Ceſar was, to pre- 
ſerve the Forces he had left. under the 
command of Cormficius ; he therefore diſ- 
patched away Courriers to his men that kept 
the Paſles of the mountains, with poſitive 
order, to come up to that General, to whom 
he ſent a Brigantine, to bid him be ready 
to receive them. After this forecaſt he 
took a little reſt, and then came to Srs- 
lide with great diligence, Carinna, Meſſa- 
ta's Lieutenant, had orders to go to Lipara. 
Agrippa was to ſend aid to Cornificins, and 
Meſjala to return to Puteol: , to make Re- 
cruits, and bring the firſt Legion to Yibo- 
ium. For had he not uſed all the Precau- 
tion, Cornificius had been utterly loſt ; for 
Pompey having declined to fight him — 
he 
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he offered him Battel; he had retrenched 
_ himſelf in ſight of his-Camp, and cut off 
all Proviſions from him; he was at length 
conſtrained to decamp, and by Pompey's 
' Numtidian Cavalry was forced into a place 
called by the Inhabitants of the Countrey 
the fiery Brook. This in all appearance was 
ſome place near mount Era; and the Land 
all here about, being burnt and breathing 
out ſulphureous exhalations, dryes up the 
Torrents that fall, ſo that all is coyered 
with onely aſhes and duſt. Here the Troops 
of Cornificius had periſhed with thirſt, if the 
Succours that Agrippa ſent to him by Aroni- 
as had not come in very good time to dif. 


engage him in this Extremity. However, 


Cor-1ficius was ſo much puffed up with vani- 
' ty for this Retreat, that when he returned 
to Rome ,, as a mark of honour to himſelf, 
he never came home from Supper from his 
friends houſes but maunted in triumph upon 
an Elephant. At the appearance of Agrip- 
pas Legions the Numidians retreated, and 
Cornificius joined Aprippa , who had taken 
Tindaride, whither he afterwards came with 
all his land Forces, which conſiſted of one 
and twenty Legions, two thouſand Horſe 
and five thouſand light-armed Foot. Pompey 
was not ſo ſtrong by Land, but had a better 
Fleet than Ceſar, They made ſeveral moti- 
ons, and had ſome ſlight skirmiſhes ; but at 
length, Ceſar, ſeizing upon all the paſſages 
of Provition by land , made Pompey's Forces 
retire, and reduced him to the neceſlity of 

Pp3 finiſhing 
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finiſhing their differences by a Sea-fight; 
though Ceſar was not very willing to it , 
becauſe the Sea had never been favourable 
to him. However , he found himſelf obli- 

ed toit in honour , and by the confidence ' 
ie placed in the Conduct and Valour of .4- 
grippa. They fixed an appointed day of 
Rattel. and both ſides prepared for it. The 
two Generals were to meet, each with four 
hundred Veſlels. Agrippa, contriving all 
ways to get the Victory, inventeda kind of 
Engine, which ſucceeded very well : This 
was a Grappling hook, made of a piece of 
Timber five cubits long , covered over with 
Plates of Iron, at each end whereof was a 
Ring of Iron; to one end was faſtned a 
Scyth, or rather a great Hook, to the 0- 
ther ſeveral Cables to draw it home when 
any Veſſel was grappled. The impatience 
of the Generals made them come very be- 
time to the place of Battel between Myles 
and Naulocus. Their Souldiers carried on 
by an equal ardor ſoon came to handy-blows,, 
and as they had ſufficient leiſure to prepare 
for it, Parts, Piles, Stones, Arrows and 
Fire-pots were all employed. That which 
more particularly appears In Civil wars you 
may be ſure happened here, where the ani- 
moſity of particular perſons made the Com- 
bate more bloudy than if between neigh- 
bouring Nations, anely for the motive of 
Glory and Conqueſt. All the Gallies were 
grappled by this Invention of Aerippa, nor 
_ could thoſe of Pompey ayoid this diſadvan- 
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geous way of fighting. The land Forces of 
both Parties ſtood as SpeCtators on the ſhoar 
waiting for the event of it with a great 
deal of apprehenſion. The Victory 'was 
long dubious but at laſt by the bravery 
of Agrippa it turned in fayour. of Ceſar. 
None could behave themſelves better than 
he did upon this occaſion. He was every 
where. He over-ſet the Enemies Gallies 
with the ſhock of his, which was the beſt 
and ſtrongeſt of the Fleet, and put ſeveral 
of them out of condition of fighting, and 
performed ſuch gallant aftions that Anthony 
afterwards reproachedCe ſar, that he had not 
the courage ſo much as to ſee the Navies in 
Battel order. but lay down ia his Gally with 
his eyes to Heaven, as one beſides himſelf 
and frighted out of his ſenſes, and did not 
riſe to ſhew himſelf to the Souldiers till af- 
ter Agrippa had put his Enemies to flight. 
The truth of the ſtory is, that at the tinie 
of the Engagement Ceſar was. overcome 
with ſo profound a Sleep that his familiars 
were forced to wake him to give the word 
and the ſignal for the Charge, and this is the 
ground of Anthony's reproach. Ceſar, upon 
-This occaſion, behaved himſelf like a man 
-of prudence and courage. Nevertheleſs , 
he gave all the honour of it to Agrippa , 
whom he honoured wirh .a blew Standard 
and a roſtral Crown. This was ſa total a 
Defeat that Poxpey had onely ſeventeen Gal- 
ties left of all that great Fleet, with which 
he fled to Meſſina, Ceſar onely loſt three 
PpP4 thag 
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that were ſunk ; but there were ſunk of 
Pompey's twenty eight , the others were ei- 


ther burnt or taken. This great Victory 


had this remarkable in it, that the ſame day 
it was publiſhed at:Rome by a-Souldier, who, 
no doubt inſpired , - proclaimed it aloud-, 
and ran to the Capitol. and Jaid his Sword at 
the Feet of Fupzrer's Image, as if he had 
no more need of it. Pompey, who had fo 
often neglected his advantages in proſperi- 
ty , and had no more good conduct in ad- 
verſity ,. left his land Forces at the dif- 
cretion of the Conquerour, inſtead of going 
to them and re-aſſuring them: by his pre- 

ſence, ſo that Tifrenus, who commanded 
them, went with all his Troops into Ce- 
ſar's ſervice. Upon this Pompey forſook 
the marks and habit of a General, and ſent 
to thoſe of Meſſina, that if they intended 
to retire and fave themſelves, *they ſhould 
ſpeedily embark. Pliny had eight Legions 
at Lilybeum, and was marching to aſſiſt him 
according to the Orders he-had received. 
Pompey was in Meſſina, a very ſtrong place, 
and able to maintain a long Siege ; but he, 
not ſtaying for his Lieutenant, bore through 
the ſtrait, to throw himſelf into the Power 
of Anthony, whoſe proteCtion he hoped for *' 
in requital of that he had formerly given 
his Mother Faulia. : FOIL 


CHAP. 
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Pompey's flight. Lepidus endeavours to make 
himſelf Maſter of Sicily. His Souldiers 

 forſake him to ſerve Czlar, who orders the 

. Affairs of Rome with great prudence. | 


| Epidus as we have already mentioned 
quietly watched the ſucceſs of this War, 
at:the head of fourteen Legions in very good 
quarters. As ſoon as he heard of Pompey's 
defeat he came near to Meſſina, which had 
been already - aſſaulted by Agrippa. Pliny 
had put himſelf and Forces into it after 
Pompey*s departure, but ſeeing there was no 
way but ſurrendring, he ſent to the two Ge- 
nerals to capitulate. Agrippa intreated Le- 
pidzs to ſtay till Ceſar's arrival, which at 
fartheſt would be next morning which Le- 
pidus refuſed, and as he was the ſtrongeſt 
- . upon the place he received Pl;ny upon Com- 
poſition, and added his Troops to his Army, 
after which he abandoned the Town to the 
pillage of the Souldiers. Ceſar arriving 
at break of day, ſent to Lepi4us to complain 
of theſe proceedings, as alſo for his ſeiz- 
ing upon ſeveral places in Sicilia. Lepidus 
fiercely anſwered, that Ceſar had taken up- 
on him all the authority of the Triumvi- 
rate ,, whereto he had as much right as 
himſelf, but the event ſhewed that if he 
ever had he knew not how to maintain it. 
Ceſar was one of thoſe extraordinary Per- 
ſons, whoſe wit'and gallantry in-fo high 
2LE : Advancement, 
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Advancement keep firm, and ſtill raife 
them higher ; whereas in men of vulgar 
Spirits it often happeneth, that either their 
wit prejudices their gourage, or their valour 
their underſtanding : He went alone to 'Le- 
pidus his Camp without any other aſliſtence 
than that of his own merit, and the Autho- 
rity he had gained by his Victories. The 
Souldiers of Pompey looked upon him with 
reſpett, and drew round about him. Le- 
pidus being told of 1t,, makes haſte thither 
and ſcatters the Souldiers, and made them 
charge Ceſar, who was hurt by a Dart 
thrown at him,which yet did not hinder him 
from going to the place where the Eagles 
of the Legions were planted , taking one of 
them which he advanced in the Air, where- 
upon all the Legionary Souldiers ran in 
crowds and ſaluted him as their General. 
Lepidme being. the ſecond time abandoned 
by his Souldiers, quitted all the marks of 
his Authority which he could no longer 
keep, took a mourning Gown, and after 
he had remained a good while unregarded 
in the throng of thoſe who flocked to ſa- 
Jute Czſar, he came and threw himſelf ar 
his feet. This was a terrible mortifying 
- ſpeCtacle worthy of reflexion to ſee a Tri- 
umvir, who had diſpoſed of the Lives of 
many noble Perſons, to be reduced to 
beg his own, of one whom he had ſo late- 
ly inſulted over.Cefar deſpiſed him too much 
to take it from him, he. pardoned him , 
but took from him the Rank and Autho- 
"opal; a at. 
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rity , and onely left him: his Eſtate and 
_ the Dignity of ſovereign Prieſt. The 
Greek Hiſtorians to give more honour to 
Ceſar's prudence take from his Courage, 
they report that he was already afſured of 
the greateſt part of LZepidws his Officers 
before he went into his Camp, and that he 
had with him a Troop of Horſe, and that 
being charged by Lepi4ms he was hurt, 'and 
his Eſquire killed cloſe by. him, and that 
in his retreat he cut to pieces a Cohort of 
Pompey's;, who inſulted at his misfortune. 
That the next day Lepidzs ſeeing his Army 
march in order with their Eniigns advanced 
to-yield themſclves to Ceſar, he offered to 
ſeize upon an Eagle thar a Souldier carried, 
who inſolently told him he muſt endure ir, 
or it would coſt him his Life : however it 
was, they all agree that Lep:zaus came to 
Ceſar to beg his Life, which was granted 
him with :his Office of Prieſthood and' E-. 
ſtate. Swuetonizs alone ſays, that Ceſar ba- 
niſhed him to Cyrceum. In This manner the 
Authority of the Triumvirate without any 
Competitor, came wholly into the hands of 

Ceſar and Anthony, and though between them 
they ſhared: the greateſt part of the world, 
even that would not ſuffice their Ambition, 
Ceſar would not ſuffer Pompey to be per- 
ſued, whether it were, that he feared that 
carried on by their heat in the Chaſe of 
him, they would go beyond the bounds of 
his Dominions, and that Azrhony would be 
offended at it,or that he was willing to ſpare 
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the Life. of. one who was not an Accom- 
plice in the murther of his Father. Theſe 
are the reaſons he gave out, . but thoſe who 
look into the bottom of his Politicks, be- 
lieve that he was willing to leave an unfor- 
tunate Wretch upon Azthony's hands, who 
might be a conſiderable miſchief to him, 
but of no uſe at all; for if he received 
him kindly he took a Companion, who 
might become very uneaſie to him, and when- 
ever Ceſar thought fit would be always an 
occaſion of a quarrel. On the other fide in 
putting him to death, he would draw upon 
pimſelf the averſion of the Romans, and the 
particular hatred of all the party of Pom- 
pey the Great. Never any Rom: General 


was ever at the head of ſo great an Army 


as was at this time in S:ci;a, he had there 
forty five Legions, twenty five thouſand 
Horſe, one hundred and ſixty thouſand light 


armed Foot, with ſix hundred ſhips of War, 


without. counting the Barks and. ſmaller 
Veſlels which were without number, and 


Which Ceſar reſtored to their particular 


owners, from whom they had. been taken. 
With ſo much power as this, he ſaw: himſelf 

in a ſtate of being able to undertake any 
thing,if he had not now been checked by the 
inſolence of his Souldiers, who out of ſea- 
ſon always gave him ſome occaſion of diſ- 
guſt to jnterrupt the ſatisfafQtion of his Vi- 
Ctaries. Though he had diſtributed among 
them great ſums of Money, and promiſed . 
them much more, thaugh he had given 
Tz great, 
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great ſtore of. military Crowns, and other 
marks of honour, the Souldiers were. not 
content; when they begin to refleCt on.their 
great number they no longer are obedient 
- to Diſcipline , and think it a diſparage- 
ment ro obtain that by Prayers which they 
carry by force : it was .in this manner that 
Ceſar's Souldiers asked their diſmiſſion, and 
the ſame rewards that were granted to thoſe 
who fought at Philipps. Ceſar brought 
himſelfout of this plunge, partly by prayers 
and partly by threats; he deferred thediſtri- 
buting their recompences, till the return of 
Anthony, and told them the 1llyrians had 
declared War, and that they were to be 
vanquiſhed before any thing elſe were done; 
the Legions refuſed to march before they 
had fatisfattion. Ceſar commanded to 
bring out more Crowns, Spears and Brace- 
lets, and even purple Robes for the Offi- 
cers, giving them the Dignity and rank of 
Senatours ; but a Tribune named Hoſtitins 
inſolently told him He might keep thoſe Baw- 
bles for Cuildren, that the Souldiers had need 
of nothino but Money and Land, all the Ar- 
my ſhouted at this Grieg : Ceſar thereupon 
in great anger came down from his Tribu- 
nal and retired. ' Hoſtirizs with other mu- 
tineers went even up to his Tent ; but the 
next morning the Tribune was not to be 
found, which terrified the Souldiers, and 
made every one conſult his own ſafety. At 
length Ceſar diſmiſt thoſe who had been at 
the Wars of Modena and Macedonia, the 
| | others 
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- others he pacified by largepromiſes, and gave 
_ every one five hundred Drachmas which he 


got. out of S:cilia, that was condemned to 
pay him ſix hundred Talents ; he eſtabliſh- 
ed Preton for his Lieutenant in Africa and 
Szerlia, where he left the one half of his 
Troops. He ſent all the ſhips he had of 
Anthony to Tarentum, and kept the others 
with him to carry him into Jraly, bis return 
to Rome was celebrated with all the honours 
the Senate and people could invent. The 
Senatours in a Body received him at the 
Gates of the City, and conducted him to 
the: Capitol followed by all the people, 
Crowned with Garlands of Flowers; where 
after he had given thanks to the Gods, 


. they waited on him to his Palace. Seeing 


himſelf rid of ſo formidable a Rival as 
Pompey, he thought of eſtabliſhing and con- 
firming his power, and to give it ſtronger 
Foundation, he would begin with the hearts 
and inclinations of the Komans themſelves, 
pres in pra*iice thoſe wiſe and great 
ximes which rendred his Reign fo 
happy, as juſtly to acquire it the name of 
Anguſt. He went to the Senate-houſe, 
where he gave an account of his actions in 
a very Elegant ſtudied Speech, which he 
cauſed afterwards to be publiſhed, tHe con- 
clufion of it was, That after he had under- 
gone ſo many toils, and paſt through ſo many 
dangers to put an end to the Civil Wars, be 
thought himſelf wery happy, to ſee hs countrey 
7n profound Peace and perfed Union, and that 
to 


20., make it ſenſible of ſome advantage by it, be 
remitted all the Arrears that were due to the 
publick Treaſury of what nature ſoever the 
Debt were ;, as for the publickh, Honours t 

offered him he onely deſired the Permiſſion to 


| ſacrifice in publick,on thoſe days on which he had. 


won his Viftories , and a golden Statue mm the 
Forum with an Inſcription which ſhould declare 
that the Senate and people of Rome had de- 
creed him that Honour , for having given 


them Peace and quiet both by Sea and Land: 


He refuſed the Office of Pontifex Maximus 
which Lepidus yet enjoyed, and rejefted 
with anger and ſcorn the Propoſition that 
was made to put him to death, as an Ene- 
my to his Countrey. He ſent Letters to his 
Licutenants with orders to open them ex- 


' adtly all at the ſame hour which he ſpe- 


cified, and at the ſame time execute the 
Contents of them, this concerned the Slaves 
who were liſted under Pompey, and who 
were declared free by the laſt Agreement 
made with him ; they were all {erzed at the 
ſame time. Ceſar reſtored them to: their 
owners. Or their heirs, thoſe whoſe Ma- 
ſters were not ta be found, were hanged up- 
on Croſſes near the Cities, from which they 
had eſcaped: laſt of all to ſecure the publick 
Peace, he ordered Sabinus with his Troops 
to perſue and bring to puniſhment all the 
T hieves that were to be found in Traly and 
Sicily, and eſtabliſhed at Rome ſome Com- 
panes for the Guard of the City. All this 
was Executed with ſo much order and dili- 
gence 
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gence, that the Romans began to have an 
extraordinary Veneration for a Man who 
had ſo great a'prudence at the age of twen- 
ty eight years. Some Cirties 1n 7raly, went 
even fo theereCting Altarsto him, eſpeci- 
ally after one gallant thing he did; he found 
among the Papers of Pompey a great num- 
ber of Letters'and Memoirs of the chief Sena- 
tours, -which were ſufficient to occaſion a- 
mong them very troubleſome Aﬀairs. He 
brought them all into the Forum, and before 
all the people threw them all into a fire, pro- 
teſting that he there Sacrificed all his private 
Reſentments to the Commonwealth, with a 


" deſign to glye up his Authority as ſoon' as 


Anthony ſhould return from the Parthian. 
expedition ; if this aCtion appeared plea- 
fing unto. the people, the: Proteſtation 
which followed it abſolutely gained the 
hearts of the Romans ; they praiſed him. to- 
the Skies, and to ſhew that they deſired 
always to obey him , they choſe him Tri- 


bune of the people for all his Life-time. 


Beſides, by this they thought to' oblige 


\ -him, to quit the more odious Dignity of 


Friumvir; though Ceſar. underſtood their 
meaning well enough, he did not decline 
accepting the Office of perpetual Tribune, 
which rendred his Perſon facred and invio- 
lable ; as for the ſuppreſſion of the Trium- 
virate, he deferred that till Anthony's re- 
tarn, and ſent Bibulus to communicate to 
him this reſolution, and after he had diſpo- 
ſed of the Government of the provinces he 
went againſt the 1llyrians. CHAP. 


CH AP. XXII 


Pompey goes into Aſia, where. he makes War. 
' The Lieutenants of ; Anthony fioht and take 
him.” ' The death of Pompey. 


PP was at thistime at Arlene, where 
he underſtood Anthony was engaged 
in a War againit . the Parthians, who in 
ſome encounters : had the better of him ; 
and as Pompey was a man of no great reach, 
he preſently imagined that he might take 
Anthony's poſt 1n the Eaſt, 'or at leaſt came 
in for a ſhare of his Empire. In-perſu- 
ance of this deſign he ſent to the Kings of 
Pontus and Thracia, and to draw them to 
his party Ppropoſed-.great : advantages to 
them; 'he ſent alſoſome of his Friends to 
the Parthian King to: offer him his Service 
and his Perſon, which he ſuppoſed they 
- made great account - of by reaſon of the 
Reputation of his Father's name. The re- 
turn of Anthony to Alexandria did not make 
him change his intentions, he reſolved one- 
ly to ſend to ſalute him; and deſire his Pro- 
tection : Bur all this while he ſtill got Ships 
together, and levied Souldiers under pre- 
tence of defending himſelf againſt Ceſar. 
Anthony advertiſed of theſe doings, order- 
ed Titus to take the Army and Fleet that 
lay in Syria, and go to Pompey and make 
him explain himſelf what he intended to 
Q q _ doe 
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doe ; and either to _ him, or to treat him 
with all honour and refpect if -he yielded 
himſelf. In the mean time, thoſe whom Poxr- 
pey had ſent to Anthony, had executed their 
Commiſſion very well, they omitted nothing 
that might encline him to favour their Ma- 
ſter 3 they layed: before him the unmeaſu- 
rable Ambition of Ceſar, and the ProteQi- 
on that Pompey had afforded Fnlia,  Antho- 

's Mother ; to this they added that rea- 
ſon of ſtate abſolutely required, that Ar- 
thony ſhould puta ſtop to the progreſs of 
Ceſar, and withall the depoſing of Lepidn 
and the Conſequencesof that example were 
not forgor, and the forces of Pompey which 
they magnified, beſides the Glory of pro- 
teCting the Son of the greateſt Man among 
the Romans. Anthony, throughly informed 
of the truth, to all theſe difcourſes onely 
anſwered, That if what they told him of 
Pompey*'s mentions were true, he would ſoon _ 
confirm #t himſelf by coming along with Titius, 
#hoth he had ſent tohim. But by misfortune 
to Pompey it chanced. that his Envoys he 
ſent to the Parthian King, were taken with 
their inſtra&tions: Anthony ſhewed them to 
theſe Depifties who were terribly ſurprized. 


. They begged Anthony, he would not impute 


this perfidiouſneſs to them, - and that he 


- would ſuſpend his Reſentment apainſt Porn- 


pry, till he had feen what would 'paſs be- 
tween Tirims and him. Furkins, Anthoiy's 
Lientenant fn Aſia, had been obliged to _ 
Pompey, and not being yet inftryfted how | 
Anthony 
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Anthony was inclined, had received higi 
with reſpett ; but ſeeing he daily gave new 


- occaſions of ſuſpictiog he ſent word of it. 


to. Anthony, cauſed Domirins with his 
Troops. to approach : Upqgnithis Pompey 
complained that they looked upon him as an 
Enemy, and yet;he all. this while carried on 
2 private Intrigue; toe gain Palins by the 
means of Curizs who.was in his Army 5 but 
Curius being taken and executed as a Trai- 
tour, Pompey immediately made. away with 
Theodorus-one.of his freed Men, who opely 
was privy tothe whole ſecret, and,when he 
believed, that ;it was. quite {mathered and 
huſfid up, he ſeized upon Lampſacuaſtrong 
City, ,and well pegpled. with /talizns, with 
whom he augmented ; his. Foxces : he had 
already on. Ego; three Legions and two 
hundred Horſe, which gave him, the bold- 
, Nel5i to beſiegeCyzzcum;, being, beaten from 
thence, Furnim: who was ' much: ſtronger 
than;he in; Horſe:charged hin in his retreat; 
Pompey laid an. Ambuicade for; him, where 
Farnins loſt ſome men, and this advantage 
which paſled for a.great Victory, drew in- 
to. his Service . ſeveral vagabond-Sonldiers 
out of Myſia and the\Proponts... . Theſe ſuc- 
cours made. him think on vaſt deſigns : He 
© aſſaulted and took: Nice and Nicomedsa, 
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where he got. good ſtore of money but. no 


proviſions, which he ſtood moſt. in need of, 
becauſe Farniuowith his Cavalry cut them off 
from him every. way And as ſoon as 7+ 
tins arrived at. Progenneſus with, a ſtrong 
| Qq2 Army 
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Army and*a'great many Ships, Caſſims - of 


Parma, Naſidin, Saturhinus, Thermus and 


Wntiſtius all noble Roman: treated with Ti- 


tiz , end* yielded themſelves to Anthony ; 
but that whith"quite made an end of. rufn- 
ing bim; was the defetion of Fannins and 
Tibo his Father-in-Law, Who were a greaCl 
ſtay to his party, by their credit and their 
merK ;z''he - would have retreated through 
the plains of  Bithynia , but Titins, Furniut 
and Amintas oppoſed his retreat, and -as 
they were much ſtronger 'than he, it gave 
them ſo'much Confidence}, that they would 
not take-the' pains to fortifie their Camp. 
Pompey undertook with three thouſand Le- 

lonary Soulcers to force it, and charg- 
ing them in'the night,” he-* put them 'into 
ſo great diforder, that there could 'be no 
reaſon giveh , why he did not utterly de- 
feat them, unleſs it were (His unlucky fate. 
They after had time to- rally, and hemmed 
him on every ſide, which'forced him to de- 
mand a conference with Furnins. Pompey 
offered to yield himſelf to him or to Amrin- 
tas, who was a foreign Prince. Furnius told 
him, That neither he nor Amintas would re- 
ceive him in prejudice of Titins, who had or- 
ders concernins him from Anthony, and that 
in the condition he was then, he had more need 
to think of ſaving himſelf, than of ſowing 
Diviſion among them. Pompey then re- 
proached Furns with the fayonr he had 
done him, in ſaving him when he was 'in 
his hands, and yery much inſtſted he ſhovld 
not 
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not yield himſelf, to Titeus, who treated 
him very ungratefully.  Fxr7us5 though he 
had an extreme .regret coyld not conſent 
to it ; and- Pompey retired quite beſides 
himſelf with grief. He forbid | any- fire 
ſhould be made in his Camp, :and fiercely 
marched away with the moſt reſolute of 
his Souldiers, with a deſign to- burn 74+ 
rzus his Ships ; and it may be, this enter- 
prize might have ſucceeded if by a total 


exceſs of misfortune, he had not; been be- 


trayed by Scaurus. This. perfidious man 
lefc him to yield himſelf ro the Enemies 
whom he advertiſed of Pompey's - deſign, 
which he onely conjectured at. Amintas was 
detached with fifteen hundred Horſe to per- 
ſue him, and ſoon overtook Pompey who 
had onely foot with him ; all his Souldiers 
abandoned him , ſo that he was forced to 
yield upon diſcreti@@$to Amintas, who 
carried him to Titius : all the reſt of his 
Forces furrendred themſelves to this Ge- 


neral, who ſent Pompey to Afiletus, where 


he ſacrificed him to his Reſentment. For 
which the Romans conceived ſuch a hatred 
to Tirius, that ſome time afterwards they 
drove him out of the Circus, where he 
gave them publick Games, and in effect it 
was always doubted, whether Tirtins re- 
ceived orders from Azthony, or whether 


_  Plangus who commanded in Syria, did not 


abuſe the Name and Signet of his Gene- 
ral, to put Pompey to death, out of fear, 
leſt Cleopatra ſhould fave him for his Fa; 
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ther?s ſake, or 'to \make uſe of him for an. 
occaſion of divifion between Ceſar and 
Anthony... 'Thus fell -the' youngeſt Son of 
Pompey the Great at tlie age of forty years; 
after he had for ſome time maintained and 
kept ep his Father's faction ; as much by 
his own valonr' as the aſliſtence of that 
great Name : Beſide that, Wiſedom did not 
go along with his courage ; he had to doe 
with two, whereof one was the wiſeſt, and 
the other the braveſt Captain of their time. 
He had too the misfortune of having none a- 
bout him, but people whoſe Souls as mean 


- as their extraction were not capable by 


their Counfels-to. raiſe his vulgar Gentus. 
This/It was that made- him looſe ſo many 
fair opportunities , and at laſt RR 
him into his deſtruction at laſt. 


"CHAP, xxly.. 


The cauſes of the diviſion betwees Anthony 
and Cxfar. Anthony's unfortunate ex- 
_ pedition againſt the Parthians; bis return 

' ro. Alexandria. _ 


IT was believed, that the death of Pompey 
would have eſtabliſhed a Peace fron 
all the World, eſpecially ſince Anthony and 
Ceſar might in the extent and riches of 
- the Roman Empire, find all that was capable 
of ſatisfying their Ambition. It was yery 
probable too, that their diſtance might take 
away all occahons of jealqulie that daily 
grow between Perſons, whoſe Authority is 
equal, and who are often together. But 
yet by their management of Affairs it;, was 
quickly ſeen, which has been confirmed by 
ſo many examples, that the deſire of reign- 
ing obſerves no meaſures, and the moſt 
| ſacred things. The Paſlion of Anthony for 
Cleopatra, and the gifts he daily gave her 
of the Provinces that belonged to the Rg- 
man Empire, ſerved Ceſar for a pretext 
to renew the War, and free himſelf from a 


| © Competitor, who was ſo formidable, both by 


his valour, and his Reputation inthe opinion 
of the Souldiery. Anthony had added to e- 
2ypt, Phenzcia, the lower Syria, the Iſle of 
Cyprus and a great part of C:l;c:a, beſides 
Arabia the happy and that part of Fxdza 

where the true Balſame grows, and all - 
| this before he went to the Parthian War, 

| Qq 4 Thele 
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TheſePreſents that. he made to a foreignPrin- 
ceſs at the Romans coſt, very much diſplea- 
ſed them ; end as they had nathing of their 
ancient Liberty lefr them, but the privi- 
lege of cenſuring the actions of their Go- 
vernours, there were daily publiſhed at 
Rome very {currilous diſcourſes. of Anthony's 
prodigality. Ceſar abetted theſe murmnr- 
ings, and privately encouraged them who 
were diſcontented, whenas they. farther 
heard at Rome, that 4z:thony had given fo- 
reign Names to the Children he had by 
Cleopatra, calling the Son Alexander, and 
the daughter Cleopatra ; and adding to them 
the Sirnames of the Sun and Moon. An- 
thony had yet remaining in Rome ſeveral 
Friends, who gave him notice of the diſ- 
courſesthat went in his prejudice ; where- 
upon Fe publiſhed an Apology for him- 
ſelf, wherein he affirmed, that the Gfan- 
deur of the Empire of the Romans ' was 
not more conſpicuous for the Conqueſts, 
they made than for' the liberality ' they 
practiſed in beſtawing the conquered Pro- 
vinces, and that true Nobility was multi- 
plyed by the poſterity that ſovereign Prin- 


.ces left in feveral places ; and that was the 


reaſon that obliged Hercutes, from whom 
he derived himſelf, not to ſubject himſelf to 
the ſingle tye of a Lawfull wife, but to 
teave the foundation of ſeveral illuſtrious 
Races'in all parts of the Earth, where he 
extended his Conqueſts. Theſe falſe rea- 
fans with which heendeayoured to juſtifie his 
+ EY. Paſſion 
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Paſſion ſeemed - abominable to the Komans, 
who made profeſſion of a ſtricter Morality. 
At this time too, it was that 4nthony 
marched againſt the Parthians with thir- 
teen Legions, ten thouſand Galick or Spa- 
| Horſe, and above thirty thouſand o- 
ther light armed Foot and Horſe; but this 
great Preparation that made all the Eaſt 
tremble, ſerved onely to render his retreat 
more ſhamefull, and to make him looſe that 
great Reputation which he had gained in 
all other occaſions ; at the very firſt the 
Parthians ſlew one of his Lieutenants, and 
entirely defeated rwo Legions, and even An- 
thony himſelf was reduced to ſuch extremi- 
ties. that he often deſpaired of his own ſafety. 
At laſt after he had loſt the fourth part of 
his Troops, and all his baggage and En- 
gines of Artillary, or Engines, he. ſaved 
himſelf in' Armenia, by the advice of a 
' Roman who had been a Priſoner among the 
Parthians ever fince the death of Craſſus. 
This - man counſelled him to leave the 
Plains and gain- the Mountains, where 
though the ways were difficult, yet he was 
free from the inſults and attacks of the 
Enemy, all whoſe force conſiſted in their 
Cavalry. But though Anthony in this War 
behaved himſelf with his uſual bravery ; 
neverthelefs the loſs he ſuſtained of his 
beſt Souldiers, and the ſhamefull retrear 
of ſuch 'a General as he, who in all 
hkelyhood was once able to have conquer- 
ed his Enemies, ' made an end of ruining 
$I his 
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his Reputation. . 't is. ſaid, [that all theſe 


misfortunes were the conſequences of. his 


Pafliun for the. Queen of egypt, for that 
he had begun the War in a wrong ſeq- 
{an ; and that he finiſhed it tao ſoon ; and 
laſtly, that he had taken no meaſures rightly, 
but thoſe that might haſten his return to 
Cleopatra, eyen to the neglecting all that 


_ advantage that was offered him by the 


diviſion of the Parthians and the Medes. 
But that which principally : outraged. the 
Romans. was, the taking Artabazus King of 
Armenia, whom Anthony led in Triumph 
into Alexandria: the Pride of Rome could 
not bear, that a Roman General ſhould im- 
part That .honour to a foreign Nation, 
and that ſhe ſhould be deprived of the ad- 
vantage of inſulting over vanquiſhed 
Kings, which for ſo many years ſhe had 
enjoyed. Ceſar made all theſe faults of 
Anthony be taken notice of, and aboye all 
exaggerated the little yalue he had for his 
Copntrey; when he found their ſpirits ſuffi- 
cicatly exaſperated againſt him, he reſolved 
to ſend O&avia to her Husband, to the end 
he: might have a plauſible occaſion to de- 
clare War if he ſhould offer her the affront 
of ſending. her back without ſeeing her. 
Anthony was then at Leucopol;s, between Tyre 
and S:z4on, Where he ſtayed for Cleopatra with 
an impatience he was not able to conceal : 
what means ſoever he uſed to amuſe him- 


ſelf and forget her in the pleaſures of his 


Debauches, he daily left-the Table to run 
oy 


- Vol IE fecond Triumuirate. 
to the Sea-ſide, to ſee if the Queen were 
not coming : at laſt ſhe came, bringing with 
her great quantity of Clothing for the 


Souldiers and a vaſt Sum of maney ; at leaft 


Anthony gave her the honour of it when 


he diſtributed it; though it is beligyed it 


all came out of his own Pocket. Almoſtat 
the ſame time Niger arrived, ſent by Ota- 
via, Who ſtayed at Athens, from whence 
ſhe ſent him word that ſhe had brought him 
Clothes and Arms, Horſes and Prefents for 
his Officers; and that ſhe had brought him 
2000 choſen Souldiers all well armed. This 
was very heayy news for the Queen : ſhe fea- 
red with a great deal of reaſon, that the 
vertue of Ottavia joined with the confide- 
ration of her brother would deprive her of 
the Heart of Anthony , and that ſhe could 
not prevail againſt. ſo powerfull a Rival, 
the moment ſhe appeared. She bethoughther 
ſelf to feign a deep Melancholy : ſhe ab- 
ſtained from almoſt all kind of food on pur- 
pole to make herſelf lean ; and when ſhe 


was near Anthony , ſhe beheld him with lan- 


guiſhing eyes, after a very paſlionate man- 
ner, as one quite beſides her ſelf with Love ; 
ſhe let fall Tears in his preſence, and tur- 
ned away her Face, 2s if ſhe deſired to hide 
from him thoſe marks of her grief. And 
beſides all this, their Flagterers told Anthony, 
that be was very cruel and hard hearted to let 
a beautifull Princeſs, who loved him with ſo 
much Paſſion , languiſh ſo for him ;, that her 
ſorrow was ready to take away her life, which 
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' ſhe onely kept for his ſake : that Oftavia ought 

to be contented with being conſidered as, his 
Wife, though he married her but by conſtraint 
and upon a palitick, account , whereas ſuch a 
*preat Queen as Cleopatra bad no more but 
the title of bis Miſtreſs , and yet thought he 
did her a great deal of honour ,, if he would 
be ſo grations to ber as not to ſend ber from 
his preſence , which ſhe could not bear withaut 
the loſs of her life. Theſe Flatteries prevai- 
Izd ſo much upon Anthony's weakneſs, that 
they quite turned his thoughts in favour of 
Cleopatra. He broke off his enterprize a- 
gainſt the Parthians notwithſtanding all the 
inſtances of the King of the Medes who of- 
fered to join with him and oppoſe the E- 
nemies with his Cavalry accuſtomed to their 
way of Fighting, who when they were back- 
ed by the Roman Legions would have tota'ly 
defeated them. He onely contented him- 
ſetf to make a match between one of the 
Sons he had by Cleopatra and a Daughter of: 
that King. And after he had ſent word to 
Oftavia ſhe ſhould return to Rome, he waited. 
on Cleopatra back to Alexandria, where he 

paſſed the Winter in all kind of Pleaſures.

Czſar accuſes Anthony ix the Senate, He de- 
clares War againſt Anthony. Hs Forces. 


Qr=i was not at all ſarprized at the 
Contempt Anthony ſhewed for Ofavia, 
but yer he teſtified ar extreme Reſentment 
for it. As ſoon as ever his Siſter came to 
Rome he ordered her to leave Anthony's 
houſe where ſhe had always lived; and It 
was upon this occaſion that Octavis made 
her yertue-be admired : 'She ſaid, Though

ſhe had a ongat reſpe&t for ber brother, yer [be 
could not diſpenſe with her ſelf to obey him ; 
and therefore conjured bim not to force her 
to quit the fog of .a perſon ſhe would al- 
ways honour as her husband., in ſpight of bis 
inconſtancy; and begged him to forget all the 
reſentment he might have for an injury. which 
onely regnarded her alone ;, adding moreover, 
that her mtereſt ought not to oblige him to de- 
clare himſelf Anthony's enemy, ſince it would 
be avery ſhamefull thing if it ſhould one day 
be ſaid, that the love of one woman and the 
jealouſie of another had carried two' perſons 
that governed ſuch a great Empire to-plunge 
the Romans into the miſchiefs of a Civil-war. 
Ceſar left his Siſter at her liberty, to doe 
as ſhe pleaſed ; and indeed the carriage of 
Ofavia'did not belye her words. She al- 
ways kept at Anthony's houſe, and took an 
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extraordinary care of the education of his 
Children, without making any diſtinftion 
between her own-Children and thoſe he had 
by Fulvia. She took into her proteCtion all 
thoſe. whom her Husband ſent-to Rome. to 
ſve for. Offices. She afliſted their Pretenſi- 
ons with the Authority ſhe had with the 
People; and never left importuning her 
Brother till ſhe had obtained for them what 
they deſired. But nothing did more preju- . 
dice. Anthony's intereſt than this behaviour 
of Ofavia, though it were: quite | againſt 
her intention 3 this great ,generdſity of hers 
made her Husband's 111 uſage of a perſon of 
her worth ſeem-theamore odious, . was that 
which purchaſed the.general hafgred of the 
Romans; which was yet more . bach 
what hedid at Alexendria. Anthony inten- 
ding as it were to [pight the Remans, to diſ- 
ofe of .the Provinces of his Daminions ia 
ayour of Cleopatra and her Children,.erec- 
ted a Throne of Silyer in the Gymnaſium , 
the place where the young men performed 
theic bodily Exerciſes : Upon this Throne 
were two Seats of Gold, one for him, .and 
another for Cleopatra; and therein preſence 
of all the FEwPEs feclarey her. Queen of 
£7ypt, Cyprus, Lydia and lower Syria, . allo- 
Ko of with her Ceſarioz, the $6 ſhe.had 
by F.Cefar. To the Children which he had 
by her he gave the Title of King of Kings ; 
and for their Dominions, to Alexander, the 
eldeſt, he allotted Armenia, Media and. Par- 
thia, which he.pretended to conquer. in a 
Intle 
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little time. Proley, the younger, had Pho 
- nicia , upper Syrie and Culicia - then they 
appeared; AMlexdnder 1n n long Median Velt, 
with a high Cidarss 'and Tiara, which was 
the mark of Sovereignty among thoſe Na- 
tions. Ptolemy had Grecian Buskins, a roy- 
al .Mantle and a large Hat adorned with' a 
Diadem.,-after-the manner of the MMacedons- 
an Kings, the Suceeifors of Alexander. Thus 
habited , they. cate. to thank Anthony and 
Chkopatra, who: embraced them, and imme- 
diately two Companies of Guards, all cho- 
ſen handſome perſons ,, the one Armenians , 
theother Macedonians, were drawn up near 
theſe. young Princes. But that which appea- 
red moſt remarkable in this Solemnity was, 
that Cleopatra appeated dreſt like the God- 
deſs Iſis, andever after, when ſhe appea- 
red in publick , ſhe always wore that habit 
and all her Edicts and Decrees were ever af- 
ter. received as Oracles of the: New 1s, 
Ceſar then thought it was a convenient 
time openly to declare himſelf : he accuſed 
Anthony of all theſe Attempts againſt the 
Majeſty of the Roman Empire before the Se- 
nate 'and the People of Rome. Anthony ſent 
to Rome to make his defence , and to com- 
plain of Ceſar. He ſaid, He had ſeized upon 
all Sicily, without giving him any ſhare ;, that 
he had diſpaſſeſſed Lepidus, and kept all his Go- 
vernments for himſelf; and that he had divi- 
ded all [taly among bis Sonldiers, and reſerved 
nothing for thoſe that ſerved tn Alia. To 
theſe Accuſations Ceſar anſwered , That , as 
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for Lepidus, be'was obliged to xepoſe: him! for 
bis condudt ,- for which he was: juſtly: puniſhed : 
for the Conqueſt s he had "made; he was willing 
to ſhare them with Anthony, when be would 
awvide Armenia which he had conquered :;. and 
for the. Souldiers that ſerved with Anthony , 
there was #0"likelyhood "that they would deſire 
ſome pitiful lands in ltaly after they had con- 
quered Media and the Empire of the Paythi- 
ans by the great Exploits they bad done in'fols 
lowing their General. Anthony was {o nettled 
with this Tear , that” he ordered 'Canidizs, 
who commanded his Army', to marchwith+- 
out intermiſſion towards the Sea-coaſts:with 
{ixteen Legions to paſs over into Europe ., 
and he himſelf with Cleopatra'came to Ephe- 
ſws, where his Lientenants had got together 
eight hundred Veſſels, whereof Cleopatra 
furniſhed two hundred with .* twenty thou- 
ſand'Talents and Proviſions for all his. For- 
ces. Anthony', by the Advice of .Pomitins,, - 
reſolved'to ſend: back the Queen into-eA- 
gypt till the War was ended ; but ſhe,: fea- 
ring leſt OFavia ſhould make an advantage 
of this opportunity to come to! her Huf-. 
band and 'make a Peace, ſhe, by great Pre- 
ſents, gained Canidirs to repreſent to" An- 
thony , That it was not juſt to drive away a 
Princeſs with diſgrace , :who alone maintained 
almoſt all the expence of the War. That, be- 
ſides, her - departure would deprive him of the 
aſſiſtence of the Egyptians , who were the beſt 
part of his Navy. And that he knew there 
was no King among the Allies to whom Cleopa- 
tra 
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tra yielded in prudence or willerſtanding , as 
WO Ry by oo manner of gy ernng | 

fo mighty a Kingdom; beſides the Reperiing | 
ſhe had gained in her long ' atquaintance with 
Anthony , whereby ſhe had perfeitly inſtrite- 
red bir ſelf 'in the management of the wibſt 
important affairs. The good fortune of C4 
far and Anthony's evil deſtiny cauſed this 
Counſel to'take place. Cleopatra ſtayed'; 
and they went to Samos, where , for pre- 
paration -for ſo great an- enterpriſe, they 
began with all the pleaſures that could be 
deviſed z their care was very pleaſantly di- 
vided; on one ſide all the Kings, Princes 
and Nations from e/£gypt to the Euxine Sea; 
and from Armenia to Dalmatia , had order 
to ſend Arths, Proviſions and Souldiers to 
Samos; on the other 4 al the Comedians; 
Dancers, Muſicians and Bouffons were obli- 
ged to come to this Iſle : ſo that ſometimes a 
Ship that was thought to be laden with Soul- 
diers, who conveyed a conſiderable ſucconr 
of Arms and Amunition, proved 'to be laden 
with Players, Scenes and Machines, for the 
Stage ; and whillt all the reſt of the World 
was in extreme deſolation, Joy and all 
kinds of pleaſure ruled here, as if they had 
all made choice of this place to retire to: 
But how magnificent ſoeyer their entertain- 
ments were, they wanted their chiefeſt reliſh 
which was confidence, for Anthony's diſplea+ 
ſures had ſowred his temper to that degree 
that-he, as to: make him ſuſpeCt Cleopatra 
her ſelf, ate of no thing with -her we 
C out 
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out a Taſter :. byt.as this Precaution ſeemed 
to. be very injurious to Cleopatra, ſhe under- 
took. to let him fee that it.was 1n vain to. 
ſtand upon his-guard againſt her-adreſs. She 
always added life to the entertainment by 
her pleaſant company, ſo that once at a 
meal ſhe propoſed a new kind of diyerſi- 
on of drinking one anothers . Garlands , 
which, according to the mode of thoſe 
times, all the Gueſts were: crowned with , 
dipping the Flowers of them in the Wine. 
tnthony applauded the Frolick , and would 
begin 1t with Cleopatra's Garland, as ſhe 
very well foreſaw ; all the outſide Flowers 
of it were poiſoned , the Garland was pul- 
led.to pieces and put into a golden Cup full 


_ of Wine which Anthony was: juſt carrying 


to his Lips when Cleopatra told him , My 
Lord, ſaid ſhe, now know Cleopatra berter , 
and learn by this example, that" all the Pre- 
cantions ſignifie nothing againſt her , if her 
heart were not intereſted in your preſervation ; 
whereupon by her order a Criminal was immedi- 


ately brought , who drank, the poiſoned Wink , 


4 expired upon the place. This AQion cu- 


Anthony of his ſuſpicion , or at leaſt 
made him leaye oft troubleſome Precaution, 
which it ſeems was but uſeleſs againſt the 


art of this Princeſs, who could ſo skilfully 


mingle inevitable Snares of death among 
her pleaſares. Every City of Anthony's En

T HE ſtay Anthony male's at FR was 
very favourable ; far Cale ar had made 
no proviſion for the War, y. reaſon all | 
Teglymutinied againlt him , becaufe of the 
impoſition he 1a d upon the People. The 


news. of or approach .with ſuch for- 


midable Forces had ngmcnte this. diſor- 
der and quite aſtoniſhed the Romans : but 
n_ they. faw that all theſe Prep: arations 
ſerved onely. to fill the publick Places. and 
the LE pes of the Iſle o Samos, Ceſar r&- 
tkem; pankrops he had appeaſed the ' 

Peopl ple, who grumbled wes) IS to cu- 
when money. was demanded; though 

when they have payed, R aaa; wn "think of 
it. Mans: oo himſelf, into a po- 
ſpyting ire with Forces 

{od us Enemy. now Cleopatra, 
envying the honours ſhe had received at. 
Athens , had eye # a delire to ſee that 
City, 
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City, and was carried thither by Anthony ; 
ſhe diſtributed great Gifts tothe Athenian: 
. who in recorhpence were not behind-harid 
with their uſual Flatteries : they accorded 
honours beyond the condition of mortals ; 
and the moſt noble Citizens were deputed 
to carry her the Decree. Anthony, in the 
capacity of a Citizen of Athens, would be 
the chief of the Embaſſy, he was Spokel- ' 
man. and harangued the Queen in the name 
of the People : At length, to give her the 
utmoſt of hisPaſſion, he fent order to Ofta- 
via to goe out of his houſe; ſhe obeyed, 
without murmbring at this horrible piece 
of injuſtice,- and retired to her own houſe, 
and all Arthory*s Children with her, except 
Antyllus, who was with his Father. She one- 
ly lamented her hard fate, becauſe ſhe'was 
forced to {ſerve for a pretence to a War , 
whole conſequences muſt needs be fatal ro 
her. Several of Anthony's friends not being 
able any longer to bear with his diforders, 
abandoned him : but it was not this nor the 
choice” of a better ſide that made Plancus 
. leave him, onely Inconſtancy ,” the natural 
difeafe of his mind : he had been the baſeſt 
and moſt ſordid of Cleopatra's Flatterers,and 
had. abafed himſelf to' the loweſt employ. 
ments about Anthony , eyen to the writing 
' his bawdy Letters and being his Pimp. And 

though” he had been Conſul, General of ''an 
Army , and Governonr of a Province ,he 
was not aſhamed to appear at a Feaſt 'a- 
mong thz* Afors ina Play and repreſent 
DS | Glancm, 
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Glaucur, a Sea God. It was doubtleſs a VE- 
Ty pleaſant ſpectacle to ſee a man of his 
quality naked and painted green, and crow-- 


_ ned with Reeds, with a long Beard down to 


his middle, and a huge Tail of aFifh, dan- 
cing upon his Knees, and making a hundred 
ridiculous poſtures : - nor did this Action 
fail of making him be ſcorned. Anthony 
abuſed him and 'reproached him for ſome 
Extortions whereof he was accuſed, which 
ſoon made him: reſolve ro goe to Ceſar 
with Titizs who was his Nephew. When 
he came to. Rome ., he accuſed Anthony be- 
fore the Senate of ſeveral Crimes with fo 
much heat', that Coponixs could not forbear 
ſaying to him, Swre you never obſerved theſe 
Crimes of Anthony but the evening before 
your departure ; by which he reproached el- 
ther his baſeneſs'in enduring thoſe Crimes 
ſolong, or his fottiſhneſs not to find them 
out ſooner. But Polko's proceeding was as 
generous as Plancus's was infamous. Pollto 
had retired into Jraly after the Peace was 
made at Tarentum:; nor had he ever ſeen 
Cleopatra or ſerved under Anthony ſince his 
Intrigue with that Princeſs: yet when Ce- 
far preſſed him to follow him in this War , 
he frankly ſaid , I have ſerved Anthony ber- 
ter perhaps thin he has rewarded me ; but 
however the Conrtefies he has done me are more 


known than the Services I have dote him ;, and 


therefore , withont engaging -my ſelf in your 
quarrels, I intend quietly to ſtay here , and 
i at the diſcretion of the Conquerour. An- 
ties - 1 ag thony's 
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The Hiſtory of the Vol.IL 
thony's Will and Teſtament was at Rome, in 
the hands of the .Veltals, and Plancus it was 
who gave Ceſar notice of it, who, as:he 
_—_ omit nothing that might ſerve his 
deſigns , demanded the fight of it : the Ve- 
ſtals refuſed to delivet 1t into his hands; 
but byan equivocating, turn they told hitn, 
Tf-he would come: and fetch it , they would not 
hinder him. Ceſar went.and: took it ; and 
when he; had it, he choſe out the Places 
that were moſt odious in it.,: and read them 
in full Senate. ' But this aCtion was not ap- 
proved of at all. They ſaid, . 1: was agannf 
the courſe of nature to punsſ a man whi 
living for what he ordered to be done when he 
was dead. Ceſar chiefly inſiſted upon Am- 
thony's diſpoſing :of his Sepulture : he. or- 
- dained, That if the dyed Rome, his body 
ſhould be'carried in funeral pamp through the 
principal places of the City,, and then ſent into 
AEgypt *o Cleopatra. But all:the buſtle that 
Ceſar made upon this occaſion did not ſuc- 
- ceed according to his wiſh ;, ſo that he was 
Forced to goe to work anotherway. Calviſe- 
#5;accuſed Anthony publickly , That be had 
L£iven Chkopatra' the fammus Library of the 
Kings of Pergamus compoſed of +wo hundred 
thouſand Volumes; That he had trod on her. 
' +Toe at a publick, entertainment, and permitted 
tbe Epheſians, to. give her the quality of their 
Sqvereion in bis preſence. But more par- 
ticularly: he infiſted on two: Articles : 
One was, That Anthony, having received 
Love-letters from Cleopatra, be had read them.

Nothing gives us a truer 
Image of the! Royzan gravity Than this Paſ- 
ſage in the Hiſtory. The heads of this Accu- 
Fation, that at-preſenr appear frivolous and 
ridiculous,. were all neyerthelefs foriouſly 
propoſed by Caluiſius. Nay , Plutarch af- 
firms, they were ſuch ſhrewd ones, that 
the Accuſer inyented one part of them. 
Certain it is that they appeared.of that mo- 
ment and weight to Anthony's Friends , that 
they began toibeftir themſelves and ſolicit 
in his fayour, /to hinder the Decree of the 


_ Senate, by which he was to be declared an 


Enemy to the Senate and.;People of Rome. 
Therefore they. fent Geminize to Athens to 
make the -laft attempt upon this Temper. 
. . The arrival ofthis man-ſo muchalarmed Cle- 
epatra, that ſheooffered him a hundred ſignal 
Affronts and ſeveral very abuſive Jears. But 
he not being mortifiedat it, ſhe cauſed An- 
theny one day 'to.ask him the cauſe of his 
coming. Gemmius anſwered,. That things of 
that nature were not to be talked of over a bot- 
tlez and, that it was neceſſary to be ſober and 
fafting when they were to be examined; but 
this he was ſure of , that both before and after 
- .s Debauch he ſaw matters would goe well 6- 
wwrh, if Cleopatra were ſent into KgyPpr. 
, RT 4 An- 
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Anthony was troubled at this diſcourſe, and 
Cleopatra ſaid. to Geminins, You doe. very 


| wiſely to own the truth, without ſtaying till ut 


#5 extorted from you by torments. Geminius 
.did not think it conyenient- to. ſtay for the 
 effe&t of this Threat, but fled ta Rome, fol- 
lowed by ſeveral other Romans who were 
diſguſted at the audaciouſneſs of Cleopatra 
and the infolence of her Paraſites. The moſt 
conſiderable perſons of thoſe who farſook 
them were Syllanus and the famous Delbiur, 
Who at a meal where the Wine was not- to 
his mind ſaid, That they-made them drink Vi- 
znegar there, whilſt at Rome, Sarmentus drank. 
Falernian Wine. This Sarmentus was a kind 
of a Bouffon to Ceſar. As there is in all 
Courts ſome certain moments when every 
thing that is ſpoke is interpreted to have a 
ſecret meaning in it ; This raillery of Del-. 
lins was ſo'ill taken by Cleopatra, that ſhe 
gave order to have him murthered. Dela, 
who had notice of it, and nat being willing 
to hazard himſelf to gain the reputation of 
a reſolute man upon this: occaſion ,, was-it 
anay be glad of the opportunity to. follow 
his inclination', and juſtly. deferve - the 
name of Vaulter, which afterwards 3Zefſa- 


la gave him at Rome. 
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CH AP. XXVIL 


T be Forces of Czar and. Anthony. They write 
ſharp Letters to eachother. . Czſar approa- 
ches Anthony?s Army which lay at Actium. 


N O ſooner did. Ceſar find himſelf 
ſtrong enough to'carry on the War, 
but he publickly proclaimed-it. againſt Cle- 
opstra, and abrogated the Authority of An- 
thony, who: had already in a manner parted 
with it [in favour. of that 'Princeſs. The 
Decree implied beſides, Thar Anthony was 
no. longer Maſter of bis. own will, by reaſon 
Cleopatra with her Philtres had taken a- 
way the very uſe of 'his reaſon ;, ſo that he 
was not to be accounted' as any body in ths 
War, which was onely. managed by Mardi- 
Qn- her Eunuch,, and Iras and Charmia her 
Women , 'who abſolutely governed Anthony? 
Empire. The Prodigies too were not for- 
got - The Tawn of Pilaurum that Anthony 
bad rebiilt on the ſhoar of the Adriatick See. 
was ſwallewed up by an Earthqughe. At Als. 
va 4 Statue of this Triumvir ſweat. for many 
\ days together. The Temple of Hercules: ar 
Patras was burnt by Lightning. And at A- 
thens che: Image of Bacchus that ſfood among 
ſeveral other Images of the Gods was alone 0- 
werthrown by the Wind. The ſame thing hap- 
pened-:to: two Coloſſs's called the Antovs. 
Laſt of all, | The Swallows that bad buil 
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their neſts in the Poop of Cleopatra's Admi- 
ral Galley were driven away by other Swallows 
who deſtroyed what the former had made. All 
theſe were explained very juſtly , but ''twas 
-after; Anthony's Defeat. The Forces of the 
tw0'[riumurts were anſwerable to the Em- 
-pire they ſhared betwoen them ; nor were 
there ever ſeen two ſo great Powers oppoſe 
each other. Awrbony. commanded over all 
the Provinces 'from Armenia and the Red- 
Fea'to the. Adriatech Gulph and 'the Exxine 
Sea; - and Ceſar ' had all thoſe ifrom Sicity 
ito the Ocean: - All the Kings'.of ' Aſia that 
were Allies:to the Romans followed the for- 
tuneiof Amrbony ; namely, Tarcoademus King 
of: Cilicia,” Archilans Of \Cappadecia , Phila- 
-delpbus of Paphlagonia, AMithridates of Coma- 
pena 'Of Thrace, Theſe Princes were in per- 
vn tn his Army: - But Polemon King-of Por- 
as, Malchus King of Arabia ,-Herod King 
'of the Fews-, :and Amintas King of Galatis', 
onely ſent their. Troops ; beſides theſe, Bac- 
-obys King of Mauritania, who ibroughthis 
long with\him;: all theſe together made 


#1) hundred thouſand iFoot and twelvethou- 
and Horſg,"; The Navy was :compoſed-of 


five. hundred Ships 'of War, whereof. fome 
had eight or ten:Banks -of Oars: '' Ceſar 
His Party 'had -no foreign Princes, i and Hit 
Army -amounted'to but eighty. thouſand'; 
buthewas asfſtrong in :Cavalry-ashis Ene- 
my. He had but itwo. chundred © and fifty 
Veſſels, all hight, and very well manned 
with Gallers, Rowers and Souldiers > Where.

heavy, and wanted Rowers; ſo that he was 
forced to take up all the Artiſans and La- 
bourers of Greece to employ them at the 
Qar. Then their Hatred ſhewed it ſelf by 
very bitter Letters; and when Ceſar re- 
preached Anthony with his Love for Cleopa- 
_ zr4 and the Prodigality of his Feaſts , he 
. on the other ſide ue him in mind of the 
famous Feaſts-of the twelye Gods, where 
Ceſar and the other Gueſts were clad as 
They repreſented the Deities they adored. 
To this he added his haſty marriage with Lz- 
wia, and the ſhamefull divorcing of Scrs- 
bonia becauſe ſhe would not bear with the 
Infolence of .that.new Miltreſs ; and all the 
Roman Ladies with whom Ceſar hadever had 
any Gallantry or Intrigue were brought up- 
on the Stage. He eyen proceeded to tax 
him with Cowardiſe at the Battels of . o- 
dena and Sicily , with all thoſe ſcandalous 
Circumitances that were.m 
WREIFUPOR Ceſar wrote torhim, 
needleſs tofight any longer with the Pets. Thaty 
be would adwance with his Army he ſhatlld. hat 
Ports in Italy where he ſhould land without any ' 
moleſtation.;; and that Czſar would: draw bs 
ds - ar enoi gh from the Sea-ſi de, to give 
Mhony the Hverty of encamping , and qput- 
ting bs” Ary#1to Battalia. To make a re- 
urn to "th , "gr ; Aiithony , though he 
were much older, challenge Ceſar to fight

Theſe hap- 
Py Succeſſes occaſioned Amintas and ''Deje- 
rarws to declare for Ceſar. - Domiting, Carti- 
ed on by their Example, ſaved himſelf in a 
Cock-boat, and came to.Ceſar , whoſe ſide 
he did not much favour: by his revolt,::be- 
cauſe Anthony, according to his _— 
neroſity ,, ſent him his. People and all hy 
Equipage ., though it were againſt the opi- 
nion of Cleopatra her ſelf, which fo ſenſibly 
touch*d Domitius who was fick already, that 
he was not able to out-live the grief of a- 
bandoning a man who by kindneſs revenged 
himſelf for his perfidiouſneſs. In the mean 
time Canidins arrived. with the Legions, 
who as he ſaw the danger nearer, he chan» 
ged his ' mind concerning Cleopatra : 'He 
would have had Anthony ſend back: the 
Queen , and himſelf -;goe. into Macedoma , 
and fight by Land with fo much more: ad- 
vantage. becauſe Dicomes, King- of the 
Getes, promiſed him a powerfull aſliſtence. 
Then ſaid Canidius, One ought not to regard a 
| falſe kind of ſhame, in having Czſar Maſter 
+ gof the Sea, where his Souldiers had gained a 
» great deal of experience during the War with 
mpey. That it would be a renouncing both 


Sea and Winds a Vittory which by Land they 
Were certain of by the Valour and Experience 
of their General , who to this day had kept

Anthony was very much inclined 
to follow this Advice ; but Cleopatra byaſ- 
ſed him the other way , and obliged him a- 
gainſt his will to hazard both his Empire 
and his Life in a Sea-fight. Here alſo it 
was that Anthoxy had like to haye fallen in- 
to a very great danger. And this may 
ſerve for an InſtruQtion to perſons of his 
rank, not too- freely to expoſe themſelves, 
when they are near the Enemies. They had 
made. a kind of Cauſey, which ran out ve- 
ry far into the Sea, to go from Anthony's 
Camp to his Fleet ; as he paſſed often in thi 
place without any diſtruſt, and ſlenderly ac- 


| companied ſoine of Ceſar*s Souldiers ha- 


ving notice of it by a Slave, made out 3 
Party to carry him off; and came ſo near , 
that they took the Officer that marched 
before him : they had likewiſe taken Anthe- 
»y," if their Impatjence had not diſcovered 
them too ſoon ; he had much a-doe to ſaye 
himſelf; and Ceſar's men retreated- with 


their Priſoner, extremely troubled at their 


too much haſte.

Nthony having, taken a reſolution. to 
A, fight by Sea, burnt All; his ſhips of 
burthen, except ſixty that belonged to Cleo- 
patre, and of his Men of War kept only thoſe 
that had.from three to ten Rowg or Oars, 
which he manned with twenty two thou- 
ſand Foot, and ten thouſand: Archers. As he 
was putting his Fleet into order of battel,, 
and going about to give his, neceſlary or+ 
ders, an old Officer, a very brave man, 
and all covered with Scars, thus ſpoke to 
him aloud, My noble General, Do you deſpiſe 
this Sword and this Arm, which my wery 
wounds have not been able to weaken : That 
you will place your hopes in brittleBoats ? Leave 
the Kgyptians and Phanicians to fight .at 
Sea, but put mn aſhore where we are uſed 
to aneet or give death with a firm foot and 
an aſſured look, Anthony anſwered nothing, 
he onely made a ſign with his head, as if 
it were to encourage hin, though he him- 
_ ſelf did not ſeem as if he were very well 
aſſured, for when the Commanders of his

that he might encompaſs them with his 
Veſſels which were lighter and much'bettex- 
ficted ; his defign fucceeded, and'thebarte 
began here but in adifferent manner than u- 


- ful. For there was no ſhock, becauſe Antho- 


ys Gallies were too heavy, and thoſe of 
Ceſar avoided it z fearing fplitting againſt 
thoſe huge Veſſels; fortified with thick Tim- 
ber and iron-Spikes, ſo that this fight re- 
fembled rather an aſſault.  Czfar's Soul- 
diers attacked the Enemies with Pikes, Ja- 
velins, Piles and Fire pots, and they de- 
fended themſelves with Arrpws and Darts 
thrown from their- Engines planted on 
wooden Towers. Aprippa, whoſe experi- 
ence. out-went - a the Commanders of 
his time, ſtood out with -the' point of 
his left Diviſton to flank Anthony's, which 
made Publicola advance to hinder it. A- 


- r#ntins laying hold on this occafion, bore in- 


ro the midſt of the Enemies Fleet which 
ke put into ſome diſorder ; but the valour 
of the Souldiers made the Viaory yet 
doubtfull : as they were all of them choſen 
Troops, they Alended themſelves with in- 
viiicible Courage, and made a great ſlaugh- 
ter of the Enemies that attempted to ap- 
Þroach them. When ftreight they ſaw Cleo- 
patra's ſixty Gallies advance between the 
two Fleets with all their Sails abroad, 
this movement equally ſurprized' 'both 
Navies. Anthonys was already in forte 
diſorder ; and when he-expetted fome great 
ation from theſe Gallies which were - |

after Plutarch, without | giving any other 
reaſon of this baſeneſs of the g/Egyprians, 
than the timorouſneſs of their Queen ; that 
which 'they add is yet more fſurprizing. 
Anthony had given too many proofs of” his 
Courage, tyer to be ſuſpected of Cowar- 
dize; ang in this accaſion, not onely the 
Empire of the World, but .his own Life 
was at ſtake ; and there was nothing to 
make him deſpair of Succeſs, for quite con- 
trary the reſolution of his Men, and their 
firmneſs in maintaining the Combate, ſeem 
to . aſſure him of the Victory, if they had 
been but well led on. But when he ſaw 
Cleopatra fly, he forgot the care, both of 
pc: honour and ſafety, to make himſelf an 

ccomplice of her Cowardly flight; and as 
if he had nothing more to apprehend than 


| her abſence, he thought of nothiog then 


but to run after her. He threw himſelf into 
a Gally, with onely Scellzs and Alexander 


the Syrian, abandoning his Souldiery, that- 


ſo generouſly expoſed their lives for his 
intereſt, and followed the Courſe that 
Cleopatra ſtood. She ſoon knew him, and 
put a flag abroad at the Prow of her Gally; 


he came near, and when he was aboard, 
.he retired to the Prow without fo much 


as ſeeing the Queen, and _was-a good while 


Alone leaning his head 'upon his hand. 
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_ £1 The Gallantry and Fidelity of his Souldiers 
bs, - cannot 'be enough admired upon this oc- 
LES caſion : althougt the Ge ral had left 
A them, and the report bf Ms flight was 
ſpread. all about the Fleet ; they acted like 
people that would not believe it, and ſtill 
ought with the ſame eagerneſs, as if he- 
had ſtill been at the head of them, and 
perhaps they might, have got the Victory 
which they diſputed till five in the Even- 
ing, if the Wind that roſe had not ſeparated } 
them, and given the Enemies the advantage 
to beat them by piece-meal, for want of |: 
a Commander to rally them. Three. hun- | 
dred Veſlels yielded to the Conquerour, | 
but there were but five thoufand Men kill- [ 
ed on the beaten fide 3 Ceſar having done | 
all he could to ſpare the Lives of thoſe 
brave Souldiers, whom he looked upon as his 
Subjects: -He made Anthony's flight be every 
where publiſhed, and thoſe that obſtinately : 
defended themſelves, - he asked who they 
fought for now. He drew off his Soul- 
diers, whom he ſaw too eager after the 
Daughter, and gave here ſuch marks of his 
'Clemency, as ſerved to efface the memory 
-of the battel of Phzlipps ,, and the horrible 
Proſcriptions of the Triumvirate. + He 
P granted 'a general pardon before it was 
deſired, and ſatisfied himſelf with the Pu- 
niſhment of a very few, and thoſe his par- 
ticular declared Enemies. . Ceſar lay in 
his Gally upon the place, and the next 
day went aſhore. ' The Legions of. A#- 
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thony teſtified no leſs faith and affetion to 
their General, than the Souldiers of his 
Fleet. Thoitgh Teyeral of them had ſeen 
his retreat, yet they could. not tell. how 
to believe that he, who ſo often . had ex- 
perience of the inconſtancy of fcrtune , 
and had ſtill ſurmounted all his misfortunes. 
with. greater Courage, ſhould be : capable 
of leaving all, having ſufficient Forces to 
' diſpute the Empire, there remaining nine- 
teen Legions entire, and twelye thouſand 
Horſe; they ſtill hoped he . would come 
' and put himſelf at the head of them, and, 
try aſecond battel ; and though. at laſt 
they loſt that hope, and were quite ſur- 
rounded both by Sea and Land, . they- kept 
themſelves yet ſeven days in_their-Camp 
but the flight of Canidzus and all thels chie! 
Officers, ſo broke their meaſures that they 
reſolved to accept of the conditions that 
Ceſar offered them. Thus the Roman Em- 
pire ſo long torn by the Ambition of three 
men, at laſt with much Joy ſybmitted to 
the Command of one alone, hoping to ſee 
an end of all the miſchiefs that were cauſed 
by. the Diviſions of the Traumvirs; all 
whoſe Authority ' by this Vittory  was-unj- 
ted in the Perſon of Ceſar, +»

Anthony's diſpleaſure againſt Cleopatra. He 
.reteres into Libya, "and returns imo”

Nthony was ſtill taken up with thoſeMe- 
'F Tantholy reflexions,the preſent condi- 
tion of his fortune inſpired him with, when 
he perceived fome light Gallies of Ceſar's 
that rowed up to him; in ſpight of all his 
deſpair,” he could not bear that his Ene- 
mjes' ſhould come and brave him without 
being able to defend himſelf. He there- 
fore'commanded the Pilot to tack about 
and./face them; this diſperſed them all ex- 
cept one, whereupon there appeared a man 
with a Jayelin in- his hand, that came up 
to him very fiercely, threatning hip ; Fho 
art than, cryes Anthony, thar haſt the Inſe- 
tence to dare perſue me? lam, anſwered he, 
Eurycles the Lacedemonian ' brouobt hither 
v/ the good fortune of Czar, to- revenge my 


Father whos you put. to death. This was. 
Lachares whom Azthony had puniſhed. for 
his-extortzons.and oppreſfions.:: however 


Eurycles durſt not engage Anthony's Gally, 


but attacked Cleopatra's Admiral, and gave 
him ſo. rude a ſhock, that he ran him all 
on one ſide., and <aſily. took him and ano- 
ther Veſſel laden with' all that Princeſs's E- 
quipage. Aﬀter he retired with W_ - 
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which was very rich, Azthony fell again 
into his Melancholy, and continued fo three 
days without ſeeing. the Queen, hindred 
either through ſhame or anger. They ar- 
rived ſo at Tenarus, where Cleopatra's WQ- 
men ſo beſtirred themſelves, that they 
brought them to ſee one another, and. tq 
eat together ; in this place ſeveral of 4n- 
thony's Veſſels came to him, and ſome of his 
Friends who informed him of the total de- 
feat of his Fleet x but believing his Legi- 
ons held out yet, he ſent to Canidins to 
retreat through Aacedoxza, and return into 
Aſia. Then he purpoſed to retire into 
Africa , and: aſſembled his Friends, to 
exhort them to retire and take their mea- 
ſures for their ſafety. After which, -he 
. made a Veſſel draw near wherein Was all 
his Money, and what elſe he had of value, 
which he gave them to divide among them. 
They all refuſed: his Preſcats, and weeping 
told him, They would always follow | his Far- 
tune. This teſtimony of their Fidelity 
moved him. ſo much ro Compaſſion, that 
he could not refrain Tears: Complaining 
of his fortune that put him gut of Capacity 
of giving them tokens of his acknowledge- 
meat and gratitude, who had given him ſpc] 
ſignal marks of their affeftion ;,. he adde 
that he ſhould very much injure them, if 
he ſhould ſuffer them any longer to be eng 
tangled in. his: Misfortunes. - So he-abſo- 
lately Commanded them. to retice-thems 
ſelves, and wrote ta + EV 
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of Corinth, to grant them refuge 'till they 
had made their Peace with Cs. "After 
he had given theſe orders he went into 
Africa ; from whence he ſent Cleopatra in- 
to egypt, and remained almoſt alone, wan- 
dring Through the Defarts of Zibya, with- 
ont any other company than Ariftocrates and 
Lucilixs ;, one a Greek, arid the other a Ro- 
man, both excellent Rhetoricians. ' Lucilius 
was he that ſaved Brutus, from being taken 
at the battel of Ph:l;ppi; and ever ſince fot- 
towing Anthony, even ' to his death con- 
tinued” his affeftion. But Archony then 
heard that the Governour 'had revolted to 
Ceſar, which put him into ſuch a violent 
deſpair, that che attempted to'kill himſelf. 
His Exiends hindred him from that fatal 
reſolftion * by 'their Prayers and: Remon- 
ſtrances, and perſuaded him to return to 
Alexandria, where he found Cleopatra about 
an enterprize, that ſheyed the greatnefs 
of her ſpirit. As that neck of Land which 
jJoyns Ajia and Africa is but three hundred 
furlongs over, this Queen drew'her Gallies 
upon Carriages into the Red Sea; where 
the. deſigned ' to embark her ſelf withall 
her Treaſures, - and the moſt affectionate 
of her SubjeCts ;"and go and-plant her ſelf 
in' fome remote part of the World, far 
from the dangers of War, and the fear of 
ſlavery.” But**the Arabjans near the City 
of Petra, that ' were Enemies to. the e#- 
Iyptianr, burned thoſe'Veſlels that were firſt - 
tranſported thus, which made Cleoparrs 
— Ys - abandon 
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riumvirate. 

abandon that defign, and apply © her ſelf 
to .fortifie the avenues of her Kingdom, 
which were of very 'difficult acceſs. A1n- 


' thony's behaviour was very different, he 
ſhewed nothing but a ſhamefull weakneſs : - 


He ſhunned all Company, and built'a houſe 
near the Pharos, far out into the Sea ; where 
he ſhut himſelf up without either Friends 
or Domeſticks, to imirate-7:mon, as he (aid; 
fince he had no leſs - reaſon than rhat-4- 
thenian to hate mankind, that ſeeing him- 
ſelf betrayed by thoſe whom he 'had' moſt 


obliged, this perfidiouſneſs gave him 'oc- .. 


caſion to ſuſpect and hate all others.” In 
this retirement Canidrizs brought him' the 
News of the loſs of his Legions, and here 
he heard how Herod King of the, Fewr, 
and all the other Kings of Aſia had Uffitted 
his party, to take Ceſar's ſide. He could 
no longer force his natural Temper, and 


as debauching is a great relief to people 


of -his humour againſt all their troubles; 


he. quifted his Cell,- to fall a-feaſting upon _

qrniment.; for the Romans diſtinguiſhed 


the ages of their Children, by peculiar

Gown, like our flowered Stuffs, which the 
wore, till fourteeen ; the Pura or white 
Robe, which was worn till eighteen* or 
twenty , and then they took the ws. 
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of. young men , andevery one wore Clothes 
according*to his quality. All this was uſu- 
ally performed with great Ceremonies , 
which ferved Anthony as a pretence to ſet 
on foot again the Society or Club they had 
formerly z but inſtead of the name it had 
of the Inimicable Life. they called it, Zu»- . 
mSrrecder , Synapethanoumenes , that is , of 
thoſe that dye together. :In the mean time 
| Cleopatra made tryal of all ſorts of Poiſons 
upon Criminals, eyen to the biting of Ser- 
pents 3; they ſay, that after many. Experi- 

ments, they found that the ſting of the 4p 
" gave the quickeſt and eaſieſt Death, and 
re is reaſon to believe, ſhe from that 
time made choice of that kind of 
death, if her ill-fortune ſhould drive her 
to agkexcremity. 
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CHAP. XXX, 


Czſar goes inta Italy. He pacifigs the Soul- 
- diers, and beſieges Alexandria. 


(36 was yet in /raly, whither he was 
recalled by Agrippa's Letters, after he 
had paſſed one part of the Winter at Arbens 
and the other at Samos. The occaſion of 


his return into /zaly was the Mutiny of his 
Souldiers whom he had ſent to Brunduſium 


after the. Vidtory. After their uſual 'Cu- 
ſtome they asked their Rewards and their 
Diſcharge. In his pallage he had like to 
have been a Caſt- away twice ;; the firſt time 
upon the Caſt of 7:aly, and the other near 
the Ceraunian Mountains, where he loſt ſe- 
veral of his Veſſels. He ſtayed at Branduſe- 
um. but twenty ſeven days, to appeaſe the 
Souldiers and give orders, after which with 
his Navy he failed into Syris, while his Ar- 
my. marched a-long the Coalts of Africe to 
attack eEzypt on the other ſide, All the 
Kings of te, Alligs to the Romans, came 


to allure him of their obedience; but none 


appeared more forward than Herod , whe 
went as far as Rhodes to lay his Crown at 
Ceſar's Feet, and offered him his Perſon and 
bis. Troops. This Prince had very great 
obligations. unto Anrbovy , from whom he 
keld both his Kingdom and his Life, and 
for that reaſon he had maintained his Iate+ 
reſts in the Eaſt with ſo much Zeal tha it 
EZ 364 EE ne Re EE © Wag 
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was not doubted, but Ceſar would treat him 
as' one of his greateſt Enemies. Herod 
himſelf had ſo lirtle hopes of the ſucceſs 
of his voyage, that in perſuance of his na- 
tural bent -ro Cruelty , he left order wich 
two of his Confidents to 'put his Wife Ma- 
riamne,whom he paſſionately loved,to death, 
in caſe he miſcarried, and Ceſar were not 
diſpoſed to pardon him: This Secret was 
revealed to' Mariamne by one of his Inſtru- 
ments, which ſhe not being able to kee 
but reproaching her Husband with it at his 
return to Fudea, was the'cauſe of the death 
of this unfortunate Princeſs, who for her 
"2dmirable beauty and her noble race, which 
was that-of the Afaccabees, deſerved a gent- 
ter deſtiny. Ceſar , to'give a famous in- 
ſtance" of his Clemency » pardoned Herod , 
gave him his Crown , and received him i in- 
fo-the number of his Friends. Yet he re- 
_ him the Pardon of Alexander the Syri- 
- who was one of Cleopatra's moſt dan- 
Scans Flatterers, and for that reaſon very 
tnuch eſteemed by Anthony , whom” he be. - 
trayed after a very baſe manner. Anthony 
had ſent him to the Kings of Aſa, to keep 
'them in his Intereſts; and this perfidious 
Villain was the firſt that perſuaded Herod 
to-follow the Fortune of Ceſar z to whom 
this Treaſon ſeemed ſd odious that he put 
him to death notwithſtanding” all Herod's 
Entreaties. Anthony and Cleopatra , ſeeing 
themſelves abandoned by all their Allies , 
reſolved though too late to ſend Enphroni- 
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| 5 , their Childrens Tutor, to-make ſome 
Propoſals to, Ceſar. Cleopatra asked the 
_ .. Kingdom of egypt for her Children, and 
Anthony deſired bh might live. as a' private 
1 man at Athens, if Ceſar was not willing 
F he ſhould tarry in e£gype. He abſolutely 
rejeted Anthony's Propoſitions; and ſent 
to Cleopatra , That be would refuſe her no-' 
1 thing that was juſt and reaſonable, if. ſhe 
| would rid her felf of Anthony or drive-him 
d | ont of her Kingdom. With this Anſwer Ex- 
] phronius returned, and with him Thyrews, a 
'F © Ffreed-manof Ceſar's,he wasSa man very cun- 
1 ning , and very fit to mannage an Intrigue ; 
who coming with a. meſſage from a youn 
Emperour to an ambitious Princeſs poſle 
with a great opinion of her own beauty, had 
no difficulty of acceſs to her. But theſe ſe- 
cret Conferences between him and Cleopatra, 
| and the honours ſhe did him, threw Antho- 
ny into ſuch a furious Paſllion of Jealouſie, 
that he made poor Thyrexs be taken and cru- 
elly ſcourged, and in this pickle ſent him to 
Ceſar with Letters. That he had chaftiſed 
 _Thyreus for bs Inſolence, and becauſe he in- 
-  ſulted over bim at a time when his ill fortune 
had put him into an ill humour : But ad-' 
ded he, If. this proceeding of mine offend you, ' 
| you have Hipparchus, one of my freed-men ,

Anthony's mind of Jealouhe and Suſpicion ; 
ſhe redoubled her Fondneſs and_ Careſles; 
and whereas ſhe uſed to celebrate her Birth- 
day with great Feaſtings and Solemnities , 
ſhe neglected that ; but on Anthony's Birth- 
day ſhe made fuch a noble entertainment , 
that all the Gueſts were even enriched 
with the Preſents ſhe made them for Antho- 
nys ſake.  Inthe mean time Ceſar, having 
got all his Forces together ,, ſurprized the 
City of Peluſium , which was delivered to 
him by Selexcss ,” and the report went, that 
this Governour had received ſuch order 
from the Queen, who, to juſtifie her ſelf, 
delivered his Wife and Children up into 
Anthony's hands. Cleopatra, near the Tem- 
ple of 7/zs had built a ſtately building which 
ſhe deſigned for her Sepulchre : into this 
lace was carried by her order all her Trea- 
ure; as Gold, Jewels, Pearls, Ivory,” Ebo- 
ny, Cinnamon, and other pretious Woods 
of thoſe times. It was filled beſides with 
Torches, Fagots, Tow and other combu- 
ſtible matter ; ſo that Ceſar, who had no- 
tice of it, was afraid leſt out of deſpair 
ſhe ſhould burn her elf in it with all thoſe 
vaſt Riches: as he always kept fome kind 
of correſpondence, he ſent People to her to 
give her hopes, that ſhe might expect all 
ood uſage from the eſteem he had for her. 
it in this time he advanced with his Army 
and encamped itl ſight of Alexandria.

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CHAP. XXXL 


Anthony defeats Czſar's Cavalry. He" for- 
faken by his men. His Deſpair. He * 
wourids himſelf. Is carried to Cleopatra. 
His Death. | 


HE Pretence of ſo formidable a Ri- 
val revived all thoſe ſparks of Ge- 
nerofity in Anthony's breaſt that ſeemed to 
be quite extintt. Cezſar's hatred was de- 
clared too well, to let him hope for any 
thing but dying like a true Roman, and this 
Anthony reſolved upon. He rallyed all the 
Troops he had, and made a Sally upon Ce- 
 far's Horſe which was advanced. This aCti- 
on ſhewed what Anthony might have ge 
if he had fought by Land as he was advi- 
fed. He beat this Cavalry, and forced it 
. home to'Ceſar's Camp, which he pur into 
_ diforder; nor did he ever ſhew more Con-. 
rage and Condu& than now. After this 
Victory he entred Alexandria as in Tri- 
' umph, and went all armed as he was to Cle- 
opatra , to tell her the News of his Advyan- 
rage. He preſented one-of his Cavaliers 
to her which had behaved himſelf very 
bravely in the Fight. The Queen rewar- 
ded his Valour with an Armour of Gold; 
bat that very night, this ungratefull wretch 
went to Ceſar. Anthony was very mucti 
troubled with this Man, that ſhewed _ a 
| als 
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dangerotis Example. He tried to provoke 
| Caſar*s Generoſity ,- and propoſed a Dnel 
to him ; but he very coldly anſwered , An- 
thony had ways enough to dye without ſeckin 
that. He refolved then to make the' laſt 
Puſh both by Sea and Land , with a delign 
to conquer or dye bravely. He ordered his 
People to-treat him with more magnifi-- 
cence than uſually they did. Perhaps , ſaid 
he to them, this may be the laſt Service ye 
may doe me, for it may happen that to mor- 
row- you may have another Maſter , - and. ye 
may ſee me no more. However , added he, 
J do not pretend . to lead you where death is. 
ore certain than vifttory. The following 
night was troubled by a Prodigy ; there. 
was. heard a great noiſe of Voices , Inſtru- 
ments and-Cryes, like thoſe of Bacchanals , 
_ all this paſſed through the | City of. Alex- 
andria , and went out of the Gate Thar 
looked towards the Enemies Camp. As 
Anthony. had all his life time affected to . 
imitate Bacchw, this prodigy was inter- 
' Preted to his diſadvantage; and it was ſaid, 
that this God abandoned: him. At break of 
day Anthony poſted thoſe few Troops that 
were left him upon the riſipg ground near ' 
the Town, from whence he ar orders to his. 
Gallies to engage the Enemy. They advan- 
ced .in order of Battel-z/ but as ſoon as An- 
thony's Souldiers came near.,they held down. 
their Arms and ſaluted C2ſar's, who retur- 
ning the Salute , both Fleers joined and mo- 
yed-againſt the City. All his Cavalry ſee-: 
| mg 
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| ing this left him,” and went over to Czſar's 
Camp. This utifortunate General, forſaken 
T By his men, and ſeeing he could not be'fo 
T happy todye with glory , his Arms in his 
'F . hands, he was'forced to go back to Alevar- 
dria quite beſides himſelf with rage and 
ſpiglit, crying outs Cleopatra had betrayed 
him, in fayour of thoſe. whotn he had not 
made War with, but upon her account. This 
being told the Queen, the fury and defpair 
of p Friel tefrified her ſo that ſhe retired 
to her Monument or Septilchre, and faſtned 
up the doors, and let down the Portcullis, 
, the Place being very ſtrong ; and then made 
+ Aa report be ſpread, that ſhe was dead, which 
F- was told Anthony: this fad news recatled 
all that renderneſs he had for” this Princeſs ; 
Miſerable man, cryed he, what doeft thou ſtay 
for longer , when fortune has deprived thee 
of all that #s worth living for? At theſe 
words he entred into a Cabinet, whete ; 
laying aſide his Armour ,. Cleopatra , cryed 
he, my greateſt prief 55 , not that 1 am ſe= 
parated from thee , for we ſhall ſoon meet ;, 
but that I, who have commanded ſo many gal- 
1 Hlant men, ſhould be out-dine by a woman itt 
4 Courage. Ii this moment he called Eros, the 
| moſt faithfull of his freed-men , whom he 
had engaged by Oath to kill him when he 
was reduced to a neceſſity of dying: It was 
to perform his Promiſe that he called for 
him. Eres drew out his Sword, as if he 
Intended to perform that fatal Duty , and 
turning a little a-ſide gave himfelf a wound, 
pe Fr which 
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Feet. Dear Eros, ſaid he, / thank thee for 


ſhewing me what 1 ſhould doz.'. He then gave 


himſelf a blow in the Belly with:that Vio- 
lence that he fell backward upon a Bed that 


was near 3 though the wound:were mortal , 
yet the bloud was ſtopped by the ſituation 


his body was in as/he fell , {o that-he came 
to limfelf , and begged of his friends who 
were:.come to him, that they would diſpatch 
him. But they all ran fromhijm, leaving him 
in a condition to move the moſt infenſible 
to pity ; the anguiſh of his wound ,, and the 
rage to be ſo cruelly forſaken made him 
cry out and tumble about: and ſtrive, when 
Cleopatra hearing of it ſeat Diomedes to 
bring him to her. Anthony underſtanding 
Cleepatra yet lived, ceaſed lamenting, to beg 
his Officers, who were then returned, in the 
moſt moving manner inthe world, to carry 
him to her : with much-a-doe they lifted 
him vp to the door of the Tomb. Cleopatra 
durſt not or could not open it, for ſhe had 
no body with her beſides two-of her Wo- 
men , but ſh-chrew out ſome Cords from a 
window. All the People of Alexandris 
were preſent at this ſad ſpectacle , and ow- 
ned _ there could 'þe nothing more lamen- 
table than to ſee this great man, renow- 
ned for ſo many Victories, bathed an his 


. Blondandexſpirmg,holding out his hands to 
Cleopatra, and weakly endeavouring to raiſe - 


himſelf ; and her holding her Head down;and 
her Body almoſt out of the Window, ſtriving

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which mide him fall dead a his. Maſter's

with the help: of .her: Women to pull him 
up: All the Spectatours ſhewed no leſs for- 
row by their ſeveral motions : they ericou- 
raged her, and ſeemed to affiſt ther with 
their Cryes , for that was all the: help they 
could give her. 'Atliaſt, after much pain, 
ſhe.drew him up-to'ithe Window , where ſhe 
embraced him, and laid himon a Bed. Az- 
thony had loved her too much ; and the ſtate 
he. was in was too moving ,, not to: ſhew a 
real 'grief. She tore her Clothes and her 
Face, and beat her Breaſt, calling Anthony 
her Lord, her 'Husband ,, her Emperour ; 
and though ſhe had her ſelf great occaſions 
of grief, yet that deplorable object before 
her eyes was more than all the reſt. Anthony 
conjured her to ſtop her tears and mode- . 
rate her tranſports, and asked for ſome 
Wine ; whether it were that he was thirſty 
or-that he thought it would the ſooner end 
him. : After he had drank, he exhorted Cleo- 
patra to endeavour to: fave her. life if. ſhe 
could :doe it with Honour ,:' and to that 
end ſhe might put-more confidence 'in:;Pro- 
culus than in any elſe about Ceſar z that ſhe 
ſhould not make too much reflexion upon 
the-cruel turn of Fortune which he felt at 
the end of his days, but think what glo- 
ry he had: lived in, famous tor ſo many 
Victories, Triumphs and Dignities; and 
after he had been the firſt man of the world, 
and the worthieſt of the Romans, he. was 0- 
., vercome by a Roman. He expired in fint- 

ſhing 'this Diſcourſe 'in- the moment that 

vp 151200 "F-©£-2 | Froculus 
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Proculus arrived from Ceſar.: Dercetes one of 
Anthony's Guards had given notice 'of the 
Death of his Maſter, and had carried the 
Sword with which he flew himſelf, yet ſtai- 
ned with his Blond. This ſad Sight forced 
Ceſar to retire into his Tent. - And now 
the ſtrift friendſhip he had had with An- 
zhony, their Affinity, the eng 4m they had 
vaſt together came 1nto his thoughts. All 
this joined with his Noble extraction , his. 
Fame for ſo many Triumphs and Dignities, 
followed by ſuch a deplorable end drew 
Tears from him. He called his Friends in 
and laid before them how he had not con- 
tributed any thing to the overthrow of Ax- 


theny by any hatred or ambition. He ſhewed 


them the Copies of the Letters he had 
written to him , which contained nothing 
but reaſonable and juſt Propoſals, and Ar- 
thony's Anſwers full of Paſſion and Diſdain. 
Afﬀeer this he ſent Proculus to employ all his 
Art and Addreſs to ſeize upon Cleopatra. 
Ceſar paſlionately deſired in his Triumph 
to expoſe to the ſight of the Romans, this 


Queen who had fo long triumphed over one 


of their Emperours, and was alfo yery de- 
ſirous to ſave her Treaſures. Cleopatra 
would not let Proculys enter; ſhe ſpoke to 
him through the Chinks of the Dore. She 
was heard to ask the Kingdom of egypt 
for her Children z and Proculus exhorted her 
to put an intire confidence in Ceſar's Cle- 
mency, and the affection he had for her. And 


all this while he conſidered well all the A- 
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ſecond Triunirate. 
- venues of this monument : when he had ta- 
ken good notice of them he returned to Cz- 
ſar, who the ſame inſtant ſent Galle to 
make her other Propoſitions; while Proculus 
with two others entred by the: Window 
they drew Anthony in at: the Queen was 
earneſt in diſcourſe with Gallus , when one 
of her Women perceiving Proculus make 
haſtily vp to her , cryed out, Poor Princeſs, 
| you are taken. At this Cry Cleopatra turne 
her Head, and drew out a dagger ſhe had at 
her Girdle, to ſtrike it into her Heart : but 
the Roman caught hold of her Arm. Madam, 
ſaid he, will you with the ſame Crime injure 
both your ſelf and Czſar, in depriving him of 
the moſt illuſtrious teſtimony he can grue of hue 
generoſity ; and make the beſt FH of 
Princes paſs for Cruel? He then toc the dag» 
ger from her and ſearched all her Clothes 
with Care leſt ſhe ſhould have any Poiſon 
concealed about her.

*H1IS News gave Ceſar an extreme fa- 


rhe World by the Death of his Enemy; and 
had in his hands that haughty'Queen; who! 
had lifted. the'/Crown of <Agypr above\the 


mpire of the Romanr. He commanded Epa- 


Phroditus ite guard her: with:exacteſt" care; 
2hd" yet ferve: her like & Queen. He then: 
made his Entsance into: Alexandria. And'as 
in:all his a&tions he ftill\-had fometbing'of 
the! Pdliticidn, he choſe Ayins the Philoſo- 
phRt46 benear hint, who was of this'City'; 
and during that Solemnity to give him more 
reſpett, Ceſaralmoſt always talked to him, 
{ſometimes very familiarly , holding out his 
hand to him. He went thus to the Place of 
Exerciſes where all the People were aſſem- 
bled by his order. The Majeſty of Czſay 
tollowed by ſo many armed Souldiers, who 
breathed nothing but deſtruCtion threw the 
e/Eoyptians 1nto a mighty fear. They all 


fell on their Knees and implored his Par- 


dairy; 'and when Silerice was made, Ceſar 
told them he pardoned the People in con- 
{ideration of their illuſtrious Founder Ale- 
xander_the Great, for the Beauty of the 

Re Town 
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Town, which: he. admired, ,and for the 
Friendſhip he bore to his Friend Arixs their 
fellow Citizen : he would. needs ſee the 
Tomb: and. Body of Alexander which -he 
honoured with a Crown of :Gold and coye- 
red. it with. Flowers according .to, the: cy- 
ſtome of thoſe times. But when they asked 
him if he would: ſee the Sepulchres ofthe 
Prolemies to0.. He anſwered, :He deſired to 
ſee a great King, not dead Corpſes that were 
not. egypt was reduced into a Province, 
and Ceſar caufed his Souldiers to cleanſe the 
Chanels of the Nile, which very: much con- 
tributed to; the fertility of. that Kingdom 
which abounded in Corn. Several Kings, 
Princes and Roman Senatours begged of him 
the Body, of Anthony to pay. their laft re- 
ſfpects to it , but he would not deprive Cleo- 
patra of that ſatisfaction. - She performed it 
with a great deal of magnificence, and Cg- 
ſar took care to furniſh her with; what was 
needfull for the.Pomp of the Funeral. She 
appeared here with exceſs of grief; though 
Ceſar ſtrove to moderate her affliction by 
the kind uſage of her Children whom he 
eſteemed as his Allies. Onely Anryllus, the 
eldeſt of Anthony's Children by Fulvia, was 
partaker of his Father's misfortune, as be- 
ing of an age capable of Reſentment, and 
having been always bred up with his Father, 
bad imbibed his Sentiments; he was betraye 

by Theadarys, his Tutor ; who betrayed him, 
torob him of a ſtone of great value. Amyl-. 
lus threw himſelf at the Feet of an Image of 
Tt 4 F. Cefar, 
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 Ferer, which gave her hopes ſhe ſhould ſoon 


F: Ceſar, but this Sanftuary ſtqod him-in no 
more ſtead than' his Prayers and- Tears, for 


he was by the Souldiers taken from thence 


and flain. The traiterous Schoolmaſter did 


. not long enjoy the fruits of his Treaſon ; 


for he .,' nor-confeſling his Theft, they ſear- 
ched him , and found the ſtone fowed up in 
bis Girdle, and Cefar made him be faſtned 
to a Croſs, where the People of Alexandria, 
with Joy {aw him expire. ' Caſarron,' the ſon 
of 7. Ceſar and Cleopatra, was alſo delivered 
vp by Rhodon, to whom this Princeſs had tru- 
ſted him. This Son whom ſhe tenderly loved 
and ſent him with a great Maſs of Treaſure 
to Ethiopia ;, it was for this that this perfi- 
dious Governour deceived Ceſarion by the 
ſhewing him feigned Letters by which Ce- 
far recalled him to put him upon the Throne 
of egypt. When he came to Alexandria, 
Ceſar was ſometime in ſuſpence- between 
olicy and humanity, till Aris made him 
refolve by this ſaying, It # not ſafe to 
þ .ve many Ce#lars; this was an alluſion to 
a Verſe in Homer, which was ill cited by 
this Philoſopher, ſince it was the cauſe of 
Ceſarion's death.” This death not being till 
after that of Cleopatra, and Antyllus ſlain be- 
fore was none of her Son, ſhe had no cauſe 
for the encreaſe of her affliftions; but the 
greatneſs of her Courage made the loſs of 
her Liberty inſupportable to her. This 
Melancholy with the blows with which ſhe 
had bruiſed her Breaſt, put her into a ſlow 


end 
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end her ſorrows with her Life ; ſhe-had 

beſides reſolved to abſtain from eating, if 
Olympics her Phyſician who wrote this ſto- 

ry had not diſcovered this ſecret ſhe had 

truſted him with to Ceſar. They threat- 
ned to put her Children to death , if ſhe 
perſiſted in this C—_—_ this was the 
onely thing ſhe could be ſenſible of; ſo ſhe 
- ſuffered her ſelf to be dreft, and took all 
they defired her: then Ceſar reſolved. to 
fee her; by his Civilities to re-aſſure her 
mind. He found her upon a low bed very 
plain, and as ſoon as ſhe perceived him, 
ſhe roſe in .her Smock. to throw her ſelf at 
his feet; her hair was in diſorder, and 
torn in ſome places, her face bleeding and 
ſcratched, and her breaſt bruiſed; her eyes 
were red with weeping, and her'yoice weak 
and trembling. - But yet all theſe accidents 
| had not defaced that great beauty, nor the 
. brightneſs. of her eyes, nor the charming 
air: of her face. Ceſar civilly lifted her 
up, and fate down at her Beds-head. She 
began to enter into a juſtification of her 
Condudtt; but there were too palpable Proofs 
againſt her, ſo ſhe turned her diſcourſe in- 
to humble Prayers, and put into his hand an 
Inventory of 'all her Treaſure and Jewels. 
Seleucu;, Cleopatra's Treaſurer had followed 
Ceſar, and by a barbarous ingratitude main- 
tained the Queen had concealed ſeveral 
things which were. not in that'account. 
Cleopatra's choler cannot better be exprefſ. 
ſed than by the ffets of it, the threw her 
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&lf'out; of -bed, and ran and.taok;this;per- 
fidious; Officer: by the hain and' beat hian 
ſeverely: ;. her anger might be real,; but the.

very richly, which ſhe had: not done ſince

by. Ceſar*s order, with as much Magnifi- 
cence as if ſhe had ſtill been ſeated on her 
Throne. While ſhe was eating, aCountrey- 
man came and deſired to ſpeak to the Queen, 
the Guards ſtop'd him, and, would know 
what he carried in a basket 'that he had in 
his hand. The «Egyptian turned up ſome 
leaves and ſhewed them very large and 
lavely Figs, and offered fome of them ta 
the Souldiers in ſo innocent 2a manaer, that 
they let him goe in. As ſoon as Cleaparra 
had dined, ſhe commanded all to void the 
Room except Ira and Charmion who had 
always attended her.

ſture of one a-fleep. 1ras was laid deadat 


| her'feet, and Charmion who was yet breath- 


ing, was placing her Diadem right z' one 
of Ceſar's Meſſengers very angrily ſaid to 
her, 7; this well done Charmion ? Very well 
anſwered ſhe, and as becomes a Princeſs de- 
ſeended from ſa many Kings ; ſhe ſaid no more, 
but expired at her Miſtreſs feer. Ir is yet 
uncertain which way Cleopatra killed her ſelf 
ſo ſuddenly and ſo eaſily, it was believed, it 
was. by the poiſon of an Aſp that bit her, 
and Ceſar ſeemed to confirm this opinion by 
her image he carried in Triumph -with an 
Aſp faſtned to her Arme. They ſay that 
this Serpent: was brought her hidden under 
the Figs, as. ſhe had contrived, that it might 
ſting her as ſhe put her hand into the Basket, 
and that perceiving it, ſhe ſaid, holding out 
her Arme, Thos art there then ; others ſay 
ſhe kept one on purpoſe, and enraged it 
by pricking it with a golden Needle, but 
all this is but conjecured, as that ſhe car- 
ried poiſon in a hollow Bodkin ſhe hid in 
her hair. For there appeared on her body 
no ſpots or marks of: Poiſon, but onely two 
per was ger on her Arme ſcarce to be per- 
celyed, and no Aſp was to be found in 
the Sepulchre ; but they imagined they 
found ſome kind of track in the Sand = 
That 
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that fide next the Sea.  Geſar was :extreme- 
ly troubled at. her death, as being by ic 
deprived of the nobleſt ornament of | his 
Triumph : however, he could nat but ad- 
mire: the greatneſs. of | her Courage, who 
notwithſtanding the weakneſs of her ſex, 
preferred death before the loGs of Liberty. 
He- ordered her a very magaificent fune- 
ral, and: her body as ſhe had ,defired was 
laid by that of Azrhony ; and heritwo-wo-. 

men were interred with Pomp. ia'memor 
of their Fidelity. Thus this. Princeſs, 
whoſe Wit and Beauty had made qo great 
a noiſe in the World, died in the flower 
of her Age, at thirty eight years old. She 
reigned in egypt twenty two years, four- 
teen whereof ſhe paſt with - Anthony, and 
all that while had a total aſcendent oyer 
the Soul of that Emperour. Ceſar pre- 
ſerved her Statues entire, but beat down 
all thoſe of Anthony ; but the conſideration 
for Cleopatra's memory did not- contribute 
J ſo.much to the preſervation of her Images, 
My as. the thouſand Talents which Archibius 
3A one of her Friends gave Ceſar for that end. 
Thoſe therefore erected to. Anthony's me- 
mory were entirely demoliſhed - both in 
e/Egypt and. Rome, where the Senate pro- 
nounced his memory infamous, and de- 
creed that none of this Fanully ſhould bear 
the name of Afarom. He died at the Age 
of kfty three, or as {ome ſay fifty ſix years, 
and by his three Wives left ſeven Chil 

dren. The fortune of Alexander and Prolemy

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his, Sons by Cleopatra is unknown, but. for 
his Daughter young Cleopatra, Ofiavia took 
care and bred her up with her Children, 
and married her to 7=#ba King of Maurs 
tania one of the moſt learned and:moſt ver- 
- tuous-Princes of his Age.  . Antyllus his el- 
#F. - deſt Son by Fulvia, was {lain as before men- 
tioned, and Fulius Antonius the youngeſt, 
FT was very much eſteemed by Ceſar, to that 
| degree that Ofavia, whoſe Generofity for 
that unfortunateFamily was without bounds, 
married him to Marcella, one of her Dough 
' ters by her firſt Husband. He afterwafds 
indiſcreetly engaged himſelf in the intrigues 
and debauches of Fulia, Auguſtus Caeſar's 
Daughter ; which Crime was the cauſe of 
his death: Oftavia had by Anthony onely 
two Daughters, -who were both called A- 
tonia, The eldeſt married Domstins, Nero's 
Grandfather, and the youngeſt who inhe- _ 
rited both her Mothers beauty and vertue, 
was married to Druſus the Son of Tiberius 
and L:via, ayd Son-in-Law to Ceſar. From 3 
this Marriage came Germanicus, who was "1 
eſteemed the greateſt General of his time, 2 
and the moſt accompliſhedPerſon among the 
Romans, and Claudius who was Emperour be- 
fore Nero. Cai, Sirnamed Caligula, the Son * 
of Germanicy, did alſo govern the Roman 
, Empire three years after Tberizs. So that 
$ Anthony's Family in ſpight of their unfor- 
FF . tunate deſtiny, poſleſt the Throne and gaye 
S three Emperonrs to the Romans. 
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
